Second master key 
to housing facility 
reported missing

Security in yet another Florida Stale 
University living facility is threatened by the 
theft of a set of master keys. 

Jim Kelly, a Resident Assistant on the fifth 
floor of Kelhun Hall, hi^t his keys stolen 
from his room roughly two weeks ago. 

"I'm especially concerned now, since the 
killing at FAMU," said KeUy. 

According to Kelly, the keys allow 
entrance to any of the residents* rooms 
throughout the building. They also fit all the 
exterior doors of the hall. 

Residents of the fifth floor of Kellum have 
already noticed small items missing from 
their rooms ~ mostly food and small change.

Sov)n af ter 
the disappearance of the key Richard I.i//a, 
an FSU graduate student in art history, had 
his apartment there robbed twice through 
unforced entries. 

The management at Alumni Village has 
not changed any locks or taken any v)iher 
measure to insure the security ot the residents 
in the complex smce then, according to 
Liz/a. 

On campus, in Jennie Murphrce and 
Reynolds Halls, the atmosphere concerning 
security is slightly different. 

According to Joyce Prather, Resident

"It was nip and tuck for a while. We had four bad nights 
due to bad door response, and we just now paid off all our 
construction debts except one/* said Owens. 

When money gets tight, the employees usually get hit first.

Meenan proposes security network

Community pressure for improved 
security on the Florida State University 
campus has prompted a proposal 
which may bring a colorful new look to 
Florida Sute's campus. 

Tim Meenan, FSU's student body 
president, has proposed the 
construction of a campus *safcty trail.' 
The trail would cooast of 20 telephone 
call boxes, each with a direct line to 
FSU campus police. The call boxes 
would be lit with powerful blue lights, 
and would provide a path from one 
end of FSU to the odicr. 

"The idea is, if you're out walking 
late at night, when you pass one you 
don't have very far to go before you 
see the next one," Meenan said. 

Simply picking the phone off its 
receiver would set off a light in pofice 
headquarters showing exactly where 
the adkr is, Meenan expliuned. Police 
oould have an officer at the scene within 
a few minutes, even if the callo' was 
unable to speak to the dispatcher. 

Six of the call-boxes would be placed 
in abeady- existing traffic booths. The 
remaining 14 would be mounted on 1 5- 
foot poles, each with the distinctive 
blue light on top. 

The system would cost an estimated 



$42,551 in iu first year; $35,891 to 
iostail and $6,600 for yearly rental of 
the phones and lines from Centd. 

Meenan has requested that FSU 
President Bernard Sliger procure 
fuming for the tndl. Wl^e Sfiger has 
not yet made a decision, Meenan 
thinks the president is likefy toam>rovc 
the system. 

"Things are looking really 
positive," Meenan said. "We've 
gotten a lot of good support from the 
Tallahassee pofice, and from Lt. (Jack) 
Handley (FSU police). Basically, all 
that's needed b to find the funding. 
We could start iffi|>lenienting it 

immediately. 

"In my mind, spending $35,000 to 
put a phone in is well worth it, 
considering what it does to someone 
for the rest of their life to be 
assaulted," Meenan said. 

Meenan also asked Sliger to spend 
about $150,000 on improving- student 
facilities. Those improvements would 
include cutting curbs for handicapped 
in wheelchairs, funding a cross-campus 
fitness trail, improving the student 
weight room, and upgrading FSU's 
racquet ball facilities. 

That request was made, Meenan 
said, largely to keep athletic facihties 
for the average student on a par with

Hilton hotel manager reviews 'Democrat' critic Guttman

At Friday's Capital Tiger Bay Club luncheon. Democrat 
food critic Lorrie Guttman got a taste of what it's like to be 
roasted. 

The Tiger Bay Club, a local group of prominent business- 
people and politicos, invited Guttman and Ed Xanders, 
manager of the Tallahassee Hilton and president of the 
Tallahassee Hotel and Motel Association, to discuss 
restaurant reviewing at what Xanders referred to as **Lonie 
Guttman's coming out party." 

Although Xanders told the audience that "we're here to 
honor Lorrie," it seemed more like a roasting than a toasting 
in the Silver Slipper restaurant Friday. And almost every one 
of the several hundred persons present seemed in a roasting 
mood. 

After joking his way through an ostensibly typical 
Guttman meal, during which members of the audience 
presented her with a large Singapore Sling and three raw 
mullet wrapped in a Tallahassee Democrat food section, 
Xanders dropped the humorous tone and got to the point of 



his disagreement with the reviewer's methods. 

His three main beefs were that Guttman approaches the. 
meal with a negative frame of mind, that she is inconsistent 
in her reviews, and that she is unmindful of the fact that she 
"is putting a restaurateur's total livelihood on the line." 

The inconsistency charge was based on Guttman's opening . 
day review of the Baker's Garden after promising not to give 
a critique until three months after a restaurant opened; and 
on her willingness on one occasion to rate the service at Lucy 
Ho's but not at Andrew's Second Act, although she had been 
recognized at both. 

Tiger Bay President Richard McFarlain then introduced 
the "girl who, after drinking three Pink Squirrels and a quart 
of beer, and eating a plate of refried beans, hot tamales, 
chili, fried rice, squid, followed by chocolate pie with 
strawberry ice cream, could say that the hollandaise sauce 
was too tart." 

Gutiman responded to Xander's first complaint by 
pointing out that she always try to balance any bad 
comments with something good about the restaurant, and 

that she goes into the restaurants "absolutelv impartial . "

Huckleberry Finn is in trouble. So is He^cr Prynne. And Catherine 
Barkley. 

All of these characters, from such classic novels as Mark Twain's 

The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn, Nathaniel Hawthorne's The 
Scar/eff Letter and Ernest Hemmingway's A Farewell to Arms, are 
under attack in our nation's schools. 

Under the questionable guise of protecting America's youth, newly 
resurgent conservative groups around the nation are trying to cleanse 
the schools, and the childrens' minds, of words and ideas they find 
objectionable. And as the political march to the right has grown even 
more pronounced, these groups have become even more outspoken. 

Also tsurgeted for removal, according to a nationwide survey on how 
the censorship issue is being handled, as siKrh "questionable" 
materials as two major diaionaries, a number of magazines- 
including Mademoiselle and Parents — and a half-dozen text books. 

No longer are these self-proclaimed saviors of America's youth 
content with simply slashing blindly at popular fictional works that 
happen to offend their puritanical tastes. And that is where the danger 
lies. 

History itself will be re-written, if the censorship trend is not 
curtailed, according to the Association of Publishers, who 
commissioned the report along with the American Library 
Association. Among the text books the censors want removed are 
American history books they feel overemphasize Watergate and 
Vietnam, two eras in American history we cannot afford to forget. 

And y^, they would have us f<»rget, creating a woiid where only a 
narrow. Idealized version of our past and our place in the world is 
deemed fit to be taught to oiu- youth. 

If we want to maintain public education, let's at least encourage 
scHne degree of intellectual honesty in what we teach in those schools. 
Otherwise, we might as well scuttle the whole system, abandon 
children to the short-sighted, often racist bill of fare offered in so- 
called Christian parochial schools and admit the experiment with 
public education has failed. 

But for God's sake, let's not involve ourselves in the sorry charade 
the New Right would allow to pass for education. 

Centering an education system on mytH, legend and wishful 
thinking might soothe a few troubled minds, but the price is much too 
high. 
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Jackbooted fascists vs NRA?

If the National Rifle Association has its way, 
federal firearms laws could become a joke. A 
deadly one. 

The NRA is out to get the Treasury 
Department's Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms, the federal agency which tracks down 
illegal weapons dealers. They have been 
complaining about ATF for years. After all, if 
Americans want to stock their cellars with 
automatic weapons for that time in the future when 
the sh-t hits the fan in a big way in social decay and 
only those with superior firepower will be able to 
withstand the onslaught of wild hordes of starving 
poor. Big Brother should not infringe upon their 
right to Keep and Bear Stockpiles of High-Caliber 
Weaponry (you lily-livered pinkos out there better 
read your Constitution). Their tirades could be 
ignored because, after all, we're living in America; 
sure, private pressure groups can make waves but 
they can't seriously alter the federal government, 
right? 

WeU, things are different now. President Reagan 
has a very sympathetic ear codced toward tlie NRA. 

The group clmms that ATF harasses law-abiding 
Hrearms dealers and gun owners more than 
criminals. In a half hour television 
"documentary," ATF agmts are characterized as 
jackbooted fascists who revel m the abuse of honest 
dtizehs. The NRA-jntxluced program neglects to 
naention, however, that 67 pment of the peofrie 
arrested by the bureau have criminal records. Or 
that gun dealing is tightly intertwined in the web of 
the Mafia. Or that the 100 agents of the bureau's 
New York office confiscate 2,000 ifl^ weapons a 
year. 

Although nothing about this has been heard 
from the White House lately, the ATF's days arc 
clearly numbered. Its budget has been cut by 20 
percent — more than any other federal law 
enforcement agency. If the Reagan Administration 
does not phase out ATF entirely, its budget will be 
so skeletal it will be nothii^ more than a token 
agency. At least the problem of bogged-down court 
dockets will be relieved— there will hardly be any 
field agents left to make arrests, since personnel is 
the first area to be shaved when budgets are cut. 

And there's nothing Congress can do about it 
because the ATF was formed by Executive Order in 
1972 by that pointy-headed bastion of prissy 
liberalism, Richard Nixon. The President has the 
power to make or break the bureau without 
consulting anyone. 

Rej. Marty Russo, whose Congressional district 
encompasses Chicago's south suburbs, a long-time 
dumping ground for Mob hits, says, "Both the 
President and the Pope are shot with handguns in 
the same year and here we are eliminating the only

The center incorporates a school of music 
and drama and is a conference and exhilHtioB 
center as well as an arts complex. Its bosses 
promise to fill it 18 hours a day, 7 days a 

week. 

All this is tucked into a city within a dty, a 
concrete jungle housing 5,000 people, mostly 
in three 43-story apartment towers, plus 
offices and stores. 

The Barbican complex in the historic 
business center of London called "the City'* 
is one of Europe*s most grandiose examples 
of 1950s urban planning, and the arts coiter 
is its fmal phase. 

"Inside, the building ravishes the eye with 
its warm colors, sweeping spaces, elegant 
foyers and constantly changing 
perspectives," says critic Michael Owen. "It 
has set out to be welcoming and has achieved 
it." 

Yet other critics deride its * 'airport lounge 
aati-humanism,'* claim it is "effectively 
hopeless for security" and "wildly inefficient 
in energy terms.*' 

"The Barbican Center is the greatest arts 
complex in Western Europe," says its 
administrator, Canadian Henry Wrong. "It 
shows that Britain's commitment to the arts 
is very firm and far-sighted.'

This seemed lo be the unwritten motto of the Western 
Carohna Catamount football team Saturday night, despite 
being on the losing end of a 56-31 score. Everything from the 
hornh r,, the double reverse to the flea-flicker kept 
( atarnouni h <!ive until the end of the third quarter 
when the Scrniiioic^ gat a coupie of quick touchdowns and 
broke the game open. 

I he C atami)unts, led bv (he running of tailback Meivin 
[)orsey, br»)tjght a gra\ cyard -li kc silence to the 52, "^21 
Seminole fans ai the game when iliey drove all the vsay from 
their v)wn 34-yard line ti) the Seminole end /one in a 
pla> bv)ok -perfect drive which consumed six and-a-half 
minutes on the clock. The conversion was good and ail of a 
sudden everybv)dy got serious. 

But theti Cireg Alien stepped in and made himself known 
when, on the ensuing kick-off by Western Carolina, he ran 
95 yards for a touchdown. Mike Rendina's kick was good 
and the score was tied at seven apiece. Rendina booted two 
field goals in the 2nd quarter, one a 20-yarder and another 
from 29 yards out, to give the Seminoles a 13-7 lead at the half. 

I he third quarter see-sawed for awhile as FSU scored first 
on a Mike Whiting run from the Western Carolina seven- 
yard line. Rendina's conversion was good but two plays later, 
Western C arohna, with the ball on their own twenty, caught 
the 1 lorida State secondary off-guard on a fake reverse when 
split-end Kristy Riser hit wide open receiver Jeff Dean on a 
deep pass. Dean ran untouched into the end-zone making the 
score 20-14. 

Then it was the Seminoles' turn again. Via the running of 
Greg Allen, Florida State moved the ball all the way from 
their own eight-yard line to within three feet of the 
Catamount goal line where, once again. Whiting ran the ball 
in for a touchdown. 

The ball changed hands a few times after Whiting's 
touchdown, bringing a temporary end to the goal-line fever 
of both teams until the fourth quarter when FSU 
quarterback Rick Stockstill, in good Held position following 
a Larry Harris interception, tossed an 18-yard pass to wide- 
open wide-receiver I>emiis McKinnon in the end-zone — 35- 
14 Florida State after the convor^n. 



But then the ncvcr-say-dic Catamounts burned the 
Seminole secondary once again with a long bomb from 
quarterback Ronnie Mixon to all-alone receiver Dwayne 
Norman who ran unaffected by (and about 20 yards ahead 
of) the nearest Seminole defender. Biassucci\ kick w a^ good 

The Catamounts scored on a Biassucci field goal on their 
next possession following an uncharacteristic eleven-yard 
punt by FSU's Rohn Stark Stark only managed a 31.7-yard 
average in Saturday night s game — his worst performance 
this season. One of his punts in the first half looked like it 
was thrown rather than kicked (it was so low) while the 
eleven-yarder caught the side of his foot and went out of 
bounds high over the sidelines. 

"My head just wasn't in the game," said a frustrated Stark 
later on in the locker room. "They had a good rush on but 
I've made some of my best punts under pressure.'* 

On FSU's next possession after the field goal, freshman 
Allen, who had been running around, under, over and 
usually through Western Carolina defenders throughout the 
ball game, broke loose on a 62-yard run to set up another 
Rendina field goal. 

Florida State came up with two more scores in the waning 
minutes of the fourth quarter when Blair Williams, spelling 
Stockstill at quarterback, hit wide receiver Tony Johnson 
with a touchdown pass to make the score 49-24. FSU's 
Warren Hannah recovered a fumble on the ensuing kick-off 
and halfback Cedric Jones ran six three plays later. Rendina's 
kick was good. 

Western Carolina capped the evening's scoring with just 
over a minute left in the game when Mixon hit Kiser on 
another long pass. Kiser scampered into the end-zone 
untouched. 

Several records were broken in the contest, most of them 
having something to do with the performance of (Greg) 
Allen, the freshman Seminole halfback who gained 202 yards 
in his first start last weekend against Louisiana State. 

Allen shattered the NCAA record for most yards rushing 
by a freshman in a single game, running for 322 yards in 32 
carries. The old mark was set by Amos Lawrence of North 
Carolina in 1977 who had 286 yards on 35 carries. Allen also 
broke the NCAA record for most all-purpose yards (that's 
rushing and all other yardage together) with 417, thanks to 
the first quarter 95-yard kick-off return. The old record was

For Greg Allen, Florida State's 56-31 Homecoming victory 
over Western Carolina team was quite a strain. 

He didn't get much pressure from the stubborn 
Catamount defenders as he rambled for 322 yards on 32 
carries, the most running yards tor a freshman back in the 
history of college football. Nor did he get much heat while 
crashing the NCAA's best all-purpose running total in one 
game, racking up an awesome 417 yards, courtesy of a 95 
yard kickofT return touchdown spurt added to his rushing

Allen felt the most stress in the Seminole locker room. 
Throughout most of the season, the young freshman went 
virtually unnoticed by members of the press and TV media as 
they walked past his locker searching for familiar Seminole 
stars to interview . But this time around Allen was swarmed 
by reporters and cameramen poking him with endless 
questions ranging from how did he feel when he broke the 
record to what side of the bed he sleeps on. 

*'I just went out and tried to do my best,** said a soft 
spoken, camera-shy Allen. 

**We took them a little bit too easy at first and I thought if 
I could do something it might get us fired up," sakl AUen, Who 
received the game ball following the contest. 

Allen's performance, which surpassed the school's record 
<set by himself last week against LSU with 202 yards on 31 
carries) not only fired the Seminoles up, but saved them from 
an upset. The Catamounts (2-7), who were outmanned, out- 
talented, and outclassed coming into the game, gave FSU all 
they could handle and then some, notching up 31 points on 
529 yards. 

"If we were way out in front he probably would not have 
broken it," said FSU coach Bobby Bowden. "We needed 
him in there because the game was real close." 

Following a shocking opening Catamount touchdown, 
Allen immediately leapt into action on the ensuing kickoff 
with a 95-yard touchdown return. With an unintimidated 
Catamount team scoring on big plays throughout the game. 
Allen's bullish type running style paced the Seminole 
offensive attack with bursts of 35, 12, 19, 11, and 62 yards. 
Without breaking much of a sweat, Allen's record total of 
last week was wiped out of the Sendnole record books in the 
third quarter. 

But Allen's fimboyaBt style of running does not reflect 
Ws personal disposition in the slightest. Mobbed by 
reporters, Allen's quiet and reserved personality was 
bushwacked by a flood of nonstop questions foUowed by one 
to three-word answers.

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State Supreme Court hears Trask-Bush case

fk controversial amendment requires the 
iic to withhold funding from any state 
lege or university which gives assistance to 
ups advocating or recommending sex 
wccn persons not married to each other, 
rhe Legislature passed the measure last 
: dP j Tdidment to the 1982 General 



Appropriatioiis Act in an attempt to keep 
officially sanctioned homosexual 
organizations off all Flonda campuses. 

Yesterday's hearing represented the 
eulmination of a two-month legal process 
that fur^ saw Turlington's suit— which names 
Comptroller Gerald Lewis and Secretary of 
State George Firestone as 
defendants — rejected in Leon County Circuit 
Court, then appealed directly to the state 
Supreme Court. 

During the hearing, the justices questioned 
attorneys for both sides closely and gave no 
obvious indicaton of what their judgement 
on the case might be or when they might 
make their decisions. They did, however, cut 
short the debate on Turlington's standing as 
a public official to file the suit, noting that 
both he and Talbot D'Alemberte, a trustee at 
Miami-Dade Community College admitted as 



an **imervenor" in the case, could enter the 
suit as private citizens. 

The Court has no prescribed tinK limit on 
the speed of its decision, but, in sdieduKng 
the da^ for briefs and oral argumrats, it has 
demonstrated an interest in battening a 
decision. 

**lt*s impossible to |»edict when they will 
issue a judgemcm, but they've shown that 
they want to move it along," noted Supfcme 
Court Clerk Sidney White. 

I>iring the hearing, Tallahassee attorneys 
Chesterfield Smith and John Radey, 
appearing for Turlington, argued that the 
amendment is unconstitutional both as an 
abridgement of free speech and as 
logrolling — the placement of substantive 
legislation in an appropriations measure. 

*'The Trask-Bush Amendment is an effort 
to censor thought," insisted Smith. "It is not 



aimed at any specific acts, but simply at 
thought." 

Smith noted that as president of the 
Florida Bar Association he had once 
campaigned for the legalization of pre- 
nuH^aex. 

"This amendment imposes the morality of 
the temporary majority on the minority,'* he 
added. '*But sometimes the minority is right 
If you give people enough time to thmk 
about something, they might change thctr 
minds." 

"The Legislature diH*s ha\c the anthi>rits 
to determine the curriculum ai imi\crsitic!», 
but that's not what we're talkui^ about." 
said Radey. "What we're talkirie about it 
completely closing dv^wn a universuy, and 
that's a whole diitereni mauer."

chance to refute. 

Seven inmates facing execution in F huida State f^nson's 
electric chair arc in severe jeopardv now because thes fiave 
nearly exhausted their appeals and were conritniL' on the 
contidential reports issue, said Scharlotie Holdinan, director 
of the Florida C iearinghouse on C riminal Justice.

Barron says he could beat Graham

Dempsey Barn>n said yesterday he would have to take on 
the ma jor newspapers if he runs for governor next year, but 
he could do it successfully and win. 

Uarron also said that quitting the Democratic Party and 
running against Democratic Gov. Bob Graham as a 
Republican "is an attractive political possibility." 

Fiarron, the former Senate president from Panama City 
who still c(Mitrols Senate action on many of the big issues, 
confirmed a UPI report that he is seriously considering 
running for governor and has been promised big financial 
contributions if he, in fact, gets into the race. 

He hasn't made up his mind, Barron said, and hasn't 
gone around pushing himself for the job, but has gotten 
widespread encouragement which he did not initiate. 

Barron denied that a series of speeches he has been 
making around Florida was an attempt to draw support 
and measure his potential strength as a gubernatorial 
candidate. 

"My inclination is not to run. ..It's likely I won't run," 
he said in an interview. "But I can't say at this point I 
won't because of all of the well-intended people who are 
^ urging me to — and people of considerable influence. 

"I believe I could win the governor's race,'* Barron said. 
**To do it, I would have to get through a head-on collision 
with the editorial writers of some ^ the major newspapers 
in Florida, but I could do that . ' * 

He has been blasted over the years by editorials in most 



of the large Florida 

newspapers for his 
conservative stands and his, 
at -times, ruthless, political 
tactics. 

Barron claimed not to 
have gotten far enough in 
his deliberations to consider 
running as a Republican, 
although Republican Sen. 
Van Poole of Fort 
Lauderdale says he was 
approached last week and 
asked if he would consider 
being Barron's candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor 
on a GOP ticket. 

Running as a Republican is an attractive idea, Barron 
said, however, because he could avoid a Democratic 
primary fight with Graham, concentrating on the general 
election and having longer for his campaign. He also likely 
would get lots of money and other assistance from the 
National Republican Party. 

He believes many Republicans currently considering the, 
race would not get in, but would support him. 

State GOP Chairman Henry Sayler of St. Petersburg said 
late yesterday he isn't too excited about the prospect of 
Barron running as a Republican

A fee of $35 guarantees the student 20 
funding sources and $45 guarantees 50 
sources. But while the number of sources 
you receive can be guaranteed, there is no 
guarantee you will receive money from 
these sources. Says Danz, "There's no way 
we can ever verify lhat." 

Not everyone, of course, wants to spend 
his or her hard-earned cash for a 
list— especially if the information could 
easily be gotten elsewhere. 

Said Sandra Jaronsky, scholarship 
coordinator for Florida State's Office of 
Financial aid: "Fve heard you don't get 
anything special from the Scholarship 
Bank. That's the sort of thing you can 
generally get for free, of course, if you did 
get a full scholarship from something like 
that, then I suppose it woukl be 
worthwhile," Jaronsky added. 

"It's just a matter of finding the right 
reference material," says Maxine Stern, an 
assistant in Graduate Studies and Research. 

According to William Brueckheimcr, 
Director of the Social Sciences 
Interdisciplinary Program at FSU, you 
should be able to find relevant scholarship 
information in the appropriate college or 
department of your choosing. "There 
should be bulletin boards for the various 
departments," he says. 

For the industrious student, Strozier 
Library contains a wealth of information. 
On the first floor, in the area behind the 
information desk, are several verv useful 
reference books. In the Almanac Section of 
Higher Education Exchange, (Ref L 901) 
Table 5 lists Foundation Grants from all 
over the nation. 

Library Reference numbers LB 2237.4 
through 2338 include such books as the 
A nnual Register of Gram Support, Cash for 
College, and the Directory of Financial 
A ids for H omen, to name just a few. ^ 

To pay or not to pay— the decision is 
/ours. it \ your money and your time. 
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How many more? 

The Florida State University campus is not safe. Neither are the 
grounds at Florida A & M University, the Tallahassee Community 
College campus or the streets of TaUahassee. 

That is common knowledge to restcfents of this city, generally 
accepted, despite the gravity of the situation. Statistics showing that 
Tallahassee ranks third in the nation in per-capita rapes are dvuggod off 
or acknowledged as the status quo as frightened women are forced 
to closet themselves in, barring doors and windows in fear for their hves. 

But now, even living behind a locked door isn't enough. 

Two master keys, keys which allow access to any living area in two 
FSU housing complexes, are missing. One, according to Alumni 
Village resident Richard Lizza, has been missing since July and has 
already resulted in two unforced entries to his apartment at the 
graduate student housing project off Lake Bradford Road. 

The second has been gone for nearly two weeks. Residents of 
Kellum Hall, a predominantly freshman and scH'homore housing 
facility on the west side of campus, have already noticed that small 
objects are beginning to disappear from their rooms. This may only be 
the tip of the iceberg. 

Until those keys are found, no resident of either Alumni Village or 
Kellum Hall is safe, despite the illusion of security offered by well- 
lighted entranceways and halls. The danger could very well be lurking 
within the rooms themselves. 

In the wake of the murder of FAMU dormitory resident Millicent 
Wilson in her locked Cropper Hall dorm room, the possibihty of an 
assault or murder in an FSU housing facility looms even larger than 
before. And something must be done to eliminate this possibility. 

Police are currently investigating both cases, but no effort has 
been made to change the locks in either complex. This seems 
criminally negligent to us, and cries out for some positive action from 
the FSU administration to assure residents that thdr lives are being 
adequately protected. 

The memory of Millicent Wilson, and of her tragic death less than 
two weeks ago, is still too clearly etched in our minds. 

We hope the positive action isn't prompted by another tragic event. 
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Tragedy of the Haitian people

"The teeth of the shark are sweeier than 
Duvalier's hell. " — Haitian son^. 

The prosperity of Hillsboro Beach, with its hotels 
and condominiums, served as a violently ironic 
backdrop for the lastest chapter in the tragedy of 
the Haitian people. 

Thirty-four Haitians washed ashore there after 
their homemade boat broke apart on a reef off the 
coast. Pictures of lifeguards dragging bodies and of 
pregnant women — eyes open and mouths 
agape — covered front pages and filled television 
screens. 

Haiti is the poorest nation in the Western 
Hemisphere. High population density, erosion, 
drought and land aridity have hindered socio- 
economic development. Haiti has a per capita 
income of $230 (1977). It has the second lowest per 
capita caloric intake in the world — as much as nine- 
tenths of the population is undernourished. 
Average lifespan for males is 49 years, for females, 
51 years. 

Historically, the Haitian people have suffered 
economic and political repression. The Duvalier 
dynasty, in power since 1957, has proven to be 
among the cruelest and most corrupt dictatorships 
in the world. In response to economic and political 
conditions, as much as one-fifth of Haiti's 
population is abroad. The majority of those who 
are coming to Florida are from the poorest region 
of the country, the Northwest. 

The presssures of life under such conditions as 
well as the hope for a future in the nation that 
accepts the "tired and poor" spur many to make 
the arduous 900-mile trip to Florida. Those who 
survive (no one knows how many thousands have 
perished at sea), are met with hostility and jailed or 
interned in camps. The treatment received by the 
black Haitians contrasts sharply with that received 
by the mostly white Cuban refugees who were given 
assistance and accepted inunediately. 

The U. S. government's blatantly racist policy 
has chained little— it has expanded now to include 
new Cuban 'entrants* from the Mariel boatlift who, 
incidentally, are mosdy non-white and un-skillcd.

The 40-year-okl businesswoman and ex-radio talk show 
host, who entered a crowded race for the GOP nomination 
in next June's primary, said she would run a "personal and 
aegrcsMvc campaign" for the seat now held by Republican 
S.I. Hayakawa, 75, who is seeking re-election.

Radey wait on to arfue tfett the ameiMtanent is "a dassic 
case of iofrolliiig.*' Radey noted that ahhotight Gov. Bob 
Graham questioned the constitutionality of the amendment, 
he did not veto it because he fdt Jie could not do so without 
vetoing the entire appfx>f>riations measure. 

But Assistant Attorney General Mitchell Franks argued 
for Firestone that the amendment was neither a prior 
restraint of free speech nor an example of logrolling. 

**We would argue that before state universities and 
scholarships are funded, the Legislature can pitt reasonable 
restrictions on the appropriations,'* maintained Franks. 

Questions by the justices forced Franks to take extreme 
positions on two issues, 
f First, Franks was compelled to reiterate his **narrowing 
construction" of the amendment. 

"Based on existing constitutional law, in enforcing the 
amendmeni, stale officials would have to analyze whether 
activities would be likely to cause individuals to promptly 
engage in fornication, adultery, homosexual sex or other 
illegal sexual acts," he said. 

But Turlington's lawyers claim such an interpretation 
would be substantially altering the intcin ot the amendment. 

"It the court did what was suggested by Mr. Franks, they 
would be acting as a legislature, modifying the law as they 
saw fit in order to make it constitutional," maintained 



Radey. 

Second, Franks was forced to argue that the amendment's 
provisions superseded the Legislature's constitutional 
requirement to maintain the state university system. 

**Wou]d you say that the proviso' language of this 
amendment would be so important to the Legi^ure that 
they would not want to fund the state university system 
without it?** asked one justice. 

**lf you*re asking whether the amendment is an 
interdependent part of the appropriations for the 
educational system, the answer is yes," insisted Franks. 

But that concqM is at odds with the Legislature's 
constitutional responsibility, argued Tom Julin, 
D' Alemberie's attorney. 

"At issue here is not just free speech, but also the future 
of colleges and universities in Florida," noted Julin. "The 
Florida constitution specifically states that the Legislature 
must make adequate provisions for a system of higher 
education. This amendment threatens to eliminate the 
institutions of higher education prescribed by law, and is in 
clear contravention with the constitution." 

While the justices tried to steer clear of the standing issue. 
Deputy Comptroller Michael Coniglio, who appeared for 
Lewis to argue that point, fell the court agreed with the 
contention that Turlington, the state board of Education 
and the Department of Education were not proper plaintiffs 



in the suit 
But Radey disagreed. 

"My reaction is the opposite." he said. 'l t.x.i^ .^j,, ^ 
suggestion that the coun was going to exarri - ^ 
constitutionality of the amendment, and there na^ n 
toevalute the question of standing."

"Specifically, not only must a challenged «JlwkiL 
prevent a public officer from performing hiv dunes by.

Second, although state officials can be sued for erifor 
certain kinds of unconstitutional laws according to fei- ' 
civil rights codes, stated C oniglio. this does no: give v'a^- 
officials blanket authority to mdiscriminately talie Z 
court. 

'*Laws are presumed to be constitutional and shouL* \- 
treated by executive officials as such unnl itij.,, 
determined otherwise in an appropriate legal setting. h< 
wrote. 

The Justices did not indicate when ihc> v^ould rule on -he 
issue.

over according to Harbison. When 
Veller was head coach, recruiting was 
unheard of. Back then, if you wrote a 
letter to the coach, you were always 
invited to come out. htow recruiting is 
a year round job. 

"Some people think coaching on the 
field is difficult," said Harbison. 
"Recruiting athletes is very mentally 
and physically tedious. It's a hard job 
even for assistant coaches." 

Tom Nugent was next in line to 
coach the Seminole team. Harbison 
feels Nugent was before his time, 
because he used a lot of spread 
formations and throwing the ball. Did 
you know that Nugent was the 
inventor of the widely used 1 
formation? 

*'Nugent was coaching at VMI at the 
time," said Harbison. "They were 
going to play William and Mary 
College, who at the time was a 
powerhouse football team. William 
and Mary had a linebacker at the time 
named Jack Cloud, who went on to 
play with the Redskins. Cloud was 
winning all their games for them, and 
his team bragged that no one could run 
off tackle against them. With the 
devdopment of the I formation, VMI 
ran off tackle «k1 defeated William 
andKfory." 

Coach Peny Moss came to FSU in 
19S9, but oidy stayed one year after 
Bccepting a tremendous fniancial offer 
inMootreal. 
Then came the Bffl Peterson era. The 

pro coaccpt of offense was mnndiioed 
to FSU. FSU started beatmg Florida 
for the first tioK and soibs to bovrt 

games. 

"We fmally became kncywn m tile 
football worid," said Harbisoii. 



After coaching another university 
and a professional team, Peterson has 
returned to work in FSU President 
Bemie Sliger's office. 

Inheriting Peterson's renowned 
team was Larry Jones in 1971 . He took 
FSU to the Fiesta Bowl his first year 
here. But what happened? Two years 
later, the Seminoles lost every game. 
Then, under Darrell Mudra, two more 
losing seasons followed. 
Enter Bobby Bowden. 
"The only thing I can say about 
Coach Bowden is that he knows what it 
takes to win a football game," said 
Harbison, "but everybody knows that 
about him." 

Florida State victories over Florida 
are the games that Harbison 
remembers the best. Florida had 
beaten FSU six limes already before 
the Seminoles finally defeated them in 
the Gator Bowl in 1964. 

•*To me, our four straight wins 
against Florida have been our biggest 
achievement," said Harbison. "I 
know for a lot of people that wouldn't 
be true. Going to the Orange Bowl 
would probably be it. Where I went to 
school, at the University of Indiana, 
Purdue was our big rivalry. Our coach 
would say, 'We play Purdue and then 
we play nine other games.' That's how 
I was brought up." 

FSU beat Florida again in 1967, 
another rival victory added to the 
Seminole record. 

"I mainly remember Kim Hammond 
In that game, ' ' said Harbison . " He got 
hit in the head, knocked out, and had 
to be carried to the dressmg room. He 
oone back after that and threw a 
toachdownpass."

The ConMnittee voted 4-0 (three 
members were absent) to move Good's application to the 
Senate floor for debate and a possible vote tonight. Maynor 
said. 

Sharon Mitchell also applied for the post, but her 
application did not reach the committee in time for 
consideration on Sunday night. 

Good first became the center of controversy when he was 
disqualified from running as a Senate candidate in the faU 
Student Senate election for switching majors one day before 
the filing deadline. Good was not the only cancUdate 
disqualified in the race for changing majors just before the 
election, but as Students Party chairperson he was the most 
influential. 

Later, in a suit brought before the Student Supreme Court 
by the SUN Party. Good and the Students Party were found 
guilty of three election code violations: illegally dropping 
campaign flyers from an airplane; falsifying expense 
statements by not registering funds spent on campaign 
^^11 lions; and illegally posting a banner in the student union. 

The Court collectively fined the Students Party members 
Sl^o for the flyers, $99 for the unregistered buttons and $99 
ior the banner. All fines were paid before the party's 
candidates were sworn in Oct. 14. 

Since the Flections and Appointments Committee meeting 
Sundav, Oundassaid he has submitted MitcheU's application

Trask-Bush opponents expect favorable Court ruling

Although members of the Florida Supreme Court won't 
«y when the court might decide on the constitutionality of 
'he Trask-Bush Amendment, most officials concerned with 
case feci the court will announce its decision by 
■"anksgiving. 

The court heard oral arguments on the suit brought by 
^missioner of Education Ralph Turlington challenging 
j|*>niendment's constitutionality Monday morning, but can 
legally take as long as it wants to rule on the case. 
*^'»lington's attorneys are fairly confident the court wffl nde 
«»*»cir favor. 

The amendment in question mandates that the sti«e cut off 
"Ws to any state college or university which gives support to 
^organizations advocating or recommending sex between 
not married to each other. 



In an attonpt to rid Florida campuses of all official 
homosexual organizations, the Legislature passed the 
measure as an amendment to the 1981 General 
Appropriations Act in May. 

Turlington originally entered his suit — which nana 
Comptroller Gerald Lewis and Secretary of State George 
Firestone as defendants — on behalf of the Department of 
Education and the State Board of Education in Leon County 
Circuit Court last month 

Circuit Judge John Rudd ruled against it on Sept. 18. 
Turlington then was granted an appeal directly to the state 

Supreme Court . 

Yesterday officials with the Supreme Court clerk's office 
and Chief Justice .Alan Sundberg's office wouldn't give any 
indication when the court might announce its decision, but 
two state officials — Howard Friedman. Turlington's 
executive assistant for public information, and Deputy

predicted the court would do so within the next month. 
Meanwhile, officials connected with the Turlington siiH 

expressed confidence in their case. 

"We feel very good about the hearing Monday," 
remarked Friedman. "\^ e think our attorneys did a splendid 

job and feel our case is oti very firm ground." 

Tallahassee attorney John Radey, who helped argue the 
Turlington position at the hearing, was equally confident 

"The Court was well prepared and appeared to have an 
understanding of the i<fsues involved." he said "And 
because we believe in our case, we feel this should lead them 
to agree with our position." 

In fact, one aiiornev with the Department of Fducation 
went a'^ far as to say the arguments brought in defense of the 
amendment by Firestone's attorneys were ridiculous and that

FSU tightens admission rules

(ietting into Florida State University is 
going to be tougher than ever, thanks to a 
new admissions policy passed by the FSU 

administration. 

The administi^ation, faced with an ever- 
increasing number of applicants for a 
decreasing number of spaces, has raised 
hoth the minimum grade point average and 
the recjiiired Scholastic Aptitude or 
American ("ollcL'e Test Score needed for 
adiiiission. I SI officials expect the tougher 
suiiidards to eventually improve the quality 
ol sdidenis at FSU. 

I he admissions change affects only in- 
state students. Out-of-state admissions 
siand.irds are already higher than in-state 
standards, and will not be affected. 

Students applying to FSU must now have 
a (iP A of 2.5, and either a score of 950 on 
!tic S\I or 21 on the ACT. In the past, 
applicants needed only a 2.0 CPA, and 



either 800 on the SAT or 17 on the ACT. 

Out-of state students need a minimum 
3.0 CPA, and cither 1,000 on the SAT or 23 

on the ACT. 

Applicants who fall just short of meeting 
the strict new standards will have some 

hope under the new plan. Applicants with a 
2.0 or better CPA, and an 850 on the SAT 
or 17 on the ACT will be placed on a 
waiting list. Those students will be 
contacted if additional spaces open in the 
university. 

The administration made its move in part 
because of new admission limitations 
approved by the state Board of Regents. 
The Regents' plan limits the number of 
students who can be admitted, based on a 
complex formula of credit hours. FSU 
officials are not yet sure just how many new 
students they will be able to admit under the 
BOR plan, but expect it will be less than in 
previous years.

Sigma Epsiion Chi (SEX), formed expressly 
to advocate illegid sex. 

Last month fedoral district Ju(%e Ben 
Krentzman issued a restraining order 
ineventing the state Comptroller's office 
from withholding any funds from USF 
because of the Student Senate resolution 
until the Supreme Court rules on the 
Turlington suit . 

"If we hadn't done anything, it was 
obvious that at some point some professor 
might be subject to a civil rights law suit," 
added Friedman. "We were trying to avoid 
any confrontation like that, so that we 
could do what was right without being 
destructive." 

But lawyers for Firestone and Lewis still 
insist Turlington had no authority as a state 
official to file the suit. 

* 'Unless an official is prevented from 
doing his duties or is personally injured by a 
state law, he has no right to challenge it," 
stated Coniglio. 

In fact, the only state official with proper 
legal standing to challenge the amendment, 
argues Coniglio, is his own employer. 
Comptroller Lewis, since he is responsible 
for disbursing state funds. 

But Coniglio says Lewis never consdercd 
doing this because he still <fid not consider 
himself a proper plaintiff. 

"It's just not proper for anybody to 
bring a law suit." said ConigUo. "The 
executive branch is supposed to enforce the 
law, and, unless our powers are altered by a 
law or our duties infringed on. it's not our 
job to challenge a law . " 

Coniglio brought up the issue of standing 
in a cross-appeal to the Turlington suit. In 
his Sept. 18 ruling. Rudd had also rejected 
the lack of standing argumem.

The L .S. SuprcTTic C ourf missed an opportunii v to make a stand for 
judicial accouniabiiity Monday when ii refused to hear a case alleging 
the Florida Supreme Court violated the rights of 123 inmates of the 
state's death row. Because of that, some of those inmates may be 
electrocuted as early as next year. 

The case arose from a class acticm suit filed by the inmates' 
attorneys last year when it was disclosed that in reviewing the inmates 
death sentences, the state high court considered psychological 
evaluations of the inmates, previous parole and probation violations 
reports and other material not included in the transcripts ol the 
inmates' original trials. 

Because that intormation was not part of the trial records, and 
because the state justices never informed defense counsels of their 
consideration of the reports, the inmates were not given an 
opportunity to dispute the reports' findings. In short, the Florida 
court violated not only its own rules of procedures, but the inmate's 
right to due process. 

Lawyers defending the state of Florida in the case based their 
arguments on the contention that while individual inmates might have 

cause for appeal because of the state court's consideration of the 
secret material, a class action suit was unnecessary. Assistant State 
Attorney Ray Marky said each of the 123 inmates could not prove his 
case was affected by the state court's improper action. 

One problem; The state court ordered those records destroyed when 
the matter hit the headlines. There is now no way of telling which 
inmates were affected. 

We can only assume Marky is being just a tad ingenuous when he 
says things like that. How can an iimiate appeal his case when the 
records were ordered destroyed by the justices who improperly 
considered them in the first place? Without proof in the form of a 
secret document recovered from a justice's file, what prodf is there 
other than the justices' somewhat specious assurances they were not 
unduly influenced by the material they should never have seen? 

In fact, the state court's entire approach to the case was ridden with 
inconsistencies. Any court's consideration of secret documents during 
deliberations on a case — especially a capital case — would bring 
disrepute on that court. When the state Supreme Court commits the 
violation, the entire judicial system is brought into disrepute. 

The U.S. Supreme Court could have cleared up that iiKonsistency, 
had it acted responsibly and agreed to hear the appeal. As it is, the 
appeals process will no doubt be dogged for years as eadi death row 
inmate is forced — at great expense to himsdf and the puUic — to 
fight the battle alone. 

Not good enough 

Cardy Good wants to be Parliamentarian. 

Fine. He may even make a good parliamentarian for the Florida 
State Stu(font Senate. After all, he did correctly answer % of 99 
questions wl^n quizzed on parliamentary procedure. But that is not 
enough. 

As Parliamentarian, Good would be charged with interpreting 
parliamentary procedure for the Senate and keeping the Student 
Government Statutes, which include everything from the proper way 
to address the Senate to the Election Codes, up to date. 

Hardly the position for a man who was disqualified from the Fall 
Student Senate elections for an Election Code Violation and who, as 
Chairperson of the Students Party, was convicted by the Student 
Supreme Court of three other violations of the Election Code. The 
same code he would be maintaining as Parliamentarian. 

Besides his obvkMis technical aHUty, Good was given the 
nomination largely because no other aiH>iicant met the Ekction and 
Appointment committee's deadline — a deadline which was not 
inchided in several advertisements placed in the Flambeau this week. 

It ail seems a little incongruous to us, but then, much in Student 
Government does. We just hope the Students Party-dominated Senate 
will follow through on some of its promises to clean up its act and lake 
' ^^^^ Cardy Good's good and bad points before 

deading. The Senate might begin by reopening applications, and this 
Jime they might mform possible applicants of a deadline. 

That v\ay we could all be sure the Senate will act in the best interests 
>f the siudenis it supposedly serves, rather than narrow party or 
personal interests. 
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Subtle oppression visible today 



Editor: 

I am certain that Mr. Karl Kiss is sincere in his 
belief that he is not ''outwardly biased or 
prejudiced." 

Unfortunately, the remainder of his letter belies 
that belief, and reflects the unconscious racism 
which is now becoming "respectable" in this 
country. It is therefore not just Mr. Kiss's letter 
which compels this response, but rather the obvious 
increase in the number of those who today espouse, 
without careful reflection, this "new racism." 

In the 1960s, overt racism became unacceptable 
to a large number of Americans. Most of us, often 
through the new medium of Television, were 
shocked to see blacks forced to the back of the bus, 
police dogs and water hoses used against peaceful 
demonstrators, as well as the tangible signs of 
discrimination in education, housing, and 
employment. In the 1960s and '70s, steps were taken 
to eliminate these embarassing (and all too obvious) 
signs of racism, and white America congratulated 
itself, as does Mr. Kiss, because it was no longer 
''outwardly biased or prejudiced." But the 
elimination of public segregation, police dogs, and 
water hoses hardly balanced the books. It simply 
permitted the racists among us to adopt a more 
subtle form of oppression. 

Mr. Kiss contends that the United States stands 
for equality, and suggests that this ideal is now 
threatened because minority groups are given 
preferential treatement. This contention, though 
often advanced, is simply unsupportable. Does 
anyone serious believe that minority persons in this 
society are given better jobs, better educational 
fKUities, and better opportunities for advancement 
than whites? Can an FSU student walk across 
campus or through the dormitories on any given 
day without being aware that minority groups 
perform most of the menial and lowest paying jobs 
oncan^nis? 

Have perspas who advance this argument 
compared the facilities at FSU with the facilities at 
FAMU recently? Are they aware that the law school 
at FSU was erected on rabble of an existing law 
school which was taken away from FAMU? Do 
they know that most buanesses in Tallahassee, 
including those who low p^ing jobs in fast 
food preparation, prefer not to hire "too many'* 
blacks? 

Mr. Kiss most clearly reveak his racian in 
discussing a proposal by a black economist to lower 
the minimum wage in order to reduce 
unemployment araong black youth. Mr. Kiss mAts 

the incredible assumption that black teenagers are 
not worth S3.35 an hoyr — although white

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The 50s: Death-blows spawn Post Modernism

What do the Montgomery Bus Boycott, Ahm Ginsberg, 
Junes Dean, Uttle Richard, and the United States Supreme 
Court all have in common? 

William "Rip** Lhamoo says they are all variations on a 
theme of pQst-Modem American Culture. 

Lhamon, a professor, of English at Florida State, will 
treat these topics and more in an American Studies 
Colloquium today emitled "1955: The Advem of Post- 
Modem American Culture.'* 

Post-Modem American Cuhure is, in fact the subject of 
the book Lhamon is currently writing: Deliberate Speed. 

"Deliberate Speed cultural history of the year 1955,*' 
says Lhamon. **lt's an attempt to locate an early moment 
when the major themes of contemporary life fall into 
place." 

**What I assert," says Lhamon, "is that there really was 
culture, important culture, in the 50s. What I want to do is 
try to understand what forces made it important.** 

Lhamon cites two trends of seminal import for 
contemporary culture that both emerged in 1955: the 
development of a consumer electronic boom and the rise of 
black culture through the Civil Rights movement. 

"By consumer electronic media I mean primarily radio 
and TV. The first portable hi-fi hit the market in 1955 — 
the transistorized media completely altered the face of 
film.' 

The burgeoning TV market of the 50s had a substantial 
impact on one of its transistorized brethren as well« namely, 
the radio. 

"In the 50s we saw the re-development of the radio,'* 
said Lhamon. "It shifted to the rock and roll radio format 
when TV stole its format." 

Also of major significance in the 50s was the beginning 
of Civil Rights activism. "The Montgomery Bus Boycott of 
I3cceniber '55 marked the start of unified Civil Rights 
action," Lhamon states. 

In fact, the title of Lhamon's book refers to the words of 
the U.S. Supreme Court decision in the case of Brown vs. 
Board of Education; that 1954 landmark judged the 
"separate but equal" doctrine unconstitutional and called 
for racial desegregation to proceed "with deliberate 
speed." 

According to Lhamon this period saw the merging of 
black patterns into white culture: "The long-standing 
tradition in black culture for improvisation, orally and in 
performance, became a positive model." 

The improvisational model emerged in the mid-50s on a 
number of fronts, from screen-plays to rock and roll 
performers. The Actors Studio produced several 
improvisational artists in that decade, most notably, James 
Dean, Marlon Brando, and Steve McQueen. 

On the rock and roll scene, 1955 heard Little Richard's 
Tutti Frutti, and saw the rise of Chuck Berry and Elvis 
Presley. "Improvisation also figured prominently in the 
work of many of the Beat poets, Ginsberg's Howl, for 
example," suggests Lhamon. 

Also tied up in the rise of black culture on the American 
scene was the coincident rise of the South as a culture, says 
Lhamon. **Black culture and Southern culture are tangled 
up like pot-bound roots; Black culture in the 50s emerged 
as the voice of the Sun Belt.*' 

Several intriguing sidelines interweave the threiKl of 
Lhamon's exploration of Post-Modern culture, particularly

in reference to the decade of the 50s. "The period saw a 
revival of the concept of male bonding. As Walt Whitman 
defines it, male bonding is 'fervid comradeship' or 'an 
intense and loving comradeship.' Another term for it would 
be homo-erotic love rather than homo-sexual love." 

A lot of the Beat poets — Ginsberg, Kerouac — looked 
back to Whitman, Lhamon suggests. "It has a lot to do 
with the re-vitalization of democracy — when authoritarian 
figures are given their death-blows, there is a searching for 
father-figures, a search that often turns to brotherhood. 

"That was the case with Kerouac. On the Road is full of 
that kind of bonding, for good or ill, with Dean Moriarty." 
In the line of authority figitres, Lhamon recalls, the 50s had 
just seen the death of Roosevelt in the late 40s, and the 
censure of Senator McCarthy in 1954. 

Another element of the culture of the 50s which Lhamon 
would remind us of is the full blown emergence of Popular 
Culture: 

"In 1955 Jasper Johns produced both "Targets" and 
"Flag," and Robert Raushenburget. al., were affirming 
that the Arts were no longer on a pedestal." 

"Many feel we are living in a particular contemporary 
epoch and see 'post-modem' as a distinct era," Lhamon 
states. "What I am trying to do is trace the lines of 
connection between cotttemporary life and artifacts of 
post-modem art."

MISSION, Kan, — The NCAA yesterday cited several 
fiXMhall recruiting violations in placing the University of 
Miami on tv\o years probation, which will prohibit the 
vhovM troin heinti in any 1981 postseason bowl games. 

I ho N( AA penalty against Miami specifies the school 
■Mil l\ ahic to give only 21 new football scholarships rather 
i'.m the usual 30 available during the 1981-82 academic 
>cdr. However. Miami will be able to appear on NCAA 
lootball telecasts during the probationary period. 

"The majority of the findings in this case involved 
NC AA legislation governing recruiting," said Charles Alan 
>^riglH. chairman of the National Collegiate Athletic 



Association Committee on Infractions. "Accordingly the 
committee believed a severe limit on new grants-in-aid 
would be appropriate in this case to offset any recruiting 
advantage that may have been gained improperly by the 
university.'* 

Wright said the infractions occurred through "lack of 
attention" rather than a "pattern of ui. ethical inducements 
to prospective student-athletes." The violations related to 
the principles governing extra benefits to student-athletes, 
financial aid, practice sessions, various recruiting 
regulations and certification of compliance with NCAA 
legislation. 

The two years probation began Monday, Nov. 2, 1981.

Gov. Bob Graham signed his 20th and 21st death 
warrants yesterday, ordering the executions of 
convicted killers Amos Lee King Jr. of Pinellas 
Count V and Aivm Bernard F ord of Gainesville. 

State Prison Superintendent C.E. Strickland set 
the double executions for Tuesday, Dec. 8 at 7 a.m. 
and moved the two men from Death Row to 
holding cells a few feet from the room holding the 
electric chair. 

King. 27, was convicted of the March 18, 1977 
murder of Natalie A. Brady in Tarpon Springs 
while he was on a prison work-release program, 
ford, 2X, was sentenced in the shooting death of 
fori Lauderdale policeman Dmitri Walter

July 21, 1974. 

The warrants were signed just two days after the 
U.S. Supreme Court refused Monday to disturb the 
death sentences of 123 of the 160 inmates now oo 

Florida's Death Row. 

Attorneys for King and Ford, who tried 
unsuccessfully to persuade Graham and the 
Clemency Board in October to reduce the sentences 
to life in prison, are expected to turn individually 
now to the courts for stays to allow time for further 
legal arguments to spare the lives of the men. 

A motion to vacate King's sentence is already 
pending in Pinellas Circuit Court. 

In 18 of the 19 cases in which death warrants 



previously sigiied, tbe executioBS have been 
stayed and the cases arc stfll pending in the courts. 
John Spenkctfttknascmciiled May 25, 1979. 

Graham gave no reason for denying ckmcncy. 
sending word through his assistant general counsel 
that "The governor has determined that there is no 
basis to alter the court>imposed sentence in citlKr 
the King or Ford case.*' 

Attorneys for Ford contend the killing of the 
policeman was not the specially heinous type 
murder required by Florida law to trigger the death 
penalty. They also say Ford was afraid to give all 
the facts of his case to his trial attorney because the 
attorney was a former FBI agent and the son of a 
policeman.

Illegal aliens swell ranks of 
^Moonies' as problems mount

problems of the Rev. Sun Myung .M(M)n, now 
under indictment for tax evasion, may soon 
expand to his Unification Church in general, 
writes PNS correspondent Andrew Ross.

Former Unification C hurch rncmbcrs. as 
well as government and private investigators, 
say foreign members now may account for up 
to 50% of the total church membership m 
this country. The church claims 10.000 full 
time m embers in the United States, though 
most outside cibsenm put the number at 
conaderably less. 

**The nmnber of illegal aliens associated 
with the Unification Church is 
overwhelming," says Robert Morscorak, 
who is in charge of invcstigatioos for the San 
Francisco office of the IM, "and i get the 
feeling it is becoming moxt widespre^i 
dvo^^cNrt the United Stales.*' 

Asked to estimate how many f ore i g ne r s 
who are recruited here become illegal aliens, 
another INS investigator repUed bluntly.

State workers' union organizing

Negotiators for the American F ederation 
of State, County, and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) have made their 
first move on behalf of the newly formed, 
23,000 member administrative-clerical 
bargaining unit. AFSCME is trying to secure 
a contract providing the predominantly 
female administrative-clerical unit with 
increased pay and career development 
opportunities. 

The clerical-administrative unit voted 
overwhelmingly in June of 1980 to join 
AFSCME and have the union represent 
them in their quest for their first contract 
with the state. AFSCME agreed, gathered 
information on just what the clerical 
w orkers wanted, and wrote up a list of 
requests for the proposed contract. 

AFSCME presented those proposals to 
the State for imttal consideration this week. 
Spokesperson for both tbe itmon and the 
state administration fed it will be a long 
time before the contmct negotiations are 
completed. 

Con ley Kennison, the Department of 
Labor's State Labor Director, did not wish 
to comment on the proposed contract untii 
he had time to study it fully. Kennison did 
feel, however, that the union's proposal 
was overly ambitious. 

•'They have a lot of things in there 
they're not going to get," Kennison said. 

Linda Lloyd, assistant director of public 
affairs for AFSCME, said her union was 
quite serious about each of their requests, 
and hoped to achieve them all. 

"These are the basic rights and 
guarantees that should be granted to every 
employee," Lloyd said. "We're going for 
the whole set t lemen t . " 

AFSCME's proposals include a 7 percent 
or $700 across the board pay increase, 
whidiever is greater. AFSCME also wants 
pay differential adjustments for w ork done 
under luuBardoos conditions, for night 
work, for workers wlio must live in areas 
with a high cost of fiving, and employees 
who work with convicted felom. 

"People working in prison instalfaitions 
were given aa faicregie fdr working with 
fekms, bat they MiTt coalite the deiM 
worken," Uoyd pointtd out. *«Theie are

program for clerical workers who wish to 

improve their j ob skills. 

"The majority of clerical workers arc in 
jobs that are just dead-end," Lloyd said. 

"There's just no way out. * • 

AFSCME is asking for the formation of a 
joint union-management team to work out 
an on-the-job training program. AFSC^fE 
wants a similar iabor-management team to 
study pay equity among jobs. True pay 
eciuity is not just simSar pay for uaiku 
work, Lloyd said, because some jobs 
include intangibles like job conditions and 
hazards that deserve increased pay. 
AFSCME*s proposed team would study job 
conditions and make recommendations lor 
equitable pay adjustments. 

"Everywhere they have done these 
studies, in jobs that are traditionally held 
by women, workers are being paid less then 
men for comparable work," Lloyd said. 

AFSCME also wants a re-evaluation of 
the professional evaluation system used in 
granting promotions, a guarantee that 
career service personel be given priority in 
transfers and personnel replacment, that 
lay-offs be based on seniority, and that the 
state contribute more to employee health 
plans. 

AFSCME's proposal includes many 
other smaller points, all of which must be 
ffoned out before the union and AFSCME 
will sign a contract. 

AFSCME and Florida state labor 
negotiators will have their next negotiation 
meeting on November 16.

Morris also views unity as BSU's goal. 

"Right now, it's a 'divide and conquer' 
situation,'* he said.

Leslie Hanks, the director to the pottery workshop, had 
an extensive conversation with Gary Dundas, senate 
Chairman, before last night's meeting, in which Dundas 
told thanks he would urger the senate to finance the pottery 
workshop phone in mid-year allocations hearing next year.

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A job or a life 

The job ot a man is more important than the lile ol a woman. 

Thai's what the Florida State University Student Senate, a Senate 
whose majority ran on a platform of increased security for FSU's 
women students, told the student body last week. Of course, they 
weren't quite that up front about it, but that's the bottom line. 

Last Wednesday, the full Senate voted to increase the salary of 
David Garfinkle, the producer of "1800 Seconds," a Video Center 
produced television show. Garfinkle had threatened to quit if his bi- 
weekly allowance wasn't upped from 10 to 30 hours. "I'm the Bobby 
Bowden of ' 1800 Seconds'/' he claimed. '^Without me, there is no TV 
show." 

Maybe. But either way it's going to cost the Senate about $35 a 
week more than it thought to fund the program. Which may be why 
the Senate Appropriations Committee acted the way it did last 
Thursday and why the full Senate acted so insensitively last night. 

It seems Leslie Hanks, the director of the Center for Participant 
Education's pottery shop, wants $157. Not for an increase in her 
salary. Not even for more clay or a new kiln. Hanks wants the money 
to have a telephone installed in the pottery shop, which is located 
behind Rogers Hall. 

You see, the pottery shop is used mostly after dark and the women 
in the shop felt they needed a phone for security. The Committee 
disagreed. So did the Senate. 

In a city with the third highest per capita sexual assault rate in the 
nation, in a city where a young woman was just raped and murdered 
in her locked dorm room, the FSU Student Senate is saying a 
television show is more important than a telephone. 

And the job of a man is more important than the life of a woman. 

That scares us.

It was almost as if Gov. Bob Graham couldn't wait to get Florida's 
electric chair huiTiming again. 

Just two daysafterthe U.S. Supreme Court denied the appeals of 
123 death row inmates who claimed the stateSupreme Courtlooked at 
secret records while considering their death sentences, Graham staled 
death warrants for two of those inmates. 

Graham's haste seems especially curious in light of his repeated 
statements that his primary reason for signing the warrants is that 
Florida law mandates he do so. 

It seems to us the governor is hidii^ behind FlcMida's death pmalty 
statute. A politician's role, of course, is to follow the lead of his 
constituents. That's how a politician maintains office and pursues 
higher office. A politician's role is not, however, to subjugate his own 
mcH^lity to comply with political contingencies. In other words, a 
politician successful enough to win election to the governor's office 
carries some responsibility to lead the people of this state. 

We urge Graham to use his position to lead Flofidans away from 
the death penalty as a means of criminal punishment. The death 
penalty has never been proven a deterrant to crime, the ravings of 
Assistant Attorney General George Gec^gieff notwithstanding. The 
question is whether the people want to contume t© live with a failed 
experiment. 

We do not, and we're convinced if the governor of Florida was 
willing to explain tlie issue to the people of this state in those terms 
and lead them toward a more rational means of dealing with the fact 
people kill odier peoi^e, we could arrive at a much more humane and 
nnuiwrtive Mtliod of dealing with our social ills .

Three announce candidacies for city commission race

lallahas ee residents have already announced their 
o run in the f ebruary city commission election in a 
fhat looks to be long on candidates and eduationai 
round, but short on long-time residency and differing 

• .iev\. 

: V afternoon the latest candidate — Ane Merriam, a 
id environmental engineer and administrator at 



f fnnda State University— announced her candidacy. 

I he previously announced candidates were Jack McLean, 
i r v car old lawyer and director of Legal Services of North 
{! rida; and Bob Hornaday, a 46-year-old retired army 
i c itenant colonel and a graduate student at the FSU 
School of Business. 

All three candidates have emphasized similar issues in their 
early campaigning: government cost containment, crime 
prevention and energy planning for the city's utility system. 

In addition, two of the three candidates — Hornaday and 
Merriam— are relatively new to the area, as neither has spent 
more than five years in Tallahassee. McLean .has been a 
Tallahassee resident since 1971 . 

By filing papers with city Clerk-Auditor Herb Seckel, the 
three candidates can now legally, begin collecting 
contributions for their campaigns. 

The candidates won't qualify officiaUy until they pay a 
$335 filing fee (5 percent of a city commissioner's annual 
salary). They must wait until Dec. 28 to pay that fee. 

Candidates have until Jan. 28 to qualify, at wluch time they 
must announce for a particular scat. The primary election is 
scheduled for Feb. 9, with the general election ^ted for Feb. 
23. 

Two of the three candidates have said they plan to enter 
ihc race for the remaining two years of Shad HiUunan's seat. 
Hilaman died of a heart attack in July. 

Commissioner Sam Teague, who was i^ipohited by the 
commission to fill Hilaman's post temporarily, says he does 
noi plan to run for the seat. 

\1ayt>r Hurley Rudd's four-year term runs out this year, so 
his seat is also up for grabs. Hornaday says he hasn't decided 
vvhkh seat to run for, and won't specify his preference until 
he qualifies officially. 

Kiidtl has not yet announced whether he will be running 
tor rc election, but says he is leaning in that direction. 

\li three candidates have experience in management. 
Hornaday spent 20 years in the army and says he gained 
"extensive managerial and planning experience." 

Mel can currently directs the state's legal assistance 
program for area indigents. Legal Services of North Florida,

and sorves as a consultant for labor law and labor relations at 
Florida A&M University. 

Merriam is currently the director of water resources for the 
Institute of Science and Public Affairs at Florida State 
University ii4im she oversees research project dealii^ wkh 
water and energy issues, mainly for local governments. 

Hornaday plans to base his campaign on a familiar 
theme— cutting down on the cost of government. 

"The people I've talked to are being taxed out of their 
houses and can't afford to pay their utility bills," he said. 
"So my emphasis will be on controlling the cost of city 
government— squeezing as nnich out of our tax dollars as 
possible." 

He said cost must be the commission's first consideraton 
in its study of new projects such as upgrading sidewalks, 

bikeways and the city's electric plant. 

"It's not a good time to be a city commissioner," said 
Hornaday. "There are a lot of tough decisions that are going 
to have to be made." 

McLean also plans to deal with the cost issue in his 
campaign, but will emphasize the city-county aspect of the 
problem. 

"The city-county relationship is going to have to be talked 
about, in terms of paying for the cost of government," said 
McLean. "The county is just going to have to pay more of its 
share of the burden. ' ' 
McLean wiU also stress contrcri of land development in 



the city as w^ as crime prevention. 

"We're going to have to look at encouraging rational 
growth in the city without destroying the environment," he 
said. "And we need to develop better linkage between law 
enforcement and residents to protect our naghborhoods 
from crime." 

Merrittn also plans to stress control of land developmem 
and criiM prevention in her cnmpttgn. 

"My main mission wiU be to bring the community tofether 
on both of these issues," sheecpliiined. 

Like McLean, she plans to emphasize the need for a 
vigorous Crime Watch propim to help curb Tallahassee's 

exploding crime rate. 

"With the hmited resources we have, 1 believe the answer 
is bringing together the police force energy and the 
neighborhood energy to extend the power of our tax 

dollars," she added. 

But Merriam's biggest emphasis will he her experience 
in water resources analysis and eneriiv s\ stems as a useful 
tool for further developing Tallahassee's water and utilities 
systems. 



'We're reaching a crossroads in utilities planning, \\here 
we're going to have to take steps to make sure vve don't run 
out of capacity in the coming years," she said. "Since almost 
all of the city's revenues come from electric and water 
utilities, I think my areas of expertise are nicely suited for the

Senate elections are notorious for widespread cheating. In 
September's Senate election, the dominant Students' Party 
was found guihy of three separate large-scale campaign 
violations. A month after the election, evidence of electoral 
vandalism — remember *Bc a StiKknt Pariier'? — still 
covers the campus. 

And yet, the 46 senators are responsible for dealing out 
SCrs S2.] million budget, and, at least in thcv)ry, represent 
the entire student body. Why then do senators so often 
indulge in such childish behavior? 

"Acquisition of power," says former senate president 
KeithC Icrnens. "Student Ciovernment offers a great forum 
for (he ego, to march back and forth before the lights. 
Si)nic pci)ple measure the acquisition of prestige against 
running an honest election and, unfortunately, the need for 
prestige comes out higher.** 

Rob Auslander, fi)rmer student senator, former student 
body president, and current diret lor of the Florida Student 
Assv)ciation "The (Senate) i the funding source of the 
Activity and Service fee (the $2.1 million budget). It is the 
foundation of S(i in that sense. Because of that, you get a 
K)t ol petty pv)wer plays among senators. That's very 
unt*)rtunate. Just so some people can build their egos, they 
damage all of SG. It makes SG look bad.'* 

Once elected, many senators are lax about coming to 
meetings. Those thai do come are often not interested in 
anything more than politicking, and some are quite simply 
incompetent. The Senate, in fact, is run by a mere handful 
of concerned senators. 

How many of those 46 senators actually contribute to the 
Senate*s legitimate actkMis? 

**About five,** Clemens siud. 

Those senators, typically, are the senate president, 
chairperson of the powerful organizations and Finance 
committee, chairperson of the majority party, and one or 
two senators at large. Those few senators, and the less 
active senators they can badger into assisting them, have a 
tremendous job on their hands. 

The Senate is charged each year with distributing an ever 
shrinking budget among an ever-growing nimiber of 
connmitments, projects, mid student groups. 

$2.1 million, it would seem, should be enough to fund 
every conceivaUe student need. It might be — if the 
students were allowed to keep it. They are not. 

By state law, the Senate is required to help fund the 
university health center, and the Athletic Department. 
Between them, those two commitments gobble up almost 
one third of SG's budget. FSU's Athletic E>epartment alone 
took more than $500,000 from SG this year, about 26.2% 
of their budget. 

SG is also hard-hit by inflation, and is legally conmiitted 
to paying the ever-increasing salaries of their many career 
service employees. The University of South Florida SG is 
facing an economic crisis this year, with over 70Vo of their 
budget going to salaries. A similar fate is developing for 
FSU's beleaguered SG. By 1985, Clemens estimates, 84% 
of SCi's budget will be going to salaries, leaving very little 
for student programming. 

Once SG has worked out a budget, they pass it on for 
administration approval. FSU administration no longer has 
control over the student-generated SG funds, thanks to the 
Activities and Services Fee Control Bill of 1974. But the 
admnistration does have veto power over three vital areas 
— athletic funding, the health center allocation, and funds 
for outstanding bond issues. If the university president 
finds SG's budget deficient in any of those three areas, he 
simply sends it back for alteration. 

The system, in theory, leaves SG with a fair amount of 
control over their budget, while granting final authority to 
the administration. In fact, the system gives a total veto 
power to the president. A university president dissatisfied 
with some minor allocation could in theory keep returning 
a budget under the pretext of improving one of the big 
three allocations. The president could keep th^ budget 
under preparation, and student funds effectively frozen, 
umfl the SG gave lun what he real|y warned. 

FSU*s president Bemie SKger has never usecf his veto 
power, and has in fact on several occasions used his 
authority to return some of the money SG irilocates to 
Athletics bmsk jto SG. SiiB, the potemial for abuse is there^ 
SG operates only with the consent of the administnttion. 

*'As long as tiMt veto exists, there will be noquantitative 
shift of student power,** Clemens said. **No magnificent 
new programs put into effect. Certainly no procrams that 
are in opposition to the administration."

George Jones 

Country's greatest comes to town

"lie's bad, vou know, hut he's still the 
best. No mater what he does, George Jones is 
siill the finest singer to walk this 
earth. "—George Jones fan waiting for the 
elusive "Possum*' to return from his tour 
bus after a concert in Do than, Ala. 

Bad, but still the best, George Joim has 
(angled with demons and often gone beyond 
the brink in his 26 year career. If he didn't 
m% about it all so well, you could read bis 
life story from the lines in his face: E>eep 
wrinkled cuts carved by too much boozin' 
and pill popping, too many nights spent 
lonely or crazy, enough living for many to 
say that Jones is lucky he hasn't fallen to his 
grave several times over. 

Bui Jones isn't dead yet. In fact the past 
couple ot years have been some of the 
singer's best. His albums I Am What I Am 
Hid Toiicther Again (with ex-wife Tammy 
^Vvnette), have brought him back to the 
gliiferv top of the country charts; back from 
Kick woods taverns to places like the 
I illahassee-Leon County Civic Center, 

Here he performs tonight with Hank 
\Villiams Jr. 

With his plaintive tenor, his earnest hurt- 
tilled voice, his ragged-but-right style of 
Honkv tonk blues, Jones qualifies as a 
Southern Milton, his whole life a bourbon- 
^Odked twist on Paradise Lost. 

"From a mansion on a hill to straight 
^hi^key from a till, I've aged 20 years in 
five," he sings. 

^011 don't have to go to Dothan to find 
people who tell you how great he is. Ask the 
critics in Nevv York City, or some redneck 
toiling in a I eon County construction yard, 
t^er since Hank Williams died in the 
^kseat of a black Cadillac at the age of 29 
^ New Years Eve it's Jones that people 
looked to as country's paragon.

Why " and "The Race is On," Jones has 
proved prolific and persuasive through more 
than 100 hits singles and at least 150 albums. 
As Merle Haggard said: "We*d all sound like 
George Jones if we could." 

His career has been marked by spectacular 
highs and sordid lows. Jones sang about 
them in his songs — on the surface, little more 
thaii standard C&W fare: boozing and 
losing, heartache and reunion, sin and the 
glories of redemption. But that's the surface. 
Underneath, Jones' expressive vocal stylings 
stretch, bend and mash agCHiy into something 
that sounds like art. 

"Country music buffs would sit around 
taverns and try to top each other's George 
Jones tales: did you hear the one about 
George pulling the heels off of Tammy's 
shoes, all 200 of them, so she couldn't walk 
out on him? How abou the time he flushed 
all of his concert money, $2,000, down the 
toilet, just for the hell of it, or the time he 
drove a lawnmower out to the orange grove 
to mix himself a fresh screwdriver with a 
hidden bottle of vodka after Tammy hid the 
car keys? Or the time he went to the John 
"just for a minute" before the 
show.squeezed through the window and 
bought a car from a shopper in the parking 
lot and drove to town in search of a 
tavern..." 

The stories are countless. 

Even now. after Jones has struggled back 
from the dark end of the street, his riotous 
past, and Tammy's still haunt him. 

Maybe he'll hint at those memories 
tonight. At a show in Dothan a few months 
back, just after ABC screened Tamaiy 
Wyneite s b\o- film Stand ^ YeyrMmi, they 
were all Jones could joke about.

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Court upholds death sentence 



The death sentence given Mark D. 
Mikcnas m the Nov 3, 1975, murder 
of off-duty Tampa police officer 
Anthony Wilhams was upheld by ihc 
state Supreme Court yesterday. 

The court said there were sufficient 
aggravating circumstances to warrant 
the extreme penalty F-'reviously, the 
high court had returned the case to 
Hillsborough Circuit Judge J. D. 
Cheatwood for resentencing because 
he had improperly considered a 
substantial history of prior criminal 
activity as an aggravating 
circumstance. 

Cheatwood said there were 
sufficient factors without this one and 
resentenced Mikcnas to death. 

One of the circumstances wau that 
the policeman was shot to death while 
Mikenas, 27, was in the process of 
robbing a convenience store, making it 
a murder for pecuniary gain, tlie judge 
said. 

in a tmanimous ruling affirming the

sentence this time, the court re|ecled 
Mikenas' argument that the judge's 
refusal to empanel a second jury to 
advise him what the sentence should be 
was reversible error. 



The error in the sentence the first go- 
round, the court said, was in the 
judge's findings, not the evidence of 
guilt or innocence and was therefoie to 
be corrected by the court rather than 
the jury. 

The court also turned down 
Mikenas' contention that the trial 
judge should have considered as a 
circumstance mitigating against the 
death penalty the new testtroony of two 
psychologists coticemiRg the 
possibility of the defendant's 
rehabilitation and a minister 
concerning his alleged progress in 
religion. 

"The testimony was aiqiaraitly 
permitted by the trial court in an 
itondance of fairness to defendant, 
but the ooort was not rapiiied to give it 
weight as mitigating circumstance 
(because) the appelant had been 
afforctod ampUt opportunity to present 
evidoice in mitigation in the original 
sentendng proceeding," the Court 
said.

E/ell had been in\iied by the FSU 
law school branch of the American 
Civil Liberties L nion to speak on 
problems in the state juvenile justice 
system. The rules governing detention 
are so vague, said Ezell, there is 
virtually no instance where a judge 
cannot have a child detained, if the 
ju<^ wants to. 

This **secure detention" was 
originally intended to keep potentially 
dangerous juveniles off the streets until 
trial.as well as to ensure that youths 
show up for their triak. 

Ezell said in many cases the 
detention system is used by judges to 
punish and to ** teach the kid a 
lesson " That is a violation of the 
child's constitutional right to be 
considered innocent until proven 
guilty, Ezell said. Furthermore, he 
sa»d. that detention policy prompts 
many teenagers to petition to be tried 



as an adult. In adult court, the youths 
have the possibility of getting out on 
bail before their trial. There is no bail 
in juvenile court. 

In addition, a juvenile tried in adult 
court has the right to request a jury 
trial, while jury trial is not available in 
juvenile court. 

Trial as an adult has both 
advantages and drawbacks for the 
juvenile, said Ezell. On one hand, 
youthful offenders have a good 
chance of probation, but they are also 
often exposed to adult criminals. 
Youths awaiting trial in adult court 
have a suicide rate eight times higher 
than their older counterparts, Ezell 
said. 

More youths kill themselves in the 
first 12 hours of adult detention than 
at any other tune. The adult jails just 
are not set up to monitor juveniles, he 
said. 

In spite of aU this, Ezdl said Florida 
has good reason to be proud of itself, 
as it offers a wide range of alternatives 
to the traditional ** reform schools." 
He cited the * intensive group 
counselling** programs— inexpensive, 
non-residential plans with a 12 percem

I^hree of the forty-six seniors approached Hanks after 
the senate meeting and apologized for the senate's refusal 

hear the bill. The three senators, Steve Gordon, Senate 
P ident Pro-tem Bill EicMiofrer, and Kent Shoemaker, 
^^^1^ Hanks the senate's action was a matter of procedure. 

Hanks however maimains it was *'a blunder on the part 
ot Student Senate not to recognize the bill, whatever 
procedures are. Should 1 have to be aware of all the 
Parhamentary procedures before asking for a telephone?" 



The three senators did offer to spend alternate shifts at 
the pottery building in the evenmg, to help ensure the 
security of the women. Steve Fenddl, and Steven Walter of 
CPE have organized a security guard schedule at the 
workshop since a story on the phone issue appeared in the 
Flambeau Monday. Hanks requested two men be present at 
the workshop after dark because of her fears the publicity 
might have alerted potential rapists to the situation. 

Meanwhile, CPE and Hanks plan to re-introduce the bill 
in six days when the senate considers midyear allocations. 
Ahhough several senators, including Senate President Gary 
Dundas, have pledged their support for the biU, Hanks is 

not optimistic. 

"There's a good chance it could be weeks before we get 
the phone," she said yesterday. 

She said security for the vsomen in the workshop cannot 
be guaranteed for any amount of time without the phone. 
Hanks said the senate owes 11 to CPE and the women who 
use the facility to pro\ ide the phone. 

FSU attorney Gerald Jaski, said he did nol know 
whether the senate or the university could be held legally 
responsible if a woman at the workshop is assauhed. . 

''There would have to be proof b e twe en ca u s ati o n and 
negligence," sttd Jaski.

Quest for quality? 

When I lorida State University administrators announced this week 
they would tighten the university's admission standards, the move was 
hailed in some quarters as a signiticani step in the state university 
system's much-heralded **quest for quahty." 

Under the new rules, which take effect next fall, all in-state 
freshmen seeking admission to FSU must have earned a 2.5 grade 
point average in high school, plus a score of 950 on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test or 21 on the American College Test. 

Those standards might well contribute to the overall intellectual 
dimate at FSU, but that's not why they were imposed. The university 
had to limit the number of freshmen it could accept because it lacked 
the facilities to handle all the high school seniors who want to be 
Seminoles when they grow up. Tightening admission standards was a 
convenient means of doing that. 

Beyond that, I SU administrators must face up to certain problems 
the new enrollment standards will cause. 

How will the new standards affect minority access to higher 
education? Of course, the university will accept a certain number of 
students who fall below the standards. Most of those spots have 
traditionally gone to athletes or minorities whose high schools short 
changed them on an education because local school systems were 
unwilling or unable to adequately fund local education. 

We hope the university administration will expand, or at least 
maintain, that and similar programs designed to encourage minority 
students to attend FSU . 

There are other problems. Although high school grades are more 
reliable than standardized tests in predicting success in college, both 
methods are highly questionable. Will the new admission standards 
provide elbow room for late starters or older students? 

We recognize the need for some means of limiting enrollment at 
FSU. The university simply cannot accommodate everyone who wants 
to attend its classes. We just hope administrators recognize the value 
of a diverse student body and keep admissions as open as possible. 

Above all, we encourage those administrators to avoid the 
temptation to hail the tougher standards as a tool to improve the 
quality of education offered at FSU. We are by no means convinced 

the standards will do that.

New York drug store disco busted 



NKW YORk — Dozens of police swooped down on a 
posh Upper East Side "drug store disco" early yesterday, 
snatching up bags of heroin, cocaine and pychedelic drugs 
and arresting 419 people, including many teenagers. 

Some of the celebrants didn't realize the party was over 
and did chorus line kicks as police led them in handcuffs 
from the Gotham Discotheque to waiting police vans. 

Dozens of small packets of marijuana, cocaine, bags of 
heroin, doses of mescaline, and hundreds of upper and 
downer pills were seized. 

Several knives and a .22-caliber automatic handgun also 
were fouml. 

Police said the arrests were made by undercover 
detectives who circulated on the basement dance floor of 
the split-level disco and made eight purchases of narcotics 
in 30 minutes. 

**lt was a whole drug store," said a police 
spokesperson. 

Following the drug buys, about 70 narcotics detectives 
and uniformed police officers moved into the disco. The 
blaring music faded off, the lights went out and officers 



began shuttling handcuffed suspects to police vans parked 
outside. 

*'I was just dancing and I was busted," said a young 
man as he was led to a police van. 

Ten people were charged with selling narcotics; 409 
others, mostly teenagers, were given summons and 
ordered to appear in court on misdemeanor charges of 
loitering for the purpose of narcotics use, police said. 

The raid followed complaints from residents. 
"The people who live there were not too thrilled with 
what was going on," said Lt. Walter Doyle. "People were 
coming out, half stoned, carrying on, causing a ruckus. 
Obviously, they were using narcotics and not being too 
quiet about it.'

Deputy Inspector Josq>h Vincent said police do not have 
the power to shut down the disco as a result of the raid 
but warned, "If they don't dean up their act, we'll be 
back."

SG and the FSA made what may have been their strongest 
effort in lobbying earlier this year when they tried to prevent 
a Gov. Bob Graham-proposed tuition increase. The students 
won a partial victory — the Legislature approved an 
increase, but not as large or as soon as Graham had 
requested. 

If not for student government lobbying, Morgan said, the 
increase would have been larger and come more quick K 

"The points made by the students probably postponed the 
increases through this year," Morgan said. "1 would Ititnk

So what Ohelerter did was to enlist a bevy 
of "guest artists" to help him with the 
project, a list that includes no less than 13 
MFA students and five members of the art 
faculty itself.

What does it all mean? Is it a statement? 

"Weell," Ghelerter drawls, "it'sail about 
Detroit , really, so it 's a statement . 

"I'm considering sending some photos up 
north and volunteer my services to the design 
divisions of the Big Three." 

A little detail by Jan Chenoweth probably 
sums up the project best: a beach-palm- 
water-sky idyll complacently adorns The 
Detroit Nightmare's gas cap lid.

Florida A&M head footbali coach Rudy Hubbard placed 
punter-placekicker Vincent Coieman and senior wide 
receiver James Simpkins on a two-week suspension from 
play Tuesday afternoon. 

Neither of the players will be allowed to practice with the 
team until the third week of November, which means both 
will miss tomorrow's game against Mid-Eastern Athletic 
Conference foe North Carolina A&T State and next week's 
Homecoming game. 

The suspension came just one day after Coleman and 
Simpkins had entered a plea of "no contest" to burglary 
charges stemming from a July 9 incident in which they were 
arrested for stealing over $100 worth of lumber from Ro- 
Mac Lumber and Supply Company located at 631 West 
Madison. Leon County Circuit Jud^ Charles Miner Jr. 
handed Coleman and Simpkins a s«itence of one year's 
probation which must include two weekends of community 
service. 

Hubbard refused comment on the suspension other than 
the issuance of a statement in which he said: **The 
suspension is not to determine whether or not they were 
guilty. It is based on a conversation we had immediately 
following the incident wherein they were not totally honest 
with me." Hubbard's statement did not elaborate on what 
was said in the conversation. 

"I'm upset becaue we're not playing, but he (Hubbard) 
sees different," said Coleman. "I respect his opinion. It 
was our mistake but I don't feel we should*ve been 
punished again. No way."

For the men, ivmiorrow's meet will 
brmg the opportiinitv tor a bit vif revenge.

" I he\ siirpriNcd us last year, but we 
hope tv) remedv that this time," explained 
men's coach John Brogle. "But they 
(Virginia lech) tecl very confident that 
they have a good shot of winning it too, so 
I'm sure we'll be in for a fight ail the 
way. 

Brv)gle hopes a successful performance 
tv)morrow will provide a springboard for 
his team's appearance in the NCAA 
regiv^nal championship next week in 
Greenville, .S.C . 

''Winning the Metro title would be a 
step in the right direction," Brogle said. 
"It would give us a lot of momentum 
going into the regional meet." 

FSU must be among the top four teams 
at that meet in order to qualify for the 
national NCAA championships. Over 60 
teams will be competing in Greenville. 

Brogle has changed the personnel on his 
team for the final stretch of the season, 
exchanging seniors Robb Gomez and John 
H<x%e for senior Philip Roile and junior 
Marc Trigg. 

"Based on his performance at the 
South Florida and Florida InvitationMts, 
we think Marc is ready to go,*' mrted 
Brogle. ^tle's been in the Metro meet 
before, and he*s shown the potemial to 
really help us there.** 

Trigg, who ran fourth for the team at 
Metro last year, has not comp^ed for, the 
varsity yet this year, bitt keat a& but three 
of the varsity runners at the Florida meet 
two weeks ago. 

Rolle, who has not competed in cross- 
country for five years, was not so obvious 
a choice. 

"I did a lot of soul-searching on 
Phillip," explained Brogle. "I just had 
this gut -level feeling that he has the 
potential to run up with our top four, 
although I don't know whether that will 
actually happen." 

Rolle qualified for the finals of the 800- 
meter dash at the NCAA Track and Field 
Championships last June and was an Ail- 
American junior college cross-country 
runner at Mianii-Dade South Community 
College. At the same time, however, he 
has only competed on FSU's club team 
once this season. 

Also competing for the 'Noles will be 
seniors Larry Greene. Doug Over felt, 
Scott Taylor and Herb Wilis and junior 
Ronnie Tread way. 

Wills appears to be the obvious choice 
for individual honors at Metro. He won 
the meet as a freshman in 1978 and placed 
second behind Greene last year. This year 
he has run well ahead of Greene and is 
undefeated in four outings against such 
heralded runners as Florida's Keith 
Brantly, Florida Track Chib*s Byron Dice 
and Jacksonville Track Club's Mike 
Wachholz.

He was so impressed, in 
fact, he forgot about the fullback and 
offered Eason an invitation to Tallahassee 
that summer (1980) to try out for the 
Rattler squad as a walk-on. Eason accepted 
the invitation and four days into walk-on 
tryouts, he had earned a full four-year 
scholarship to the University. 

"He had all the speed and skills necessary 
to play the position but no height/' said 
Orlando. "We figured all he needed was 
some good coaching to be successful and 
sure enough, by the sixth game of the 
season, he was starting on defense.'* 

The rest, as they say, is history. Eason, in 
just his sophomore year at FAMU, has 
started every game since then. 

But back to the part about Eason having 
the nu. He's had it all week long. As a 
result, he hasn't been able to participate in 
any of this week's team practices. 

"I'll be ready to play Saturday if the 
coaches want me to," said Eason earlier 
this week. The way it looks now, the team's 
leading defensive player probably will play 
in the eame, according to head coach Rudy

The commission will most likely approve the statements 
a! its meeting, according to MaycM* Hurley Rudd.

"If anyone wants to learn a lesson about Ufe, they should 
spend an hour here." 
So said Bob Rider, as he glanced around Project APLE s 

execiseroom. 

An elderly woman with a dislocated hip dihgentiy podaMd 
an exercise bicycle as Don, a 24-year-old student bhnd ance 
birth, eagerlv lifted weights. Tommy Armington, injured in 
an accident a few years ago, is both a quadrapiegic and btoid. 
He too, uses the APLE room. 

Project APLE (Adapted Physical and Leisure Education) 
is a V ery special program at Florida State University for these 

students and others like them. 

Located in Montgomery Gym in a room which was once a 
men s bathroom, the APLE room looks very much like an 
ordinary exercise room. Unless you n<«ice the braille 
markings on the weights or the pull-up bars placed at an 
unusually low level — for persons in wheelchairs — you'd 
probably never leriize this is no ordinary wwkout area. 

The biggest difference in this exercise room is the people 
who use it. This room is exclusively for people in situations 
like Don's or Tommy's, people who are handicapped 

With over 900 handicapped students on campus, FSL is a 
leading institution for the handicapped, according to Rider, 
the project's coordinator. FSU enrolls more blind students 
that any other university in the United Staie>. he said. 

\PLE is available to t hese students and to the 



countless more who are temporarily disabled; it also helps 
students plagued with a variety of leg and knee injuries, m 
well as the elderly. 

It is important for temporarily handicapped, to keep up 
with regular exercise, said Rider. 

"We have some excelleot equ^Miient for temporarily 
injured people (such as intramural athletes),** he said. 

The best thing about APLE equipment is it is no different 
from the equipment used by those who arc not handicapped, 
he said. Neither Don. Tommy, nor any other handicapped 
studem needs to feel alienated by using special equipment. 

Most of the cquqiMiient was purchased with grant iBoney, 
although some was donated by FSU*s football team. 

Any modifications, such as making special gloves so 
quadrapl^ics can grip equipment or lowering pull up bars 
for students in wheelchairs are made in APLE's own 
workshop. 

Money for more equipment v^ould have to come frt)m 
private sources, said Rider. According to him. API b's grant 
was cut considerably this year. Rider has no complaints sifKC 
he feels the cutback could have been much v^orse. 

"What we really want is for the university to take us on 
a full-lime program," he said. 

a full-time program, more monev should almost be 
assured. Funding in the past has been used to make the

Do wnunder r en ovations still on hold

When the r3ownunder, FSL's subterranean night club, 
closed down thi^ summer the UPO council guessed some 
lung proposed renovations would be comjrfclcd in time 
for the tall semester. Guess again. 

I he ren()\aiion process, strung out for so long no one 
participant remembers exactly when it started, is still 
being shuffled about. 

** Bureaucratic red tape" is the reason for the 
renovations' snail-like progress, says Nita Bernier, who 
has been involved with the Downunder since 1979, first as 
an avsistant manager and, until recently, as cttrector. 

The planned renovations include enlarging the club 
from a ISO-occupancy limit to 300. A custom-made bar 
will be installed and a large dance floor win be available 
to the pogo-conscious public. The piwas also call for the 
interior to be paneled. 

"No more red-shag wall-paper,*' said Anita Squillante, 
the club's current director. 

Bernier was the driving force behind the D-U-C-K 
(Downunder Club Card) theme that included promoting 
the Dowminckr as a choice ni^tspot and providing 
entertainment six days a week. She maintains the delay 
has t>een caused by the many different committees, 
administrators, and student government offices involved 
in the project. 

"There's the Campus Des^ Committee, responsible 
for designing the interior renovations," said Bernier. This 
committee inspects the Downunder and designs the 
appropriate interior modifications. The designs submitted 
had to be changed on at least one occasion, due to 
disagreement on what was appropriate, according to 
Bernier. (The current design plans may be inspected by 
the public on request. Contact University Operations.) 

SAGA Cafeteria, currently renting the Downunder 
from the university, must approve all proposed changes 
due to the renovations. "Just another committee involved 
in the planning," said Bernier. 

"The changeover in student-run committees associated 
with the project has held up construction," said Bob 
Henderson, Director of Union Operations, who is 
responsible for overseeing the renovations. 

The Student Senate, along with the university, was 
called on to allocate money to finance the new 
construction. The money was slow in coming, but 
eventually about $15,000 was appropriated by the Senate, 
and $20,000 was allocated by the University. 

FSU Vice President for Student Affairs Bob Leach 
supported efforts to use University funds to rebuild the 
Downunder. Bernier credits Leach with being a central 
force in the eventual appropriation. Leach also has a 
voice in the planning and progress of the renovations. 



"They've all been involved at one time or another," 
said Bernier. She wishes things would move faster. 

"It's been a tease. Ever since I've been here the 
renovations have been in the planning stages." said 
Bernier. 

"Students came back from summec Expecting a 
different-looking Downunder," said Squillante, heir to 
the proposed renovations. "Ndw wi don't know when the 
renovations will get started . " 

Henderson said cOiistructiort is currently scheduled for 
Christmas break. "There are never any guarantees," he 
said. 

"The club is still alive, buf the renovations will give it a 
needed resuscitation." said l^rnier. 

As a veteran of the rehovltipns iml^oglio, Bernier says 
she has what might seem an li^rdinate amount of faith. 

"I'm confident the renomtlon wiU take place." said 
Bernier. "I'm just sorry I Mn't get tp affi^t." Bernier 
graduates in Dc.

Project A* LE also offers a class, PEM 
1012 — Adapted Physical Education — 
specifically for handicapped students. 
Students earns a letter grade for one hour 
of college credit. Class sizes are controlled 
to ensure individualized attention . 

Equally important are Project APLE's 
leisiire activities, said Rider. Besides the 
exercise room, activities such as bowling, 
swimming, dance, golf, gymnastics, and 
aerobics are also available to the disabled . 

The swimming pool at Montgomery Gym 
now has a wheelchair lift to lower the 
handicaf^ied student easily into the water. 
Ramps were added last year to make the 
pool totally accessible to the disabled. 

"With the cooperation of intramurals 
and (Director) Bernie Waxman, we now 
have, intramurals for handicapped 
students," said Rider. 

"The thing that gets them in the room 
first is a positive attitude, said Rider. "W e 
are all very anxious for as many 
handicapped students as possible to take 
advantage of our service. 

"Our goal is to make students aware 
there is a service for handicapped 
students," he said, **We want more 
students exposed to our program.

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APLE: a good start 

Project APLE is a good start . 

Comprised of an exercise room in Florida State University's 
Montgomery Gym for temporarily or permanently handicapped 

students and several other academic and recreational programs 
designed tor the handicapped. APLE is a well-intentioned, although 

not a wcll-tundcd program. 

But when those handicapped students leave the cocoon of their 
exercise room and venture forth into the Florida State University 
community, they tace a maze ol obstacles from inaccessible buildings 
to hostile reactions from both faculty and students. 

Handicapped students on the FSU campus face insensitivity 
wherever th^ go — from bicycles parked on the sidewalks they have 
to negotiate, to other studoits blocking the hallways so engrossed 
in their petty conversations they can't even take the time out to step 
aside for someone trying to get by. They find cars parked in then* 
designated handicapped spaces, and people continually mow them 
over only to look at them as if it is they, the disabled, who caused the 
affront. 

They must face rude stares from their colleagues, who seem to think 
because a person is handicapped he or she is incapable of human 
emotion or thought like themselves. 

Most faculty members are no better. 

Many fail to realize the problems a handicapped student faces. 
Handicapped students usually have to work twice as hard to achieve 
the same degree of knowledge as any other student. While academic 
Standards should not be conqxomised, the faculty could be a httle more 
flexible in assignments and testing procedures so the handicapped 
student has at least some chance to compete successfully. 

Common courtesy, by both faculty and students at FSU, could go a 
long way towards makii^ Kfe easier for iiandicapped students. After 
all, you are only an accident away from being in the same situation 
yourself.

Black educational road blocks

Kack ourollment in colleges across the nation is 
statisticaUy, theoretically, and realistically 
undergoing systematic destruction. Though so 
harsh a daam might presently seem far-fetched, ki 
the next two years it wMl be a bhint and frighteaHig 
reality. 

Looking at the oncoming catastrophe with 
respect to Florida State University, I appeal to all 
my black brothers and-^isters to take heed to the 
importance of wmting our way around the 
mountainous economic, academic, and social 
road "blocks that wHl be imposed on black 
collegians in the future. 

Economically, according to advanced 1981 data 
from the U. S. Department of Commerce, the 
average black family makes $9,000 less than the 
average white family per year. A more attention 
getting poverty picture is there are 26.5 million 
blacks in the U. S. Out of that awesome figure, 58 
percent or 15 miHion black families, make less 
than $21,900, which was the average income for 
white fami1iv*s in 4^8*0. 

Of American families under the poverty level, 
only 8.6 percent are white, while a whoping 31 
percent are black and 25 percent are hispanic. 
Thus you have a herd of potential black 
coHegians, collegians that come from the 
bottom of America's economic totem pole. 
Not only does a deprived black mass not have the 
monetary strength to challenge the rising cost of 
higher education, but only 3 percent of the black 
population has a college education of four years 
or more. 

How many of the other 92 percent of lower 
educated black families will see the need to tuck 
away a college fund for little Johnny when he's 
knee Mgh to a pre^nt ant? How many black 
families in that same income bracket will 
emphasize the need for little Johnny to save his 
dollars and cents for his own college fund? 

Take that scenario and match it with Florida 
State's monetary situation for their black student 
body. Presently 51 percent of FSU's student body 
is on financial «kl. But ^ percent of its black 
students are here by access to government funds. 

However, when Mr. Reagan's FA budget cuts 
finally trickle down to the state and university 
level in '82 (in '83 it wiU be in full effect) only a 
depressing 35 percent of the blacks on financial 
aid now are predicted to still be digibie for aid. 
Such substantial blows to the Mack population by 
Mr. Reagan's budget cuts are seen on every level. 
Sure, the country needed cuts to work towards a 
"balanced budget." Sure the budget cuts will 
effect white students, white families, and white 
programs as well as blades. But who will suffer 
its greater disasters? 

Brothers and sisters, take time out and fuid die

MIAMI— In a race that has been marked by bitter 
political infighting, voters decide tomorrow whether to 
give Puerto Rico-born Mayor Maurice Ferre a fifth term 
or hand his job to Cuban-born Manolo Reboso.

'*We just wanted to be assured there still 
nughi be some chance for the funding/* 
explained English. 

While city and state officials bicker over 
funding for the land purchase, what the 
Issues Statement asks for is state funding 
for the construction portion of the 
overpass. 

*'Thc construction of those two bridges 
will seriously drain the city's financial 
resources, " noted Ken Austin, City 
Manager Dan Kleman's assistant and 
author of the Issues statement, "and we 
feel if would be appropriate if the slate 
could undertake this expense.* 

The city's moncv requests don*t stop 
with the overpass project. In their second 
request, city officials ask for permanent 
tundini! for TAITRAN's downtown 
circui:it(>r, the Capital Shuttle. 

The shuillc, which runs for free through 
out the downtown area, finally began 
service in April, almost two years behind 
schedule and has encountered a host of 
problems ever since. 

All summer electrical problems forced 
TAl IRAN to cut off the air-conditioning 
units in all 12 of the shuttle buses. 

While working to solve the electrical 
deficiencies, TALTRAN officials realized 
they may run out of money for the shuttle 
by May, 19S2. 

The shuttle system was originally 
conceived as a two-year experimental 
project to be funded totally by pants from 
the state DOT and the federal Urban Mass 
Transit Authority. 

When the shuttle project suffered cost 
overruns due to inflation and the cteath of 
the federal Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act program, the UMTA 
fjnds were expanded to meet the cost 
overruns. 

But the amount of DOT funds is fixed 
and, as a result, the shuttle may have to 
shut down in May, after little more than a 
year of service. 

"We're doing what we can to keep the 
shuttle going through the entire two years 
originally scheduled," explained 
TAl TRAN director Larry Carter. "But 
we may not be able to pull it off." 

Emmetl Owens, director of DOT's 
Surface Transit Division, says DOT 
officials hope to come up with the 



necessary funds, (about $117,000, 
according to Carter). 

"We're not talking about that large a 
sum of money, but it will all be subject to 
the availability of additional funds from 
other districts." noted Owens. 

Even if the necessary funds do 
materialize to carry the project through its 
first two years, TALTRAN and city 
officials will still have funding problems 

DOT cannot fund any project like the 
shuttle past a two-year experimental 
period by slate law, and the Reagan 
administration has already killed off all 
future UMLA grants. 

So TALTRAN will have to find a 
different funding source for the shuttle, 
the 12 m mi- buses are to continue service 
past April, 1983. 

TALTRAN and DOT officials are 
currently working together to pinpoint 
such a source. TALTRAN will be 
conducting a ridership survey this month 
to find out which state agencies' 
employees use the shuttle the most and 
Owens has written the Governor's Energy 
Office to try to work something out. 

"We've suggested a potential solution," 
said Owens. "We'd like to see a joint 
effort by all the state agencies whose 
employees use the shuttle a lot to continue 
funding the program." 

But the most clear-cut answer would be 
a special appropriations measure enacted 
by the Legislature. That's basically what 
the Issues Statements is asking for, 
although funding from any or all of the 
state agencies would achieve the same 
purpose. 

The statment*s third item is also a 
request for more state money. It asks that 
the delegation **su|^>ort legislation which 
would provide municipalities a growth 
source of revenue and expanded taxing 
authority to be used to combat urban 
crime and respond to local transportation 
needs.** 

This request is purposly vague, 
according to Austin. "We'll be supportive 
of anything which provides needed growth 
revenue to cities like Tallahassee," he 
explained. "This will give our delegation 
some leeway in looking for solutions." 

The vagueness also allows the city to 
defer to the recommendations of the 
Florida League of Cities, which will 
present a similar statement to the 
Legislature in January.

important meets this 
*tekend with mixed results. 

Good news came from 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., where the 
women's team upset Florida 
and Alabama to win its 
second straight AlAW 
region III cross-country 
championship. 

Bui bad news stemmed 
from the seventh annual 
Metro Conference Cross- 
country Championship in 
New Orleans, La., where 
Virginia Tech edged out the 
men's team for the title. 

Ail was not lost, however, as FSU senior Herb Wills won 
his second straight individual Metro cross-coMiilry title, 
tfimg a course record with a 23:52 clocking. 
Willis, who also won the meet as a freshman in 1978, 
beat Steve Hetherington of Virguiia Tech by^six moiid$ for 
the individual honors. 

"I guess 1 led for most of the second half of the rase, but 
I never really broke the race open,** recalled Wills. 

Over in Tuscaloosa, however, there was never any doubt 
dooui the outcome of the meet. In winning Saturday's 
meet, the women easily beat back the challenge of a team 
which had handily defeated them two weeks ago. 

Florida's I ady Gators defeated the FSU women by a 
*idc margin Oct . 16 at the Florida Invitational. 

Ihis lime the FSU women came out on top, with 33 
points, followed by Florida, with 45, and Alabama, with 
55. 

"The girls just went down there with no intention of 
doing anything except winning," said women's coach 
Roger Smith. "It was a great team effort." 

Senior Darien Andreu and sophomore Margaret 
toomber placed two-three behind Florida's Shelly Steely, 



who covered the 5.000-meier course in 16:52. as they had 
done twice this year. 

But it was the Lady \Nole s last three scorers - senior 
Bcv Cox. who placed sixth, sophomore Janet Basstord.

But the gap between Greene «d FSU's next 
runner was too big. 

"We did something we intended to do last year, as all 
seven of our runners made All-Conference by pladi^ in the 
Usp 12," explained Brogle. "But it waait good enoi^." 

The difference came when Tech put all five of their 
scoring runners in front of the *Noles' third omui, junior 
Marc Trigg. 

''I can't really take anything away from our nmners, 
said Brogle. * Their times were good, and Marc tm a very 
good race, but it was all for naught." 

Trigg placed eighth in 24:45, followed by Senior Doug 
Overfelt, ninth in 24:49, junior Ronnie Tread way, 10th in 
25:09; senior Philip Rolle, Uth in 25:14; and senior Scott 
Taylor, 12th in 25:15. 

The men run in the NCAA south regional championship 
next Saturday, while the women go on to the AlAW 
national championship on Nov. 21 .

Death Row mmates denied review

WASHINGTON — Two imifdmrs 
on Florida's death row evoked some 
sympathy from the Supreme Court 
yesterday but not enough to win review 
ot their death sentences. 

The majority of justices rejected 
appeals by Joseph Robert Spaziano. 

nvictcd of kSiing Uura Haberts in 
^^ugust 1973, and Jan^s Cortiss 
C ay, sentenced in the October 
^ murder and rape of Margaret 
Cleans, 67. 

Spaziano appealed on. grounds hb 
J"r> should have had the option of 
'onMcting him of something less than 
'•r^^t degree raurder-^si^h^ as 
"^Uughter-that would not carry 



the death penalty. 

The jury was denied that option 
because Spaziano was not indicted for 
his crime until September 1974, after 
the state's deadline for the charging of 
lesser crimes had run out. 

Justices Thurgood Marshall and 
William Brennan Jr.. staunch death 
penalty opponents, were joined by 
Justice Harry Blackman in saying they 
would have liked to hear the case. But 
it takes four justices to grant review. 

"A criminal defendant should not 
be penahzed because the state did not 
Mng him to trial within the time 
prescribed by the state legislature for 
lesser-included offenses." Marshall 



wrote. 

In McCray's case, Brennan and 
Marshall lodged their customary 
complaint that the death penalty is 
unconstitutional as crud and unusual 
punishment. 

In addition, Marshall issued a five- 
page explanation questioning the trial 
judge's decision to sentence McCray to 
death even though the jury 
recommended life imprisonmem. 

••My review of the record in this 
case," Marshall wrote, "leads me to 
believe that the trial judge may have 
improperly substituted his own 
judgement for that of the jury in 
deciding to impose the death peoaky . '* 



You may not have heard oHich ^NNit it, but the minority- 
ruled r^me in South Africa has allegedly tightened its 
oppressive policies against the majority black population in 
Southern Africa. Many times the inhumane treatment 
imposed on the majority popuhition oitea goes unreported 
In the western media. 

For example, in 1976, 1,000 Angolan students 
demonstrating for better schools were kilkd by South 
African soldim, acc<Mrding to members of the Slack 
Liberation movement. 

This and other atrocities are the reasons members of Black 
African Liberation have undertaken an extensive tour of the 
Southern U. S. in order to present thenr side of the complex 
issues at work in southern Africa. 

Jerry Herman, a member of the American r ricnds Service 
Conunittee, told a crowd of 75 gathered at a "teach-m" 
sponsored by Florida State University's Center for 
Participant Education on problems in southern Africa last 
week in the Diffenbaugh building, "There needs to be a half 
to the racism that exists in South Africa. There has been an 
increase of mihtary support from the Reagan 
administration." 

At the same time, the white minoritv rej.'iinc in South 
Africa receives overt U. S. support for its terrorist campaign. 

According to the speakers at the teach-in, the L'. S not 
only supports the military in South Africa, but it is South 
Africa's largest trading partner, and its second largest 
overseas credit source. Other countries \\hich invest m South 
Africa are Great Britian, some European countries, Canada 
and Japan. 

More than 400 L S corporations operate m South Africa, 
Herman said, including Chrysler, Ford. General Motors. 
Texaco. Mobil, IBM, ITT, and General Electric. "The trade 
amounts to S6 billion a year and is gro%iang,*' he said. 

**From 1972 until recently, U. S. investmem in South 
Africa has grown an avcfage of 20 percent per year, 
representing the fastest rate of growth of any foreign 
invesunents," Hcman said.

Tree Watch on proposed ordinance

When the leaders ot Tree V^aich. a local tree 
preservation group, go before the 1 con County 
Commission tomorrow to answer questions about 
I heir proposed revisions to the county's tree 
removal t)rdinance, they won't be bringing all 
their supporters, like they did at the Oct. 21 
commission meeting, but they hope to get better 
results. 

The commission will hold a "discussion" on 
the proposed ordinance in its meeting room at the 
Leon County Court House at 1 p.m., prior to its 3 
p.m. meeting. 

Tree Watch will bring to the discussion about a 
dozen members of its technical-legal committee, 
which drafted the proposed ordinance. Tree 
Watch told commissioners what they wanted at 
the Oct. 20 meeting, so this time th^ will just bc^ 
listening as the commissioners discuss their 
proposal. 

"Our intent is to go in there to be able to 
respond to questions,** explained Tree Watch 
spokesperson Dick Ruhino, an urban and 
regional planning professor at Florida State 
University. 

Rubino and Tree Watch hcH>e to accelerate the 
commission's timetable on the tree issue. **We 



hope they'll make some commitment to a new 
ordinance Tuesday," Rubino said. 

If Tree Watch leaders arcn*i satisfied with the 
commission's response, they may ask the city 
commission to enact their proposed ordinance 
within the city limits. Tree Watch gave a progress 
report to the city commissioners at the 
commission's last meeting. Oct. 27, explaining the 
situation. 

Tree Watch was founded in April by Rubino 
and Ann Bidlingmaier, a local high school 
teacher, and now boasts almost 200 members. 

Over the past five months, the group's technical 
legal committee has worked to develop a new, 
much stricter tree removal ordinance to replace 
the county's present one, which they call 
**outdated" and "inadequate." 

The proposed ordinance would greatly enlarge 
the existing protective umbrella to include smaller 
trees, strengthen canopy roads provisions and 
provicte for stricter enforcement of the ordinance. 

Tree Watch supporters flooded the 
commission's last meeting, trying to the get the 
commission to make adoption of a new tree 
ordinance a top priority, along with subdivision 
regulation and stormwater management. 

Most of the commissioners weren't willing to 
do anything that might postpone the resolution of

Cutbacks in the federal block grant programs 
sought by the Reagan administration and enacted 
by C ongress are going to seriously erode 
Tallahassee's programs in housing rehabilitation, 
public works and social services, according to city 
officials. 

"The fallout from Reaganomics is going to be 
disastrous in those areas," said Daryl Gorham, 
director of the city's Department of Community 
Improvement. "And we're going to feel the effect

The city stands to lose as much as $251,000 of 
Community Develo|Nnent Block Grant funds for 
fiscal year 1983, according to a report given to 
City Manager Dan Kleman by Frank Branan, 
executive director of the Tallahassee-Leon 
County Planning Department. 

With changes in use restrictions and cutbacks in 
the availability of revenue-sharing funds, that 
could mean a cutback of over 25 percent in most 
of the affected programs. And that's not 
accounting for inflation. 

in fact, city administrators are so worried about 
the loss of grant funds that they'll be asking the 
city commission to let them hire a consultant to 
evaluate the main component of Tallahassee's 
CDBG program—housing rehabilitation— at the 
commission meeting today. 

The commission will meet ai 5 p.m. at B. K. 
Roberts Hall on the Florida State University 
campus. 

In other business, the commission will take up a 
proposed 1982 I egislative Issues Siaiemenl and 
discuss the issue of subdiv ision regulation. 

Branan hopes the consultant could help the 
city cut administrative costs so more grant money 



could go to people in need. 

The consultant would receive about $15,000 for 
services rendered and would report back to the 
city staff in March, according to Branan's 
proposal. 

An outside consultant is needed for the 
evaluation because the housing rehabilitation 
program is administered both by the city's 
Department of Community Improvement and by 
several local agencies, according to Thomas 
Pierce, chief of community development planning 
at the planning department. 

**Because of the nature of the program, we 
need an impartial review to prevent a bias between 
the city and the outside groups," he explained. 

But Gorham feels the local agencies will still get 
the biggest brunt of the cuts. 

**I would think that a disproportionate amount 
of these cuts will go to the subgrantees — the 
Tallahassee Urban League, the Tallahassee 
Housing Foundation and the French-town Area 
Development Authority," he s»d. ''That mU 
in-obably be the first place they'll look to cut." 

The Tallahassee Urhan League is already 
anticipating such a reconunendation, and league 
officials have sent a letter to the commission 
explaining their concern. 

*'It's our position that all the necessary 
information about administrative overhead and 
number of units served is already available in the 
planning department," said Rev. Ernest Farrell, 
president of the Tallahassee Urban League. 

•*Why should the city spend $15,000 for a 
consultant to gather information it already has 
when that money could go to rehabilitate another 
house? It seems counter-productive to us." 

Farrell said the expected cuts in the available 
housing rehabilitation funds will decrease the size 



of the Urban League's program, which primarily 
serves dderly residents, but will not gut the entire 
program. 

"Basically, what this means is those long 
waiting lists we have are ^ing to get even longer, 
and the people already on the lists will have to 
wait longer, ' ' he said. 

Although Congress has already passed definite 
cuts in the CDBG program ranging from 7 to 10 
percent, all of the federal cutbacks are not yet in 
place. 

"We've been told we'll probably lose about 10 
percent at this point," said Pierce. "Considering 
inflation, that will make a sizeable impact on the 
programs." 

But the cutbacks don't stop at that 10 percent 
mark. 

First, Congress changed the funding formula 
slightly, so that large cities — including 
Tallahassee — will get 5 percent less of the total 
grant funds available, which will further decrease 
Tallahassee's share. 

Second, Congress ^o put a 10 percent cap on 
CDBG funds going to social services. Currently 
the city gives out about 14 percent of its CDBG 
funds to social service agencies, so those agencies 
will lose over 30 percent of their city funding next 
year. 

Third, President Reagan isn't satisfied with that 
10 percent cut and has asked Congress for an 
across-the-board cut of 12 percent on all federal 
programs. Although Congress may not act on this 
request until after Christmas, an affirmative 
response early next year would drive the CDBG 
cuts up to 22 percent, further depleting the funds

Issues Day gives FPIRG a boost

stuJciiis at Florida State rank 
vinironniental issues as the social problem 
are most concerned about, according 
loan informal survey taken last week by the 
Florida Public Interest Research Group. 

About a third of the respondents whose 
answers FPIRG collated ranked 
environmental concerns as the issue they 
consider most important . Second in the 
students' minds was discrimination, ranked 
as the most important issue by 26 percent 
oftherespondees. Nineteen percent ranked 
government responsiveness as most 
important; another 19 percent listed 
consumer protection as their top concern. 
Only three percent of the respondents 
ranked corporate accountability as a major 
issue, perhaps unsurprising on a campus 
where one of every four students is enrolled 
in the Business School. 

The survey was taken as a part of FPIRG 
Issues Day, held last Wednesday. Issues 
Day was held, according to FPIRG member 
Paul Kamolnick, to give the newly- 
Kiablished FPIRG an idea of just what 
issues the students want them to investigate. 



'We wanted to canvass the campus and 
see what the general mood is concerning the 
issues," Kamolnick explained. "The other 
purpose was to give students an 
opportunity to meet face-to-face with the 
people who will be working for change." 

Once the survey results started coming in, 
FPIRG workers realized that they had 
failed to produce a statistically accurate 
poll. Because of that, FPIRG collated only 
about half of the more than 500 responses 
they received. 

The survey was not statistically accurate, 
FPIRG workers said, because they have 
had little experience in writing surveys. 
They have already begun working on a 
more precise method to run future surveys. 

Issues Day did provide FPIRG with an 
opportunity to reach the students, in spite 
of its poor research value. More than 200 
students were int^ested enough in FPIRG 
to request further information about the 
group be forwarded to th^. 

FPIRG, a student-run, student-directed 
public interest group, was authorized to 
operate at FSU through a petition drive 
held last winter.

Despite a previous funding dispute with Florida State 
University's Student Senate, the Center for Participant 
Education feeb certain it wiU receive the full S5,908 it is 
requesting from the senate for midyear allocations. 

Student senators recently refused to acknowledge a bill 
presented by CPE and the pottery workshop requesting 
SI57.00 to install a phone in the building. 

The bill's failure left Leslie Hanks, director of the 
pottery workshop, and members of CPE quite 
disappointed. The bill wiU be brought up again through 
midyear allocations, however, and CPE feels confident that 
it will pass this time. 

"The Student Senate was just on a power play the first 
time around," said Terry Farley, assistant director of 
CPE. "The bill is much more likely to pass this time 
around. I don't think student senate is prepared to fight us 
on this." 

Apart from the request for the phone, CPE is asking for 
$5,908 to fund the free services they furnish for Florida 
State students. The majority of the sum will be used for 
funding the "Big Fvent," a program to promote ERA in 
Florida Speakers for the program will include actor Alan 
Alda and tormer First Lady Betty Ford, two of the national 
chair persons for ERA Countdown. According to Farley, 
Alda and Ford have assured CPE that they will speak on 
ERA and ask only that CPE cover their travel expenses.

exploitation suffered by the black peoples of South Africa and 
Namibia, demand immediate action." said Herman. 

**Wc asked the Reagan administration to choose between 
justice and injustice m South Africa and not between black 
and A hilt, ' said Jean Sindab, executive director of the 
Washington ()ttice on Africa. "We would like the Reagan 
administration to slop supporting the minority regime. For 
example, there is a high level of exchange with South Africa 
military officers coming to this country and also U. S. 
nuclear physicists going to South Africa. We think this 
should be stopped." 

"We have always preferred, and we still prefer, to achieve 
it (liberation) without physical violence,** Herman said. "We 
would prefer to negotiate rather than destroy, to talk rather 
than kill. We do not advocate violence; we lulvocate an end 
fo the violence against human dignity which b now beii^ 
perpetuated by the oppressors of Africa. 

"But while peaceful progess is blocked by actions of those 
at present in power in the states of southern Africa, we have 
no choice but xo give he people of those terrorities all the 
support of which we are capable in their struggk agaimt their 
oppres.sors,'* he said. 

Rebecca Matlou, a member of the South Africa NiiioMd 
Congress and a native of 2^mbia said, "We have to face a 
common enemy. They use us as cheap labor and only give us 
one-third of the land available in South Africa, without 
employment,food, or water. It has been estimated that by the 
end of next year, there will be a 50,000 people dying of 
malnutrition. 

"The government feeds women contraceptives to make 
them sterile,'* said Matlou. "They make our men work in 
underground mines without protection for their health — this 

is violence. 

"In order to counter this violence, we will have to 
introduce revolutionary violence," said Matlou. "We will 
use violence to stop aggression on the people of South 
Africa — this comes after a sequence of peaceful 
demonstrations, delegations and petitions." 

Southern Africa is a system of interconnected economies 
and nations, including Angola, Botswana, Lesotho, 
Malawi, Mozambique, Southern Rhodesia, South Africa, 
Swa/iiand and Zambia. 

l our countries that border these states are controlled by 
white minority regimes — Botswana, Mozambique, 
Tanzania and Zambia. 

"Though the internal political systems of these Southern 
African stales differ, there is unitv in their commitment and 
thai of the Organization of African Unity (OAU) to support 
the struggle for majority rule and social and economic justice 
in the area," said Herman. 

According to the speakers at the teach-in, the U. S. 
governments and U. S. institutions have helped maintain and 



perpetuate an unjust status quo in southern Africa. 

"To deflect any possible public criticism, the R^gan 
administration has quietly entered into an agreement to train 
officers for the South African Coast Guard.** said Matlou 
"In August 1981, two South Africa Military officials, one 
from the Navy and one from the Air Force, attended a three- 
week training course at a U. S. Coast Guard Academy. 

"The State Department claims the training program is to 
help South Africa establish a civilian Coast Guard. At the 
same time, however, officials concede this new program is to 
provide training in air-sea rescue techniques to protect the 
vital sea-lane routes around South Africa, ** Matlou said. 

Hie speakers supported the Clark Amendment, which 
prohibits U. S. military aid to any faction in Angola and is 
presently in danger of repeal. The amendment was 
introduced by Sen. Dick Oark, chairperson of the 
subcommittee on African affairs of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Coimnittee. 

"We also asked the Reagan administration to allow the 
Claric amendmrat to stand," Sindab said. By a l(H>sided vme 
of 66-29, the full Senate voted (m Sept. 30 to rq>eal the 
Clark amendment. The House of Representatives has yet to 
vote on the issue. 

"Regardless of the Senate defeat, the growing U. S. South 
Africa aUianoe makes retenticm of the Claric Aniaidnient all 
the more important,*' Sindab said. "If the entire Congress 
agrees to rqstal the Clark Amendment, it wtfl be a clear sign 
the U. S. oMidones and will collaborate with South Africa's 
regional agression and its racist policies." 

"There b not a lot awareness of the situation in South 
Africa in the southeastern region of the U. S.," said 
Herman. "Our objective is to tour this region and try to 
stimulate a discussion on South Africa, and get the people of 
the U. S. to challenge the Reagan administration's South 
African policy.*'

Not all the C DBG money goes to housing rehabilitation

Finally, the remaining 14 percent is funncled to local 
social service agencies. And those agencies — manv already

To avoid such problems 
when he opened his small 
arcade on the north side of 
Oakland, Calif., Ian Bulloch 
made it a point to contact 
parents about his plans and 
posted a rule sheet prohibiting such things as smoidng, 
shouting and swearing, along with a large sags "No 
students during school hours." 

"The police thought they'd be getting calls all the time, 
but they haven't been here once since I opened," said 
Bullock, whose Gametown U. S. A. opened in December 
1980. "We're a great baby sitter when parents drop their kids 
off here to go shopping, and if someone acts up, it's often 
the kids themselves who will crack down on him." 

Doug Gilbert, a 14-year-old who plays at Bulloch's arcade 
and many others in the San Francisco Bay area, added: "I 
don't know of arcades where people smoke pot. Besides, the 
kids who play games spend all their money on this stuff 
instead of drugs." 

In fact, when a suburban Milwaukee high school added 
a few video games to its recreation room, officials found that 
vandalism and loitering actually went down. "A lot of kids 
who would leave and cause trouble in the neighborhood stick 
around here instead, because of the games," said Douglas 
Irwin, principal of 1,800-student Nicolet High. Some money 
frcm the games is funneled into other school programs, and 
students whose grades drop are barred from the game room. 

The comlnnation of games and education at Nicoiet High 
is but one example of the grovtring use of computerized video 
entertainment in unexpected places. The U. S. military has 
announced plans to use the games for train ini: soldiers. In

New York state, legislation even has been considered that 
would prohibit cities from banning arcades bccau'^e of the 
games' educational value. And a company in England 
recently tested applicants for jobs as computer terminal 
operators by using their scores on video golf to assess hand- 
eye coordination. 

Most educators say that the game** are not the mo^f 
important tool for learning the new teclmoloeies. hut thai 
they do help students become comfortable <iik1 familiar with 
computers. Saidanihropologisi E dward T Hail. " T o acquire 
a necessary skill, you ha\e to get pleasure from practicing it 
over and over again, lhat's why pla\ is one i>f the most 
important forms of learning. Kids have to play with 
computers to learn how to use them." 

"There's a debate in the educational establishmenf . vMth 
one side saying the games are good because thcv teach hand- 
eye coordination, basic strategy skills and logical problem 
solving," explained Victor Walling, a business consultant at 
the SRI International research firm in Menlo Park. Calif. 
"On the other side, they say these games are no good because 
they teach a sort of 'learning must be fun' approach. 

"Some of the debate on the games is the same as the 
debate around TV and the abmes of TV. Even a package like 
'Sesame Street' may have native effects. Some people 
argue that 'Seasame Street' may shorten children's attention 
spans," with its emphasis on 30- to 90-second components. 
Walling added. 

The attraction of the fast -act ion video games and the loud 
din of arcades often baffles adults who grew up on less 
frantic forms of entertainment. "It's sometimes frightening 
if you stand and watch them playing," one parent remarked. 

Walling partially explains the allure of this environment by 
the fact that today's teen-agers are learning to fullv interact 
with computers, much as their parents learned to dri\e cars. 
They aren't wary of its capacities in the \^av many adults are. 
"Kids learn that you can walk up to a ct)mputer and make it 
respond, unlike the pre\ ious generation," he said. 

To teen-agers growing up in a time ot space shuttle test 
flights and everyday noise pollution, moremer, the vrames 
seem a natural part of the environment and a trammg ground 
for coping with it. 

"You learn never to panic on these machines," said Doug 
Gilbert. "You have to make quick decisions." 

For example, in a popular game "Pac .Man." players 
must maneuver around a maze on the video screen, clearing 
it of dots while they are chased by four devourmg monsters. 
Those who are confident in their game plan remain cool. 

That practice, however, can cost monev. While expert 
players like Doug Cjilbcrt make a single quarter last an hour 
or more, many other teens quickly blow a week's allowance 
or money from their paper routes trying to master the games. 
Said 11-ycar-oW Dante Lewis of Oakland: "I just got 
hooked on the game. I spend it all and when 1 spend alt my 
money, my parents get mad." 

Even among the kids themselves, there is no consensus that 
video games are altogether a good thing. Deshone Bums, a 
13-year-old eighth-grader from econoaucally depressed East * 
Oakland, sees the mesmerizing effect of the gamesasuiocher 
of the myriad addictioosavaUaMetoghettoyouih. "When I 
first started playing I spent a lot, but I realized it was hke 
waddii^ up paper and throwing it away," he said. "Maybe 
it would be best if they take away some of these games. We'd 

more into the books." 
"It's just a stage." added 14-year-old Eddy Lewis*of 
Oakland. "It's like the skaicbonrd stage, tte pMail state, 
the watch-TV-all- the- time stage, the boy-and-girl stage.

He was 
re^nsibie for the Tide's offense and apparently 4aA Ins 
job wdl as Alabama compiled recorcfe of 10-1, 9-2, and 10- 
1. Pro ball was the next move for SchiKyenberger when he 
became a receiver coach with the Los Angeles Rams. An 
intimidating passing game devdoped taider Ins guidance. 
The Rams po^ed a 40-13-3 record in the four years 
Schnellenberger as^ed there. Next, he coordinated the 
offense for Don Shula's Miami Dolphms. So it was off to 
Super Bowl VI in 1971. Then in 1972, Schnellenberger took 
part in bringing together the greatest one seasotk record in 
football hi^ory when the Dolphins knocked out all 17 of 
their opponents and won Super Bowl VII . 

After the one year of working as head coach for the 
Baltimore Colts, he returned to the Dolphins. Four years 
later he took on the challenge of guiding the Miami 
Hurricanes. 

In 1978, the Hurricanes struggled to a 6-5 record. A year 
later, Schnellenberger came on the scene, but could only 
manage a 5-6 season. Thm, in 1980, SchneUenberger's 
Hurricanes compiled a 9-3 record, their best season in 30 

years.

Officials made a decision Wednesday 
evening to delay the second attempt to 
return a manned sp a cecraft to orbii from 
7:30a.m. umH 10a.m. today at the earliest. 

Two eiectroaic parts were flown from the 
second space shuttle Challenger, under 
construction at Palrodale, Calif., to the 
Kennedy Space Cemer where one was to be 
installed in the problem-plagued Columbia. 
They were designed to fix a malfunction in 
a vital data processing link between the 
shuttle, its onboard oompiMers* and ground 

control. 

Astronauts Joe Engk and Richard Truly 
were kept up past their scheduled 5 p.m.

New Zealand woman raped here

A 2()-year-old New Zealand woman, 
hiichiking her way across the United States, 
was raped, beaten with a cement brick and 
left for dead near Tallahassee Tuesday. 

Her assailant, described as a black male 
in his 3()'s, possible named James, wore 
cream-colored pants and a long-sleeved 
green shirt at the lime of the alleged assault. 

The woman, admitted to Tallhassee 
Memorial Regional Medical Center in 
serious condition, said her assailant drove a 
white Oldsmobile with burgundy interior, 
tinted windows and one broken passenger 
window. 

On holiday inihe United States following 
her graduation from a nursing school in 
Auckland, New Zealand, the woman 
accepted a ride in Panama City, hoping to 
visit New Orleans. Instead, she ended up in 
Tallahassee, where her alleged assailant 
drove her to a wooded area off a dirt road 
close to Gearhart Road, northwest of the 
city limits. 

According to the victim's account, the 
man raped her then tried to strangte and 
bludgeon her toileath. 

"The woman somehow managed to get 
up and make it to the edge of Gearhart 



Road, where some people spotted her and 
called the sheriffs department," said 
Leon County Sheriff spokesperson Dick 

Simpson. 

The woman's family, who lives in New 
Zealand, has not yet been notified of the 
incident. She had planned to make a 
hitchhiking tour of the United States before 
beginning her nursing career. 

Apparently, she assumed traveling in the 
United States would be similar to traveling 
in Europe, where youth hostels 
accomodating itinerant adventurers 
flourish. 

"I guess no one told her about the United 
States," one official said.

Commissioner Sam Teague finally set the commission 
straight on what is to be included on job evaluation of the 
city's four wpupokaixyt offkxs, which will take place during 
the next month. 

Most of the commissioners thought the process — 
designed to tie the scope of the officials' work to their 
salaries — was designed to evaluate the officials' job 
performance. 

"The purpose of these evaluations is not to evaluate the 
individuals but the office itself and the relative value of the 
office to the government by attempting to establish a work 
scope for each constitutional positiv^n." explained Teague. 
"We'll deal with the individuals at a later date." 

*M'd hoped we could get to the rascals themselves," 
quipped Major Hurley Rudd. 

The commission set dates for discussions with the four city 
officers — City Manager Dan Kleman. Cit> Attornev Bryan 
Henry, Auditor-Clerk Herb Seckel and Internal Auditor Jim 
Gould. 

The confusion about the evaluations stemmed largei\ from 
the controNersy surrounding hefty raises the commission 
gave Kleman and Seckel last month before the evaluations 
procedure had been decided. 

Even with the procedure laid out, the commissioners still 
don't agree on how the salaries should be set. 

Teague said the pay scale should be based wholly on the 
work scope of the offices, while commissioner Kent Spriggs 
insisted the performance of the actual individuals concerned 
should be considered.

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Honoring our veterans 

Yesterday, America took time out from business as usual to 
remember its war dead. Thai commemmoration — Veteran's Day — 
is a fitting memorial. At least it could be, if Americans could truly 
Icam the les.sans of its past wars. As it is, we can only assume our 
soldiers* sacrifices were, in many ways, in vain. 

Consider these words, spoken by a high-ranking Army official 
yesterday in Birmingham, Ala., the first city in the nation to set aside 
a day to rwncmber its vctCTans: 

**The world is enjoying a precious peace, a peace kept by U.S. 
strength. As U>ng as the U.S. stays strong, the peace will be kept.'* 

Stirring words, no doubt. But the general is either lying or horribly 
misled. 

He drew, in making that statement, from an age-old myth: the ..lyth 
that peace comes through strength. Like all myths, this one has a basis 
in reality. Any peace loving people must, of necessity, maintain armed 
forces to protect iiselt against foreign agressors. 

But in the United States* experience, armies have been kept as much 
to protect the interests of economic powers as the interests of the 
American people. 

Consider World War Ii. A clear case of Axis agression against the 
world's democracies, right? Wdl, yes and no. America's enemies in 
that war were brutal, possibly even evil, but that wasn't why we went 
to war with them. 

The United States had been a growing power in the Pacific in 1941, 
as was Japan. Our interests conflicted with theirs. Leaders and people 
of both nations feared aggression by the other, so we slapped an oil 
embargo on Japan and they bombed Pearl Flarbor. In a few years 
time, tens ot millions of people were dead. The U.S. gained 
superpower status, but at a terrible price. 

Forty years have passed, and so has our superpower status. The 
world has changed too much, grown too small to allow any nation to 
continue to be the big boy on the block. Americans have got to get 
used to that fact. We still enjoy terrible power — the power to destroy 
the world if we dKX>se to — but we face concrete limits to that power. 

Nuclear war — limited or otherwise — is out of the question. 
Conventional war, likewise, it too dangerous to comlemplate because 
of the change it could escalate into Armageddon. In our conduct of 
foreign policy, we must constantly bear that in mind. 

Face it. Americans are not a peace-loving people. We almost 
habitually react violently when crossed. The reaction to the Iranian 
hostage crisis proved that. A peace-loving people does not, when it 
comes into contlict with another nation, casually bully and beat 
persons on the street who look as if they might be nationals of the 
nation with which it has a disagreement. 

These are the lessons we must learn if we are to continue to live in 
peace. When generals talk of war, consider closely whose interests are 
at stake. The interests of enormous corporations are not necessarily 
those of the American peopte. And bear in mind the limits to 
American power. We can no longer afford to try to remake the world 
in our own image. 

Only when those lessons are learned can Americans truly say they 
honor their war dead. 
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Is it really suicide? Or murder

A man shot himself last week. 

The man died on the street in front of his local 
Social Security office. He wanted to make a 
statement. 

He said he was tired of the government playing 
God with people's lives. His Social Security check 
had been cut, leaving him with the prospect of a 
bleak, starvation>filled existence. His days would 
be filled with a constant struggle to survive. What 
little money he had would have to provide shelter, 
clothing, and food. 

More than likely, he would have ended up eating 
catfood or sleeping in a low rent district — like 
under an interstate overpass. Who knows? The 
man chose to die rather than face the living hell that 
awaited him. 

It's a sad story. Unfortunately, it's one that is all 
too true. That story startetj my day off Monday 
when I turned on the news while getting ready for 
work. I probably could have forgotten it without 
too much of a problem — you Icam to resign 
yourself to things you have no control over — but 
there was a hitch. The newscaster relating the 
incident added a brief note at the end of the story. 
The man's suicide was the nintfi one in the past 
three months directly related to Reagan budget 
cuts. Nine people have killed themselves rather than 
face the torture of trying to live on nothing. 

That bothered me. 

Nine people killing themselves as a result 
President Ronald Reagan's policies seems too 
amazing for me to shrug off. Even more amazing, 
the whole story is being ignored, for the most part, 
by the news media. Had this happened during the 
Carter or Ford or Nixon administrations, the media 
would have crucified the President. Not with 
Reagan. 

Affable old Ronnie has managed to charm the 
prc.^. so well that, except for a few journalists 
scattered here and there, everyone treats Reagan 
with kid gloves. Reagan's budget cuts are killing 
people as surely as if the axe had been applied to

On October I, 19^1, the U.S. House of Representatives 
parsed a revolution i)verturning an act by the City Council of 
the Dis'^'Ct of Columbia. In doing so, the House, supported 
bv Congressman Don F uqua, knuckled under to the so- 
called 'Moral Majority' and blatantly violated the rights of 
ibcciti/ensot Washington. D.C. 

pC is noi a slate and therefore has no voting 
fjprtscniaiion in Congress. However, its citizens must still 
pay federal taxes (remember 'No taxation without 
representation'?) and are subject to all of the other duties of 
jti/cnship, vvith few of the rights. Congress may veto 
legislation passed by our elected City Council. Prior to this 
action. C ongress had refrained from vetoing any bills that 
did not have a federal impact. 

The act in question was a resolution by the House to 
overturn/ veto a measure revising the D.C. Criminal Code. 
The revision would have deleted references to consensual 
adult activity, made it easier to obtain convictions for rape, 
deleted reterenccs to gender in the *sex laws' and generally 
bring our statutes up to date. The 'Moral Majority' used its 
grab bag of scare tactics and money to cow Congress into this 
action. 

Mr Fuqua (formerly my Congressman) abdicated his 
responsibilities, finding it easier to cow tow to the 'Moral 
Majority' than to respect the dignity of my elected officials. I 
annoi adequately relate how offended I am by this action of 
Congress and Mr. Fuqua. If my elected officials are to be 
overturned so easily on a matter of no consequence to the 
federal government, why should 1 even bother to vote?

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Accurate information 
is paramount 

It K not often that mtterial in the Flmttbem arouses me to 
pubKc response. However, since in my judgment the primary 
(sole?) function of a university is academic excellence, my 
sense of scholarty integrity in this instance overcomes my 
innate reticence. I refer to one item in the letter of Kemieth J. 
Myloti which appeared October 2t. 1 »n not concerned 
with the broader ksiies of controversy and substance 
contained in the letter, for matters of controversy and 
substance are not properly in the professorial doniM. 
Accuracy of information is paramount. 

The point has to do with his ft§vmce to griffins. In the 
midst of his argument, Mr. Mylott informs us that griffins 
arc ''creatures with the head and wings of an eagle and the 
body of a ferocious lion...", i.e. mythological creatures. I 
regret that he has comnutted two egregious errors, and it is 
the nature of those errors, errors which attack the whole 
enterprise of acadennc excellence, that concerns me to the 
core. 

First, he has used an inadequate English dictionary. It is 
true that the small editions do limit their defmition to the 
mythological beast, while repeating this definition goes to 
add "gyps fulvus, vulture found in mountainous parts of 
Europe, North Africa and Turkey." Real birds, that is. 
Thus, even at the elementary level of Ei^lish his information 
is specious to say the least. 

Were this the end of the matter I would simply have 
handed over his letter to a colleague in the department of 
F:nglish. But there is more, far more. I can only assume that 
he derives his reference to griffins from Leviticus 1 1 .13 or the 
parallel passage in Deuteronomy 14:12. It is here that his 
(mis)uitorniation cuts to the quick. Among the many birds 
declared not fit for eating (some twenty or so) we find the 
|7crev (Hebrew) which lies behind Mr. Mylott's griffin. Since, 
untoriunately, we do not have any ancient Hebrew 
ornithological works extant, it is true that it is not possible to 
identify precisely the bird so designated. A cursory 
examination of currently used English translations makes the 
point obvious. 

A partial Hst is ossifrage, grier-eagle, vulture and griffon. 
(The situation is a bit more complicated if one uses the 
parallel Deuterononuc passa^ since a new possibility, black 
vulture, is ako introduced.) Yet my point is that though we 
may not know the precise identity of the bird, (I strongly 
suspect it was either the Gyp& fulvus or the Gypaetus 
bartiatus) it is clear tlut the Biblical author was speaking 
about a real bird and not a product of mythological 
imagination. How a ml bird, well known in Asia and 
Africa, came to be construed as a mythological being is a 
story interesting in and of itself. 

Space does not permit a full examination, Imt I taetdy 
note that both the Gyps fulvus and the Gypaetus barbatus 
are birds of-enormous size and imposing stature. Also they 
fly far from close human observation. Early European 
observers may be excused for the embellishments added to 
their distant observations. Further, when the Greek 
translators of the Hebrew Bible came to the somewhat 
obscure Hebrew peres, it is easily understandable why they 
resorted to the equally obscure Greek gryps, which in turn 
was transliterated by Jerome in the Vulgate to gryphis, and 
which then became our English griffin/griffon (found Oiriy 
in the Douai version until revived in the Jerusalem Bible — 
both of which are heavily influenced by the usafe of the 
Vulgate). 

1 am distressed that in an institution conceived in academic 
excellence and dedicated to the proposition that only jealous 
attention to truth will avail aught, these grave errors couW 
occur. I can only conclude, sadly, that American education is 
continuing in its state of serious decline begun when Yale 
dropped knowledge of Hebrew as a requirement for 
entrance.

Tm working my way through schocrf, 
and 1 feel I have taken responsibility for my life. Dare has 
never met me. How can he judge me? 

The people who have been slurred by Dare*s letter deserve 
an apology in writing. If Dan Dare is as mature as he claims 
to be, he*ll write one.

**The board has seen enough evidence to support our 
positioii,*' he added. "There may be discrepencies in fiUng, 
due to a hck of specific instructions or guidelines, but all 
necessary documentation that is in question is available.** 

During the press conference, Curtis Taylor, director of the 
League's housing rehabilitaticMi program, challenged HUD*s 
accusations line by line, citing evidence of competitive 
bidding and cost estimates in the cases reviewed. 

"Mr. Padgett either didn't look in the right flies or didn't 
asic us for the information he needed," said Taylor. 

"The whole problem was caused by the failure of the 
reviewer to grant the Urban League an exit interview so that 
we might present some evidence to dispute the findings of his 
report." added Nathan Dowdell, an Urban League director. 

League officials were also rankled Padgett implied in his 
report that their rehabilitation work wasn't up to standards. 

"It's the city's responsibility to inspect the results of our 
work and tell us if there are some deficiencies," said Ferrdl. 
"If you take a good look at the report, it makes you wonder 
which office should really be closed down, ours or the 
city's." 

The HUD report also found some deficiencies in the work 
done by the city's Department of Community Improvement. 

Throughout the press conference. League officials 
indicated they thought Kleman's action was based on an 
ongoini! desire to take over the League*s program. 

"11 I were Dan Kleman and I saw an agency getting 
$172, (XX) that could be going to the city, I might want to take 
over their program too," said Ferrell. 

Bui F crrcil said the fact that the auditor's report would be 
going straight to the commissioners, instead of to the city 
manager's office, made him a little more comfortable. 

Kleman was quick to defend his actions. "We're just 
adhering to the recommendations of the HUD officials and 
going through with further audits as they requested," he 
insisted laic Tuesday. 

In fact, Kleman was actually more lenient with the Urban 
I eague than Padgett recommended. In his report, Padgett 
asked the city not to grant the Lxague power to enter into any 
more contracts; to conduct a detailed audit of the League's 
program; to inspect all the League's projects and resolve 
deficiencies; to take over all exisimg League projects; and to 
consider terminating its existing contracts with the League. 

In his order, Kleman followed all of Padgett's 
recommendations except one: he is allowing the League to 
complete any existing projects under closer supervision by 
the city's Department of Community Improvement.

Even if the city is convinced any problems with the 
League's program can be corrected, HUD could still put the 
League out of the picture by insisting none of the funds 
Tallahassee receives from HUD in the future can go to the 
League, according to Pierce. 

The city currently receives $1,596,000 a year in grant 
money from HUD*s Conununity Development Block Grant 
program. Almost half of that money goes to housing 
rehabilitation projects designed to eliminate slums and to 
provide for conununity assistance to low and moderate 
income neighborhoods.

The organisms Friedmann found are 
lichens and a^^e which live under the crusts 
of rocks found in the Dry Valleys of 
Anarctica, the climate of which is so harsh 
I hat no life was thought to exist there at all. 
These organisms survive by working their 
way into porous rocks where they receive 
enough sunlight to carry* out photosynthesis 
and to keep warm. They receive nutrients 
Irom the same material responsible for the 
aurora australis (the southern version of the 
northern lights). This nitrate-baring "ionic- 
manna" streams down from the ionisphere 
si)me thirty miles above. 

lhal discovery raised new questions

The I riedinanns received quite a bit of 
pubhcitv since their discovery. They and 
their licliens have been featured in articles 
in Oinni, Geo. Scicniific American, and 
Smithsonian magazines. They are also 
tentatively scheduled on a segment ot the 
new television series Omni. 

This unusual husband and wife team met 
while Roseli Ocampo was working as a 
graduate student under Friedmann at 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem. When 
Friedmann came to Florida Slate University 
as a facuhy member in 1968, Ocampo 
foMowed him and received her doctorate 
from Florida State University in 1973. She 
is now an assistsmt professor at Florida 
A&M University. 

Next week, the Friedniaiui*s rctwn to 
Anarctica for the sixth time to continue 
iheir research. They will take along sevend 
graduate students and a few scientists from 
other universities. 

The evpedinon. which is funded by 
NASA and the National Science 
foundation, will consist of collecting more 



s«nples of inner-rock life and measuring 
the envirofunent inside the rocks to try to 
get a more accurate picture of the 
conditions in which the lichens and algae 
live. 

The Friedmanns always make their trips 
at this time of year because, although it's 
just becoming winter here in the Northern 
Hemisphere, in the Southern Hemisphere 
where the seasons are reversed, summer is 
just gettmg imder way. 

A loasty warm summer day in 
Antaractica will have a high ot about 32 
degrees farenheit and a low of about 0 
degrees farenheit. Add to this a wind that 
whips around at 20-30 mph and you can see 
why the Dry Valleys never caught on as a 
vacation spot. 

The scientists will fly by commercial 
aircraft to New Zealand. From there they 
will take a Navy transport plane to 
McMurdo Naval Base on an island just off 
the coast of Anarctica. They will then be 
flown by Navy helicopter to the mainland 
where they will set up camp. 

Their only contact with the outside world 
is by two-way radio. The naval base calls 
once a day. and if its personnel receive no 
answer they immediately send out a search 
and resctie team. 

The expedition is housed in tents. There 
are a few large tents where the scientists will 
gather to eat and perform their 
experiments. Most of the tents are of the 
one-man type which are so small they can 
barely hold one person in a sleeping bag. 
There is one cook stove where the group 
wtti heat up their food and they will also use 
it to melt snow for-drinking water. There are 
no other heaters of any sort. The only way 
the group will be able to keep warm is to 
dress hefl^rHy.

it*s Christmas. It's Easter. U's a Oash 
concert. And the joint is* going round and 
round. 

The Lyceum Ballroom, London, England, 
the Clash come out for their fourth encore set 
on the last night of their October tour. It*s as 
cold as anything outside — there wis ice on 
some of the parked Cortinas around Covent 
Garden at 8 o'clock — but here if you've got 
any self respect you are real sweaty. You've 
been dancing for two solid hours. 

When the house lights were still up— ages 
ago — you could watch the crowd, it's one of 
those great post-punk mixes. There are guys 
with mohawks and Anti-Pasti denim jackets, 
thin white youths in Sid t-shirts, girls with 
their hair all to one side and glittery shoes like 
Lulu used to wear on "Ready, Steady, Go." 

People slyly edge towards the stage. A few 
old timers toss lit cigarettes and gob up front 
in a fit of nostalgia. No one pays much 
attention. And when the Clash come on — to 
the self-parodying shrieks of an air raid 
siren — nobody can even be bothered to sling 
ice. They're all trying to see Joe Strummer. 

Look, it's the boys, oh wow. You almost 
feel there ought to be girls screaming and 
fainting in the aisles and stuff. The Clash 
have almost-Beatles good looks. A new 
thing. Back when they were a garage band 
they were spotty and had terrible teeth. 

They are the chic-est band I've ever seen — 
Rolling Stones and New Romantics 
notwithstanding. Strummer looks like

El Clash Combo sashay, tap-dance, 
charge, roll and scream through almost every 
possible musical style. They do old stuff — 
* * White Riot, ' ' reggae — * 'Armageddon 
Time," disco — "Ivan Meets GI Joe." 
Everything, just about, short of a waltz — 
And of course they could have done a waltz 
— there's one on the Sandinista! albiun . 

OK, music critics. To get through the 
Village Voice department, your roving 
reporter found the Clash musically damned 
near flawless, ccmtinuaUy exciting^ inspiring 
even. 

I sang. It was like church. It was more. 
Three hundred people singing "working for 
the Clampdown." Maybe it's just mob 
mentality. Maybe it's the old cliche of the 
shared Dionysian experience of rock and 
roll — dear to the sociologist's heart.

Rattlers striving to improve

Pteycrs and coaches habitiiaUy express 
team goals in terms of national 
championships and conference crowns. 
Florida AAM head basketball co«^ Josh 
Giles is an exoeption. His goels for next 
season is rather modest: to improve. 

Fortunately for Rattler fans, Giles is 
skilled at motivating his teams to do-better 
than they did the year before. He took a 
squad that went 1-21 in his first year as head 
coach and guided them to a 17-11 record 
hist season. Along the way, FAMU earned 
statewide respect and recc^nition by 
dcfcathig state rivals South Florida, 
Stetson, and Jacksonville early in the 
season. Whether Giles and his staff can 
work such magic again this season remains 
to be seen. However, the ingredients are 
there in the form of seven returning players 
led by all-America candidate Darrell 
Spence, aad a corp of six promising 
re^uits. 

Giles looks for Spence and senior 
forward Paul Adderly to provide leadership 
as FAMU's co-captains this season. 
Spence, who averaged 16 points a game last 
3rear, is expected to be the team's sparkplug 
this season. 

"He's an excellent offensive player and a 
good defensive player," said Giles. "We're 
expecting great things out of him." 

**Sometimes people tend to think because 
I am go ng to FAMU I'm not a top-flight 
basketball player," said Spence. "I just 
want to prove to everybody that I am a 
major college player and that my success is 
not due to the fact that I went to FAMU, 
rather than, say, Michigan." 

Adderly has a simple individual goal for 
the new slate — to stay injury free. Last 
year Adderly, who averaged 8.4 points and 
5.8 rebounds, was slowed by a sprained 
ankle. The senior forward from Miami said 
his ankle is now 100 percent. 

Gary Townsend, another returning 
senior is expected to add scoring punch to 
the team. Townsend came on strong at the 
end of the last season, scoring over 20 points 
in several of the Rattler's contests late in the 
seasv>n. Another returner who can 
contribute is 6-foot-4 small forward Bobby 
Harper from Frostproof, Florida. Giles 
feels that Harper will light for a starting 
spot this year. Point guard Alex Bunion is 
expected lo be the Rattlers Hoor leader. 

*'Alex is a very heady player, a coach on 
the floor type point guard," said Giles. 

Michael Toomer, a 6-foot-8 sophomore, 
is being counted on to man the center spot 
fiMT the Rattlers. Toomer, who made the 
AII-MidEastern Athletic Conference 
Rookie team last year, is improving every 
day m practice" said his coach. Also 
returning to round out the, lineup is point 
guard Isaac ^own . 

A corp of fine recruits is expected to 
challenge the veterans for staring ^kms by 
the time the season is over. Leading the list 
of newcomers are Tracy Warner, a 
hometown product from Godby High 
School, and Paris Drain, a National Honor 
Society member at Jacksonville's Raines 
High. Both Warner and Drain are 6-foot -6, 
and along with freshman Willie Jackson (6- 
foot -8) should give the team soom much 
needed muscle up front. 

Last year, rebounding was a weakness of 
the Rattlers (they were out rebounded in 90 
percent of their games). Bolstering the 
frontcourt will be freshmen Kenny Parker 
from Tallahassee's Florida High and 
Roosevelt Parker (brother of Bobby), a

Class A all state guard last year. 
Look for the Rattlers to pick up the 

tempo this season. 

"We plan to be a fast-break type of team 
this year, ' ' said Giles, "We would like to add 
a little more excitement to FAMU 

basketball." 

Of course, the Rattlers will again be 
shooting for the MEAC crown. The 
conference champion wins an automatic 
berth in the NCAA tournament. Giles feels 
the teams to beat in the conference this 
season are last year's champ. North 
Carolina A&T, and Howard University. The 
Rattlers were tabbed by the MEAC coaches 
to finish fourth in the conference, though 
Giles contends that his team is stronger 
than that. 

In addition to a lough conference slate, 
the Rattlers must face state rivals South 
Florida and FSU, plus out-of-state foes such 
as Eastern Michigan and the University of 
New Orleans. 

FAMU faces South Florida in its season 
opener (Nov. 27) in the Sundome in 
Tampa. Giles called South Florida, with no 
less than three seven-looters on its roster, 
"the best team on paper in the state. *^ 

Despite that, the game most of the 
Rattlers are anxiously awaiting is against 
crosstown rival FSU on November 29 in the 
Leon County Civic Center. The Rattlers 
have been beaten badly by the Seminoles 
the past two seasons and are lookmg to fare 
better this year. Senior Adderly is 
panicidarly excited about the contest . 

**The battte between Florida State and us 
decides who's basketball king in 
Tallahassee,*' said Adderly. "We've got to 
beat FSU at least one thne before we (the 
seniors) leave." 

Also, FAMU wiU be hosting the Cj^itf 
City Classic Dec. 1 1 and 12 at the Civic 
Center. Guests will be Kentucky State, 
Prairie View, and Bethune -Cookman. The 
MEAC tournament, as well as home games 
against Bethune-Cookman and Tennessee 
Slate will also be played at theCivicCditer. 
The rest of the Rattlers' home contests will 
be played at Gaither Gym on the FAMU 
campus.

SKxkman, contrite and apologetic for his 
en deal comments on government economic 
policy, offered to resign yesterday, but 
President Reagan gave him a * 'second 
chance." 

Statements by Stockman and deputy 
White House press secretary Larry Speakes 
made it clear Reagan was Mgry when he met 
with Stockman for lunch yesterday in the 

Oval Office. 

The 35-year-old Stockman was called in to 



explain his comments in a maga/mc article in 
which he described the Reagan tax cut as a 
"Trojan horse" ploy designed to win big tax 
cuts for the rich under the guise of helping 
everyone. 

Speakes said Reagan told Stockman he 
"would not tolerate any such behavior" by 
any official who "might seek to mislead the 
American people." 

At an ensuing news conference. Stockman 
characterized his 45-minute meeting with 
Reagan as "more in the nature of a visit to 
the woodshed after supper. ^ 

'I told the president I would not permit

my own careles's rambimcs to a reporter to 
stand in the way ot his succe*;s asprcsidentor 
his program. At the end of the meeting the 
president asked me to slay on the team, " he 
said. 

Talking in slow and sombertones. 
Stockman told reporters. "I... deeply regret 
any harm that has been done" to the 
president's economic program. 

"During the meeting, I tendered my 
resignation,*' Stockman said. "I did so 
because my poor judgment and loose talk 
have done him and his program a serious 
disservice. Worse, they have spread an 



impression that is utierls false. 

"I'm grateful to the president for this 
second chance."

The crime allegedly occurred in a white Oldsmobile with a 
burgundy interior and tinted windows. A passenger-side 
window was believed to be damaged. 

Meanwhile, offers of clv'»thing, shelter and svnipaihv 
poured in from concerned lailahasseans eager to help the 
battered tra\eler. 

"The community support is absoluteK fantastic," said 
Sheriff's Department spokesperson Dick Simpson. 

Phone lines to the sheriff 'sdepartment were jammed with 
offers of baskets of fruit, candy, gift boxes, and flowers, he 
said.

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Pottery shop gets phone

After a long struggle with the Student 
Senate, Les^ Hanks, director of CPE's 
pottery workshop, was relieved to finally 
receive $157.00 during mid-year allocations 
to fund the installment of a phone to help 
ensure the security of the women working 
there. Hanks was then presented with yet 
another problem, however—the workshop 
could not receive the money for the phone 
until January, when all organizations are 
issued their midyear funds. 

**I knew this would happen,** said

When the bill was first presented before 
the Senate it was not recognized. Hanks 
presented the bill again in an attempt to get 
the phone funded through midyear 
allocations, and the senate passed the bill. 

A few senators did show some concern 
for the women's security and volunteered to 
take shifts in the evenings to insure two men 
were always present to aid in safety 
measures.

Shoemaker, Eichoffer, and Gordon, have 
appeared at the workshop as promised, 
according to Hanks.

Several senators also saw the necessity for 
the phone to be installed. Tim Meenan, 
Student Body President, also recognized 
the issue and along with Don Glisson of 
the SG's executive branch, devised a plan to 
get Hanks her phone within one or two 
weeks. 

"We have decided to pass the money 
through the executive branch and give it to 
Hanks for the phone,** sajd Glisson. "Then 
when Hanks receives the money in January, 
she can pay us back." 

According to Glisson, the procedure is a 
simple one involving only paper work to 
make the transfer.

ROTC: for love or money

Financial aid cutbacks are hurting 
institutions and individuals everywhere. 
Well, almost everywhere. 

The Army Reserve Officer Training 
Corps appears to be an exception. Not 
only is ROTC unscathed by federal budget 
cuts, the Training Corps is actually helped 
by students' growing need for financial 
alternatives, because as financial aid 
resources continue to dwindle, students are 
turning to them. 

Nationally, there has been a great 
increase in Army ROTC over the past 
year, says Dave Geisbush of Florida State 
University's ROTC. 

While there has been an increase in 
ROTC enrollment at Florida State 
University, it has not kept up with the 
national trend, according to Geisbush. The 
increase in the quality of ROTC students 
enrolled at FSU, however, is significant, 
Geisbush said. 

For example, at ROTC summer camp last 
year, FSU's ROTC ranked 46 out of 103 
schools. This year, said Geisbush, FSU's 
ROTC ranked eighth out of 106 schools.

' * I think that has a lot to do with it,'* said 

Geisbush . 

"Some of it is personal, like finances and 
that; but also there's a lot of adventure 
involved," said one student who recently 
joined ROTC. ' 'Still, a lot of it is personal 
reasons."

Ai lucsday's Tallahassee City Commission meeting, 
Assistant City Attorney Jim English told the commissioners 
the city was L'oiiit! to have to file suit to close down the bar 
because it didn't have adequate parking facilities. 

But vesierda\ English said he understood the bar had 
icqiiired the necessary parking and the city no longer has 
plans to close its doors. 

f rom what I've been told. Brew & Cue II is almost in 
jtnipliance with all the regulations, and they're making a 
ood faith effort to fix the remaining problems," said 
Inghsh. 

The problems came when Brew & Cue II lost its sub-lease 
10 the parkirit! lot behind the bar just before it closed down 
for three weeks last month. 

City officials allowed the bar to re-open last Thursday, 
Nov. 5, with the understanding that it would regain use of 
the back parking lot by Monday. When those officials 
weren't notified that this had happened, they got ready to 
file suit. 

But by yesterday Brew and Cue II had taken all of the 
necessary paperwork to the city's building department, so 
city attorneys changed their plans. 

Thebar*s owners still need to pave or gravel the parking 
lot behind the bar to conform with current building codes, 
but they have told the city they will be doing that later. 

"We've got enough paved parking without that, so that's 
just something we'll be doing on the side," explained Gary 
Jordan, Brew & Cue II 's daytime manager. 

"We're not trying to close anybody down," said En^Bsh. 
"But we have to enforce the building codes."

Finally, a glimmer of truth has emerged from the rhetoric 
surrounding the Reagan administration's budget plan and tax cuts. 

*'Nonc of us really understands what's going on with all these 
figures," Budget Director David Stockman admitted in a candid 
article in the December issue of The Atlantic Monthly, referring to the 
President's tax cuts which Congress passed earlier this year. 

Stockman also called the plan a '*Trojan horse" ploy to aid the 
rich. 

Needless to say, his "Trojan horse" promptly ran him over as the 
powers that be quickly squelched the outspoken former 
Congressman. After a luncheon meeting with President Reagan, 
grim-faced Stockman was once again back in tune with the political 
rhetoric of the time. 

As reporters peppered him with questions, Stockman explained he 
had tendered his resignation as head of the Office of Management and 
Budget, but "the president asked me to stay on the team." 

Now that's the kind of phrase we've come to expect. It fits in so 
nicely with the others we've been fed. Such as **getting governn^nt 
off the backs of the people" and '^pulling yourself up by your 
bootstraps" while Social Security checks are reduced and financial aid 
loans are cancelled. 

And it all contim^ to mask the main point of Reagan's tax cut plan 
in general and Stockman's controversial Atlantic interview in 
particular: the rich are getting richer while the poor are eating cat 
food. 

The tax cuts are nothing more than the traditional Republican 
method of dealing with an ailing economy by making life easier for the 
rich and hoping enough "trickles down" to the rest of the populace to 
placate them for a few more years. 

That's why Stockman's comparison of the tax cut to one of 
history's most infamous deceptions is so surprisingly honest. And 
rare.

This is the tale of two schools.

Anyone can get an education at either school. 
But FAMU would like the opportunity to garnish 
their learning resources with some of the trimmings 
FSU is afforded. 

Why must we continue to live in the days where 
white stands for the good guys and the bad guys 
wear black? 

Florida Agricultural and MechanicaT University 
is a predominately black school, but it is not a bad 
school. In fact, it is a very necessary and vital tool 
for Mack student. But just Uke hundreds of other 
black colleges and universities, it is often neglected. 

Before I enroHed in a class at FAMU. 'I didn't 
know what all the shouting and hatred were about. 
I didn't know why there existed a noticeable wall 
between FSU's black population and FAMU's 
students. I found that many stereotypes exist 
about US and THEM. And until they are wiped 
out, all of us will continue to miss out on what the 
other has to offer. 

This is a knowledge gained first hand. I will not 

elaborate except to say it makes a difference which 
side of t he fence you are standing on.

Later. I escaped Catholic school, I went to 
Confession only once a year. It was extremely 
difficult to remember all my sins on an 
annual basis, so I usually ended up 
fabricating them, with something like **I lied 
fifty times and had thirty adulterous 
affairs." No matter how extreme my sins 
were, I always received the same penance — 
three Hail Marys — and I couldn't help but 
think the priest was on the other side 
munching on a Hershey*s bar. totally 
oblivious to the boring details.

The supporting cast— Rhonda Avery, Sherry Witcher and 
Tim Kelly— -all stayed in character and were at ease on stage.

This year. Homecoming means the welcoming back of 
f WIU's football team; a bit of a stranger to this town in 
rcant wcclcs. The Rattlers have been away from Bragg 
Memorial Stadium almost as long as some of the 
University's alumni, not having played a game in 
Tallahassee for over a month. 

But lomorrovv afternoon at 1:30 p.m. the Rattlers bring 
ihcir five-week absence to a close as they return to Bragg 
Stadium and host Southern University of Baton Rouge. 

Southern carries a 2-7 mark into the contest and is 
ff^g off a heartbreaking 28-27 loss to Southeastern 



Lousiana last week. The two teams have squared off four 
times since 1976 with the Rattlers coming out on top each 
time. FAMU also leads the series rivalry, which began way 
back in 1941, with 21 wins, 15 losses and one tie. 

So tomorrow's match-up, although the Rattlers are 
picked to win by 15 points, should be quite a battle.

'HdU^amee also has a large number of transients — 
students wbo stay fot only a semester, l^lators and 
lobbyists in for a session, and tourists and travelers passing 
through. All of those provide plemy of opp(Mtunity for a 
rape to occur. 

The result — Tallahassee has the third highest per ci^Hta 

rape rate in the United States. 

That figure reflects only rapes reported to law enforcement 
officials. Because of the pCTSonal nature of the crime, experts 
feel many rapes go unreported. Law enforcement officials 
and victim counselors all agree the actual number of rapes in 
Tallahassee could be twice, or even three times, what is 
reported. 

"We Hke to beUeve in an educated town like this we have a 
relatively high rate of reporting (of rapes)," said Sheriffs 
Department spokesperson Dick Simpson. "We believe six 
out of ten rapes are reported in Leon County." 

That estimate may be a little high, according to Gail 
Dixon, director of Refugee House's Rape Crisis Program. 
From July I to October 31 of this year, 67 women contacted 
Rape Crisis after having been raped. Even though Rape

Private eye keeps 
his sight on justice

Victor Robinson, Jessie Roberts and the Quincy Five: 
these men have one thing in common — the help of private 
detective Joseph J. Aloi who, in some cases, has been able 
to overturn convictions with evidence he procurred. 

Aloi was successful helping to overturn the conviction of 
the so-called "guilty Quincy Five" who were charged with 
robbery and murder in 1970. He was also successful in 
helping to overturn the conviction of Jessie Roberts, who 
was convicted of sexual assault. Later, he assisted the public 
defenders office in gathering evidence to convict Theodore 
Bundy of the slaying of two Tallahassee women. 

Presently, he is working with defense attorney Roosevelt 
Randolph in an attempt to prove the innocence ot Victor 
Robinson. Robinson, a Political Science student at Florida A 
& M University, was convicted in September of the sexual 
assault and kidnapping of a local woman, and is now 
awaiting a new trial. 

Aloi, whose fascinating personality and aggressivnew has 
made him think he is the best in his field, has assisted several 
defense attorneys in digging up fresh clues for clients who 
were pronounced guilty, helping turn their conviction to 
innocence. In some cases, he has found evidence that 
demanded a new trial. 

Aloi, 37, was very active in civil r^its cases in the 60s. He 
spoke out for justice for many, especially those who were 
incarcerated. 

"It was hard to get someone to speak up again^ the 
system," said^ Aloi. "It was basically a sttieotyped situation 
thatexIsledhithefiO's." 

Aloi's work as a private investigator goes back to t%3 
when, as a indent, he was public defender for the student 
body at St Petersburg Junior CoOege. 

An Italian native of New York who received Iris license to 
be a private investipitor at the age of 21 and now has his own 
private investigating firm, Aloi began working for the 
public defender's office in Tallahassee as a private investigator 
in 1965 under Dfek Erving. He worked there for two and a 
half years for only 6e a nule and no salary. In 1969, because 
of new state funding, he was put on the payroll. 

"A lot of racism was going on during those days, but we 
were successful in most of our cases. Erving was the most 
progressive public defender I have ever known," said Aloi. 

Aloi later took on the job as property manager for I ee 
Everheart, then mayor of Tallahassee. Durmg that time, he 
began renting higher-income apartments to blacks— a 
practice unheard of at t^^e time. 

Of the criminal court cases he htt worked Oft. Aloi said 
Bundy's was the most fascmating. 

"I was selected as chief investigator to Bundy's case by 
then-Public Defender Mike Minerva because I could put up 
with some of the gross people around." Aloi said. "I was the 
only person who could build a rapport with Bundy." 

"Bundy's situation was somev^hat unique," Aloi said 
"One particular thing that was most interesting to me was 
the intellectual character of Bundy— I thought Bundy w 
classic example of the extreme sociopaihic personality."

WASHINGTON — Freshman enrollment at private 
colleges and universities shrank 2 percent this fall, largely 
because of cuts in federal student aid, the National institute 
of Independent Colleges and Universities said yesterday. 

Overall enrollment was up 1.1 percent at private colleges 
and universities despite the decline in the freshman 
headcount, accordmg to an msliiute survey. 

Virginia Hodgkinson, the institute's executive director, 
said many schools used their own money this year to 
compensate lor federal aid cuts, and kept their enrollments 
up by retaining upperclass students and attracting transfer 
students. 

Many schools, she said, are overspending their aid budgets 
by 20 percent this year. 
At the Reagan administration's request. Congress cut 



funding this year for student loans and grants. Students with 
family incomes o\ er S30,000 a year now are required to prove 
need to obtain loans; interest rates were raised for some 
loans, and a limit was put on grants to the needy that some 
say will cut out hundreds of thousands of students. 

With survey returns in from 630 member colleges, the 
institute said the freshman headcount reduction varied 
widely from region to region. Freshman enrolbnent rose 1.0 
percent in the Northeast, but dropped 4.6 percent in North 
Central states, 3.8 percent in the South, 1.2 percent in Mid- 
Atlantic, and 0.7 percent in the West. 

Research universities had a 9.1 percent drop in thdr 
freshman headcount, but specialized institutions — such as 
art and music schools, freestanding law and medical schoob 
and seminaries— gained by 2.9 percent, the survey said. 

The institute, which conducts research for more than 850 
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private colleges and untvenities. s.i 
increased slightly in all regions excep: \ 
where it declined .2 percent.

Bernard Kinsey, 1966 Florida A & M 
University graduate and now a manager tor 
the Zerox Corporation told a crowd of 1,500 
at a Homecoming Convocation in Lee Hall 
Auditorium Friday that it is imperative that 
black colleges remain viable institutions. 

"We can't allow anyone to come and take 
our tradition away from us," Kinsey said. 
"There are a lot of blacks who think the only 
way to get a good education is by going to 
white schools. Black colleges have produced 
95 percent of black college graduates and 85 
percent of our black doctors and dentists. If 
we didn't have black colleges, where would 
we be now?*' 

Kinsey said blacks in white schoob have 
very limited sources for black cultural 
awareness, but that in black schools, black 
students form a living laboratory of black- 

studies. 

At the same time, Kinsey said blacks 
should not underestimate theur power to 
affect change. In terms of economic power, 
blacks* purchasing power is ninth in the 
nation, Kinsey said. More of that money 
should pay for the support of black 
institutions, .he said. 

"Last year we (blacks) spent $270 million 
on potato chips, $15 million on barbeque 
sauce, $386 mflUon for wine, $285 million for 
beer, and $35 million on akohol. Our levi^ of 
conunitment is very, small. If we stop eating

City denies using audit to take over League programs

The complaints of Tallahassee Urban League officials 
about City Manager Dan Kleman's order to suspend most of 
their housing rehabilitation program are mainly an effort to 
save face, according to Tallahassee city officials. 

**A lot of it is protecting their image and reputation in the 
community," said Tom Pierce, chief of community 
development planning at the Tallahassee-Leon County 
Planning Department, who helps oversee the city's housing 
rehabilitation program. 

•*Nobody likes to be criticized, especially for 
mismanagement," said Pierce. '*So this is a fairly routine 
response for any agency which might come under such 
criticism.** 

Last week Kleman ordered city auditor Jim Gould to 
perform a detailed audit of the League's program and told 
League officials not to start any new rehabilitation projects 
in response to a highly critical review of their program by 
federal officials. 

That review, by Reubia Padgett of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, charged the League 

offldak had sloppy, inaccurate records and a history of poor 
rehabilitation work. 

Wednesday Urban League officials denied the HUD 
charges and said the city was ^ usmg the report as an 
excuse to lake over dwirpfoirafll. - 



The city's Department of Community Improvement 
provides the bulk of Tallahassee housing rehabilitation 
services, but several local agencies, including the Urban 
League, contract with the city to do additional rehabilitation 
work. 

Ail the funds for these programs come from HUD's 
Community Development Block Grant program. 

City officials insist they're not trying to take over anyone's 
program, but merely following recommendations in the 

HUD report. 

**At this point, no one's trying to place the blame on 

anybody," said City Manager Dan Kleman. ''We're just 
following the recommendations to see whetho* the problems 
outhned in the report actually exist." 

*'The city has a responsibility for the accountability of 
funds it disburses," added Pierce. 'The major issue is 
accountability. We have a responsibility to investigitte the 
allegations and resolve the issue." 

In fact, Kleman was more lenient with the League than 
Padgett recommended. In his report, Padgett suggested the 
city immediately take over and complete any projects the 
League was working on. But Kleman allowed the League to 
coniplete its existing projects, under closer scrutiny by the 
city's Dcpanmeni of Community Improvement. 

**This allows the League's staff to continue to work on 
projects and do cost estimates and work write-ups," said 
5- '^Basically this lets them continue tp wp^k, "

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Stopping rape 

Our city is in trouble. 

Tallahassee, the idyllic north Florida home of the state legislature, 
the Florida State Seminoles and the Florida A&M Rattlers, is fast 
becoming more famous for its sexual assaults than anything going on 
in the Capitol Building or on the football fields. 

Tallahassee now ranks third in the nation in per capita rapes. 

Tfiird. In the nation. 

l ast year in Leon County, 144 rapes were reported to law 
enforcement agencies. These agencies — the Sheriff's Department, 
Tallahassee Police, and the FSU and FAMU police — readily concede 
the actual number of assaults could easily be twice or three times that 
number. 

Think about that. At least 144 and possibly 450 people were 
sexually assaulted last year in Leon County. That's more than one per 
day. 

And beyond the actual assaults, the terror of being raped and all the 
suffering that terror brings with it, is also increasing. More and more, 
women are afraid to be alone at night, afraid to talk to strangers, 
af raid to enjoy the freedoms available to men, simply because they are 
women. 

Nor are women the only victims of rape. While male rape is 
uncommon, it too is increasing rapidly. More often, though, men are 
affected indirectly by rape. It is, as FSU's Women's Center Director 
Bemie Newman points out, **the sisters, wives, and lovers," as well as 
the mothers and daughters, of Tallahassee's men who 'are being 
attacked. 

There are, of course, agencies in town working to prevent rape. All 
of our law enforcement agencies do their best to apprehend rapists, as 
well as provide educational programs upon request. The Rape Crisis 
Program provides counseling and comfort to the victim, her friends 
and family; and FSU's Women's Center and Student Government, 
hoping to prevent rape through education, are once again sponsoring 
a Rape Awareness Week. 

And with this issue, the F/or/i/a F/am^^f/ assun^ a more active 
role in the struggle to prevent rape. Granted, our part in this struggle 
is severely limited by our resources and our very nature as a 
newspaper — .we cannot make arrests, nor are we qualified to offer 
counseling. 

We can and will use our resources to help educate our community on 
the problems of and possible solutions to rape. 

A five-part series on rape in Leon County begins with today's page 
one article presenting the statistical overview of sexual assaults. 

Tomorrow's article will deal with victims of rape and how they have 
handled the attacks and their lives since then. Wednesday, we offer a 
profile of a rapist, while Thursday's piece will deal with the laws— how 
they are written and how they actually work. . 

Friday, we will offer some of our own solutions to the problem and 
summarize those offered by local police organizations and rape 
counselors. 

These five main .articles will be supplemented by interviews, 
cohimns and extensive coverage of Rape Awareness Week events. We 
hope by the end of the week we will all be a little bit more 
knowledgeable about rape. 

But we must realize rape will not be stopped in a single week. It will 
not simply vanish when Rape Awareness Week ends— and neither will 
our commitment to the problem. Articles dealing with sexual assaults 
will continue to be high priority items at the Flambeau. 

In addition to the increased emphasis on rape in our news section, 
we will also begin running on our editorial page a weekly tabulation of 
the sexual assaults committed in Leon County. Beginning this Friday, 
the count will show how many rapes have occurred in Tallahassee in 
the past week, plus the total for the year. 

That record will, we hope, increase pubUc awareness, and, in turn, 
public responsiveness to the problem. From there, a s<riution may be 
possible.

on sociopathic personalities, failed to 
show sociopathy is a major disorder in 

Bundy's case. 

"He had a chance to present this 
personality (sociopathy) as a major 
illness of Bundy'^" saidAkri. 

Aloi said Bundy had no remorse and 
was unable to comprehend guilt. 

"He was a highly intellectual, 
guiltless person with no compassion,*' 
Aloi said. "Bundy used me as an 
empath and he drew strength from me. 
I was being a whore for him." 

Another case Aloi was involved in 
was that of Jessie Roberts, a black 
accused of raping an elderly white 
Tallahassee woman. 

*'This case really showed how racist 
this system was, "Aloi said. "It 
basically revealed all the bad things a 
judicial system can impose on an 
innocent black man. Why Roberts, a 
juvenile, was arrested was the most 
interesting thing to me. 

"The rape occurred around 10:30 
a.m., and the police went to the junior 
high school Roberts was enrolled in 
and found out that 37 black males were 
not in school that particular day. They 
then questioned the bus driver and 
found out Roberts would always pull 
on the girl's hair (on the bus). From that 
they thought Roberts was their man.'* 

**We were able to verify by students 
and instructors he was in school during 
the time the crime was committed,** 
said Aloi. "Roberts didn't even fit the 
description of the assailant.**

However, Roberts mm found guihy 
by an all-whtie jury and appealed for a 
new trial. 

Aloi then put together a composite 
of the person whom he thought 
committed the crime and offered a 
$500 award for his capture. The state 
attorney's office tried to indict Aloi for 
interJenng in the investigation. 

"The man was supposed to be 
innocent until proven guilty arui I can't 
look around it," said Aloi. Roberts 
was found not guUty at his second 
trial. 

The Oiiin<-y Five case involved a 
hold-up that occurred in Sept. 1980. 

Three armed blacks marched into 
Luke Adamson's general store outside 
of Tallahassee and in the process of 
stealing $1,000 in cash gunned down 
Leon County Deputy Sheriff Thomas 
Revels and wounded another deputy. 

Four months later in Qu'^cy, police 
picked up Da\e Keaton and Johnny 
Frederick, and got confessions from 
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them rhai led lo the armi of three more 
Quincy blacks as accomplice. 

What Aloi dug up on tlie case 
con%'inced defense aitorneys il^ 
defendants were innocent of the 
hold-up/ murder at Adamson*! 
grocery . With Aloi's relentless digginf . 
they found three Jacksonville blacks 
were guilty of the crime. 

Aloi also found the police had 
recovered 50 sets of flngerprtnii from 
the store, none of which belonged to 
the defendants. Nor did ballistics tests 
connect weapons traced to the 
defendants with bullets found in the 
store. The poHce (Hd not allow Keat 
or Fiederick to consult with co-jmd 
before making their confessions, in 
which they were allegedly forced to 
confess to the crime. 

Aloi is presently working on Victor 
Robinson's case. Robinson wa*> 
accused of sexually assaulting and 
kidnapping a woman. 

Robinson was convicted by an all 
white si.x-member jury in julv. eight 
months after he picked up 
the victim near Campbell Stadium 
where her car had become stuck on the 
railroad tracks that run parallel to 
Gaines Street. 

Aloi's expertise uas called upon by 
defense atiornev Koose\cli Randolph 
in the case. Both \\o\ and Randolnh 
believe Robinson is innocent of the 
crime and plan to prove it if they are 
granted a new trial after the appeals 
process, which was brought on bv the 
request of Randolph, who is awaiting a 
second trial.

vehicle — typically, a rapist forcing a victim into his car 
outside of a bar, a laundromat, or a shopping center. 

Many of those rapes could have been prevented, according 
to Sgt. George Bishop, director of the Tallahassee Police 
Department's Crime Prevention Unit. 

"We do not have a public that is well acquainted with rape 
prevention," Bishop said. "We have a lot of young women 
who put themselves in a position where they can be assaulted. 
The female should be aware of her surroundings, look 
around, and use common sense rules." 

Some of those "common sense"rules are obvious: Always 
keep your house and car locked, don't park in poorly lighted 
areas, and try not to go out alone at night. Carry your keys in 
your hand, not buried inside your purse. Always check your 
car before you get back in it. If you must be alone at night, 
be aware of your surroundings, and be aware that you may 
be in danger. 

"If you're aware you can be victimized, you're wefl on 
your way to being safer," according to Handley. "If you're 
aware of it, you're more able to recognize that you are in a 
dangerous situation, and can react to it quicker." 

Law enforcement officials and rape counselors are hesitant 
to recommend women use weapons. Far too often, a woman 
who tries to use a weapon on an assailant without being 
properly sldUed m its use, makes an already bad situation 
worse.

'Weapons may end up escalating the level of violence to 
uncontrolable." Dixon said. "Secomlfy, the weapon may eoA 
' up being used against the vict i m . " 

Each rape sihiation is different and must be dealt with 
aoccHtUng to the circumstances, assault experts agree. If you 
are in a public place where help is nearby, scream as loud as 
you can. If you are in an isolated location where help is 
unavailable, screaming may well provoke the rapist to even 
frea^ violence without serving any good purpose. 

Try to talk to a potential rapist. If you can communicate 
with him and get him to see you as a person rather than an 
object for his aggressions, you may be able to talk him out of 
the assault. Try to avoid subjects that could anger a rapist or 
remind him of whatever frustrations have driven him to rape. 

Violence is a last resort against a rapist. If you attack him 
and fail to disable him, you may well provoke him to 
increased violence. If you feel the situation demands 
resistance by force, try to maim or disable him as quickly as 
possible. Strike as hard as you can, using any weapon you 
have available — an umbrella, a hair pick, or your 
fingernails. Try to hit him in his most vulnerable areas — his 
eyes, his throat, or his testicles. Once he is immobilized, go 
for help immediately. 

If you are assaulted, law enforcement officials suggest you 
call the police immediately. Unless you are injured and 
require immediate first aid, do not do anything that could 
damage evidence of an assault, such as taking a shower or 
changing vour clothes. Even if you don't wish to go to a law 
enforcement agency, the Rape Crisis line is always available 

for counseling. 

"We can't prevent rape," Dixon concluded. "We Ctti 
reduce the likelihood that a particular incfividnal or group 

will be victims.

The circus is here, the circus is here! 

The Clyde Bcalty-Cole Brothers Circus is in town today 
and Tuesday at the Tallahassee Mall, with its Big Top, 
elephants, trapeze artists, ladies in sequins on prancing white 
horses with bcjeweled manes, and clowns. Especially clowns. 

Elmo fhc ( lown is good will ambassador for the circus. 
Elmo(»it^^>— he's no relation to the singing Gibbs, although 
h twin brother Herkimer is — has been a full-time 
protcssiona! clown for three years. His sundry other jobs 
nave included being a brain surgeon, a post office stamp- 
lickerfhc was later promoted to pogo-sticking cancellations 
on packages marked "Fragile"), a short stint as a migrant 
worker in Arizona picking cactus (he stopped when he came 
down v,\[h prickly heat), and a position with Reynolds 
Aluminum where he was in charge of smoothing the wrinkles 
oil I ot used aluminum foil, he says. 

Elmo's face, which takes up to 90 minutes to put on, is his 
own creation. Although there is no copyright on a clown's 
face, professional ethics keep other clowns from copying a 
design. 

Elmo, who has been working for Clyde Beatty-Cole 
Brothers "ever since they hired me," used to work for 
Rini'liriL' Brothers, Barnum and Bailey Circus. He sees 
Ringlmi' Mrothers as part of the problem of an ever 
iv^indlini.' supply of trained, professional clowns. 

Kint'lmg, in trying for a young image, is canning the 
older, experienced clowns in favor of their young (Ringling 
run) Morida C lown College graduates. In the past, you used 
'apprentice to an experienced clown for three years, and he 
[aught you the job from the ground up," Elmo said. 
That's why Elmo, although a Clown College graduate 
himscit, likes working with Clyde Beatty. 

"Thcv never shut out the old clowns. You need 
experienced persons who will help you keep learning, and 
*ili tell you some of their old gags, and their tried and true 



techniques. With the clown college, vou have a lot of theater 
majors who get into the school so they can get clown training 
on their credits. I find that theater majors don't usually make 
good downs-thcy have too many preconceived notions. ' ' he 
said. 

When asked about the sinuhuities between circus people 
and camies (carnival workers), Etaio bristled visibly. 

"Camics drift in and out of the business and their only 
motivation is to make money off people,*' he said. "Chais 
people arc usually on salary, with a contr^rt. They view their 
work as an art, not a way to get quick money. They stay with 
the circus as a career. 

*'When's the last time you heard of a carnie giving free 
rides to underprivileged kids? We're always domg free 
shows," he added. 

Circus folk have their own society, according to Elmo. 
"Circus people tend to marry other circus people~l guess 
because they are used to being on the road— while someone 
who is not in the business might not be able to handle the 
rigorous traveling." 

Elmo noted that clowns tend to remain single: "Would 
you be able to take living with someone who is constantly 
trying to get a laugh?" 

Elmo took issue with the stereotype of the man behind the 
whiteface who is laughing on the outside and crying on the 
inside. "The 'tragic clown* is the creation of a couple of 
people, Hke Jerry Lewis and Red Skelton, who have their 
own personal problems. That just isn't the way it really is,'* 
he confided. 

Elmo will be on hand for the raising of the Big Top 
between 7 and 11 a.m. today. The Big Top, a canvas tent 
four stories tall and larger than a football field, will be put up 
by a team of 50 men, with some assistance from the circus 
elephants. There will be shows at 4:30 and 8 p.m. today and 
tomorrow; admission is $5.50 for adults and $3 for students 
with IDs, senior citizens and children under 12.

The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari is just one 
of three treats in store tonight for 
cineastes at Moore Auditorium. The 
archetypical German expressionist 
offering shares a bill with Jean Renoir's A 
Day m the Country and Maya Deren's 
groundbreaking Meshes of the 
Afternoon. 

Caiigah is probably the best-known 
example of the German ^movement of the 
2Qs. Robert Wiene's 1919 fitai of a mad 
hypnotist who dispatches a helpless 
somnambulist on nightly raids of nmirder 
and abduction captures the 
claustrophobic mood dominant in 
expressionist art and writing. 

Most notable are the sets, designed to 
meet the dictum that "films must be 
drawint'^ brcMieht to life." thev do much 



fo create the grim, moody setting of the 
film's mysterious psychology. 

Deren*s Meshes, a 1943 "trance" film, 
was the first experimental film of its kind 
in America. While artists of the 20s like 
Duchamp, Man Ray, Bunuel and Dali had 
collaborated on surrealist fare like An 
Andalusia n Dog. and Anemic Cinema, 
Deren essayed a personalized cinema, an 
insular exploration of her own psyche. 

As such, she paved the way for other 
American filmmakers like Stann 
Brakhage, Kenneth Anger and Bruce 
Conner. Much later, her influence can be 
seen in the so-called "no wave" New 
York films of Vivienne Dick and Beth and 
Scott B. 

Admission for all three is a whopping

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Golden Eagles soar 58-14, 
FSU bowl hopes plummet

It wasn't Friday the 13ih, but it was close. 

The final tally was 58-14 in Saturday 
afternoon's rather one-sided football game 
beiween the npw 6-4 Florida State Seminoles 
and the still undefeated Southern Mississippi 
Golden Eagles. 

"There wasn't anything good out there 
tonight, ' said head football coach Bobby 
Bowden following the game. "We lost in 
every area — passing, secondary, tackling, 
timthing. 1 haven't sat through one like 
that in a long, long tinK^ " 

Apparently, a subsianlial pv)rtion of the 
51,819 fans who came out to witness the 
mafch-iip shared Bowden's sentiments. 
Aboii! halt the crowd, not wishing to sit 
ihroiiLih tfic massacre of the home team, had 
alrcad) departed Campbell Stadium by the 
conclusion ot the third quarter. 

Mike Rendina's opening kick-off sailed 
deep into the Ciolden Eagle end-zone, stifling 
dn\ kind of a return by USM and putting the 
Seminole bench in high spirits for what 
looked like a great way to start the ball game. 
But it didn't last. Only 13 plays later, the 
Golden Hagles had their first touchdown of 
the game on tailback Sammy Winder's three- 
yard run. 

The rest of the game followed pretty much 
the same pattern. FSU would keep the ball 
for a few plays and then, as if they felt 
obligated, promptly turn the ball back over 
to USM by cither punting, fumbling, or 



throwing an interception. The Golden Eagles 
would take possession and score a 
touchdown. The breaks always seemed to go 
USM 'sway. 

A tipped pass delivered by Florida State 
quarterback Rick Stockstill just two plays 
after the first Golden Eagle score led to 
another six for Southern Miss. Tailback 
Ricky Floyd took a pitch-out from 
quarterback Reggie Collier and ran the ball in 
from the 12-yard hne; 14-0, USM going into 
the second quarter. 

W^inder scored again in the second period, 
this time from the FSU four-yard line, 
making it 21-0 with kicker Steve Clark's 
conversion. 

The Seminoles took possession on the 
ensuing kick-off for only a brief period as, 
once again, their offense was unable to move 
the ball. Rohn Stark came out to punt the 
ball but mishandled the snap fK)m center, 
allowing the Golden Eagles to recover in 
good field position and complete yet another 
touchdown drive. This one look just three 
plays with Collier tossing a 31 -yard scoring 
pass to Floyd. 

Clark's conversion was no good, his only 
miss of the afternoon. 

Blair Williams was inserted at quarterback 
in place of Rick Stockstill on Florida State's 
next possession. However, he proved equally 
ineffective, throwing four consecutive 
incomplete passes. Southern Mississippi got 
the ball back and once agam came away with 
a score, this time a 41 -yard field goal by

Clark for the final play of the first half. . 

The Golden Eagles were in the driver's seat 
at the half with a 3(M) lead. 

Behind the running and throwing of 
Collier, the Golden Eagles scored three more 
quick touchdowns in their first three 
possessions of the third period, capping it all 
off with a final fourth-quarter touchdown 
which brought their total for the evening to 
58 points. The total was the highest ever 
allowed by an FSU team. 

Collier, affectionately known as "The 
Perfect 10" by USM fans, was the game's 
leading rusher with 150 yards on IS carries. 

"If there's a better quarterback in the 
country than Reggie Collier, I'd pay money 
to see him." said Southern Mississippi head 
coach Bobby Collins follovving the contest. 
"He can run like no one can." Collier, a 
junior, still has one more year to go with the 
Golden Eagles. 



Florida State's only scores came on two 
separate Williams passes; one to wide- 
receiver Dennis McKinncm late in the third 
quartar and another to sophomore reserve 
tight-end Tom Wheeler with less than two 
minutes left in the game. Both Rendina 
conversion kicks were good. 

The 58-14 loss pretty much eliminated any 
chances Florida State may have had of 
gaining a post -season bowl berth. 
Representatives from five bowi committees 
— Tangerine, Sun, Gator, Garden State and 
Hall of Fame — were in attendance and 
obviously could not have been too imprc ^ed 
with Florida State's performance. The Hall 
of Fame representative, however, said his 
committee may be interested in signmg the 
winner of the November 28 Florida ! K)rida 
Slate game for a posi-seasv)n appcaranv.e 
Other than that, though, the Semlrlole'^ 
would be lucky if they gel an invitation to 
any post-season bowl.

■Dllowiiig the lead of Florida State's women's 
crosfr-coumryteam, which qualified for Nationals 
last week, the FSU men's team scored a surprisingly 
easy fourth-place finish at the NCAA District III 
Cross-Country Championships in Greensvilte, S. 
C, thereby qualifying for the national meet next 
week. 

Led by the individual heroics of senior Herb 
Wills, who placed third overall, the men scored 133 
points. Their fourth place was the best-ever finish 
by an FSU men's team at this meet and gave the 
team the first trip to Nationals in school history. 

East Tennessee State, Clemson and Tennessee 
were the other three teams to qualify. 

**We're very pleased to have qualified for the 
national meet," said coach John Brogle. "it's what 
we've been shooting for all year." 

Although Wills placed third overall at the meet, 
he was the first American to cross the line. The first 
place finisher was Canadian, and the second was 
English. 

Wills' blistering time of 29:27 over the rolling, 
10,(KK)-metcr (6.2-mile) course at the Furman 
University golf course was easily his best clocking 
for a cross-country race and one of his best period 
(in cross-country, on the track or on the roads). 

"I pulled int(i third place between the fourth and 
fifth mile," recalled Wills, "but 1 felt real good the 
w hole way." 

I ollowing Wills across the line was senior Larry

Greene, who finished 13th. His time of 30:09 was 
nine seconds faster than last year, when he qualified 
for Nationals as an individual. 

The big surprise for the team was senior Phillip 
Rolle, who ran third for the team in only his second 
start. Rolle, who spent three years in the army after 
two years of cross-country and track in junior 
college and a year of track at FSU, returned to FSU 
last spring and went on to AU-American honors in 
the 800-meter dash. 

Last week, he ran sixth on the team at the Metro 



Conference championships, but this tmie he pulled 
out all the stops, finishuig 29th in 30:58. 

Brogle, who gambled bv putting Rt>IIc on the 
team m place of veteran senii)r John Hodge after 
Rolle had run only one mediocre race, was happy 
his risky move had paid off. 

"Phillip really came through for us," said 
Brogle. "After all, this was only his third cross- 
country race in the last five years." 

Following Rolle across the line were senior Scott 
Taylor, 42nd in 31:16; junior Ronnie Treaduay, 
46th in 31:21; and junior Marc Trigg, 52nd in 
31:30. 

Senior Doug Overfelt, usually third or fourth 
man for the team, suffered from stomach cramps 
and breathing difficulties and did not finish. 

Although Brogle was very pleased his team had 
made it to Nationals, he feels the team is capable of 
doing much better. 

*'Both Ronnie and Marc have done much better 
before this season, and Doug didn't even finish," 
he said. "Although we had some strong individual 
performances, we have still have yet to have our 
five best runners all run well together." 

The 'Noles will get one more chance to put it all 
together next Monday, Nov. 23, when they travel to 
Wichita, Kansas, for the NCAA Division 1 
National Cross-country Championships. 

The men will again be following their female 
counterparts, as the Lady 'Noles will travel to 
Pocatello, Idaho, for A/IAW national cross- 
country championships this Saturday.

Not long ago. El Salvadoran authorities asked 
Salvadoran professor ortiumanities Ricardo Bracamontes 
to accompany them to an elementary school classroom. 
Bracamontes had taught the class' instructor how to teach 
school— and the authorities hoped Bracamontes could 
identify the body. 

*'He %vas stuck to the wall by the force of the bullets," 
Bracamontes recalls. "The students were petrified. They 
couldn't leave, they couldn't move." 

BracaniDPics' Iriend was one of 290 teachers who have 
been killed in El Salvador since the ruling junta took over in 
October of 1979. His public assassination was not 
atypical— last year alone, 80 elementary or secondary 
teachers were murdered before the stunned eyes of their 
students, according to Amnesty International. 

The man's crime? He was a member of the National 
Association of Salvadoran Educators, a Salvadoran 
teacher's association working to improve conditions tor 
educators in that revolution-torn Central American 
nation. Bracamontes himself was at the time a member of 
the association, living under the same constant threat of 
death as his murdered friend.

Merger column furor drives Brickler out

Alex Brickler, Health Director of Florida A & M 
University's Health Clinic resigned from his position Oct. 
30, after being criticized by FAMU supporters about his 
Sept. 21 column printed in the Tallahassee Democrat 
entitled, "FAMU Perpetuates Inequality." 

Brickler's column questioned FAMU's future as a 
predominately black institution and suggested FAMU 
consider the advantages of merging with Florida State 
University. 

"What really happened is, because of the furor over my 
column, I thought it only courteous to let the president 
have the choice of retaining me or letting me go," said 

Brickler. 

"I offered my resignation," Brickler said. "The 
administralicMi had the option of accepting it or denying it, 
and they accepted." Brickler's resignation came after more 
than 25 years ot employment with the university. 

Brickler said he told Smith he would stay on as FAMU 
Health Director until the university found a replacement, 
but Smith suggested he should leave immediately. 

"He thought it was better that I not be there anymore," 
said Brickler. "1 am not at all sorry about what has gone on

Brickler said he knew he was dealing with an emotional 

topic when he wrote about FAMU and its future, but he 
said he did it to make FAMU's students and others think 
about the things that might happen to FAMU in the future. 

He also said he has had conversations with some students 
since his article and feels he "opened their eyes." 

Vice President for Student Affairs Timothy Langston 
said the university reached tentative agreement with a 
doctor to fill the full-time position on Friday. A name was 
not given however. 

Langston said he didn't know when the new doctor 
would start. The health director's position, meanwhile, 
remains vacant. 

Students in need of a doctor have been referred to private 
physicians, Langston said. Langston said the campus 
health clinic offers only outpatient services, and students 
often are referred to private physicians anyway. 

Arthur Collins, president of FAMU's Student 
Government Association, said SGA was circulating a 
petition as a response to students who complained about 
deficiencies in the clinic. He said Brickler's editorial did not 
affect their actions.

L ducation officials in the Southeast are 
worried about a possible shortage of black 
school teachers if blacks continue to 
perform poorly on state teacher 
certification tests. 

In Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Alabama 
and Mississippi, less than half the 
prospective black teachers passed 
standardized certification tests, and 
educators fear without a quick turnaround 
the pool of black teachers will shrink. 

"If this trend continues I don't see 
how^in the long term — school districts will 
have very effective affirmative action 
programs," said James Schott, Orange 
County school superimemient. 

The tests, which like college boards 
measure general aptitude and skills in math 
and English, were developed recently to 
counter critics who challenged the 
preparation of both black and. white public 
school teachers. 

\V hilc many educators say the tests are 
valuable, their concern is that they will have 
to recruit blacks from northeastern 
universities to fill elementary and secondary 
school teaching positions. 

In Florida last week, education officials 



announced the latest bad news — that only 
31 percent of the blacks who took the state 
teacher's exam in August passed. That 
compares with an 88 percent success rate 
among whites. 

In Georgia and Louisiana, the recent 
success rates were about 40 percent for 
blacks and 80 percent for whites, and in 
Mississippi and Alabama officials say the 
trend is the same. 

Educators say they are at a loss to 
pinpoint specific reasons for the gap, but 
most agree socioeconomic status is a major 
factor. 

Dick Majetic, an analyst with the 
Educational Testing Service, which 
administers teacher tests in several states, 
said students, **tend to do poorly on tests if 
they come from low socioeconomic 
backgrounds," which limit their range of 
opportunities and experience. 

The theory holds for both blacks and 
whites, educators say, but is particularly 
applicable to blacks since a higher 
percentage come from poor families. 

Educators suggest the disparity probably 
will continue until the last signs of 
segregation are removed from public 
Schools in the South. . .

In a joint effort culminating Saturday, the Leon County 
Sheriff ^ Department, the State Beverage Enforcement 
•\gencv, the Florida Department of Law Enforcement and 
the Tallahassee Police Department stung what they called 
!he largest gambling ring to ever operate in Florida. 

Acting on tips received several weeks ago, the four 
rL'ani/ations compared notes and set up surveillance and 
undcrc(iver activities to monitor the suspected illegal 
L'amhIinL' organization. 

"This was not your ten-dollars-a-game-type betting. 
Muliiple increments of $500 and more were made on parlay 
and pooling sheet-type gambling," said Sheriff's 
Department Major Larry Campbell, who headed the 
iincstigation. 

Lndcrcover agents staked out several area bars, where 
the bits were being made. On Saturday, James D. Lewis, of 



1405 Claude-Pichard Circle in Tallahassee, was seen 
picking up envelopes at the suspected bars. He was arrest^ 
and a search warrant was issued on his residence. 

*'Gambling paraphernalia, along with 3,000 dollars cash 
and a paper duplicating machine, was found," said 
Campbell. 

Campbell estimated the ring grossed $40,000 a week, and 
said it had been in operation since last month and possibly 
since last year. 

Arrested with Lewis was Linda Sue Henderson of the Jac 
Lyn Bar on Blairstone Rd.; Jim Gregory of the Pastime 
Tavern on Tharpe Street, and Thaxton Yancey of Yancy's 
Bar, 901 E. 9th Ave.— all on felony charges of illegal 
booking activities. 

All four are presently out on bond. 
"There were 700 bets made, and as the investigation 
continues, other arrests are expected,*' said Campbell.

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A fast buck 



While Floridians at Cape Canaveral are working to bring us in 
touch with the rest of the unverse, some industries in Florida want ro 
create a barren moonscape of their very own. And President Reagan 

may help them do it. 

In the next few weeks, Reagan administration officials will establish 
standards for strip-mining phosphate in the Osceola National Forest 
despite outcries against such devastation of federal park land from 
Florida's entire congressional delegation and Gov. Bob Graham. 

The state's two senators and 15 congressional representatives, 
acting with refreshing bipartisan unity, have asked the administration 
to prevent phosphate mining in the forest, while Florida Attorney 
General Jim Smith is prq>«ring a lawsuit in case the action is 
approved. 

And yet, it may all be for naught. 

Appealing to Interior Secretary James Watt in an effort to save the 
Osceola National Fbrest from desperation at the hands of the 
phosphate industry is tantamount to asking Maggie Thatcher for a 
donation to the IRA defense fund. It may prove to be even less 

successful. 

The Interior Department seems bent on throwing the land open to 
pillage by million dollar corporations who will do little more than rip 
from it what they need to reap a profit and then flee, no matter what 
the cost to Florida. And it will cost. Dearly. 

Arguments touting the jobs strip miners will provide are spurious, 
at best. The Florida phosphate industry is presently reeling from a 
worldwide glut, second only to the one created by OPEC. In other 
sections of the state, 495 workers have already been indefinitely laid- 
off , while 1 ,300 others are listed as temporarily laid off. 

More heinous than the less-than-pressing need for more 
phosphate— used primarily for fertilizer but also sprinkled in tooth 
paste as a whitener and as an ingredient of Coca-O^—is the 
damage that will be done not only to the National Forest but to the 
Suwanee River, which gets most of its runoff water from the 157,000 
marshy acres of the forest. 

Officials from the companies fighting for the land mining rights are 
quick to assure opponents the land will be returned to its natural 
state. Impossible. Removing an estimated 120 million tons of 
phosphate from the forest will decimate the area. No amount of 
promises will restore it and the companies certainly don't intend to. 
Why else wouki they be urging the Interior Dqxutmmt to alter rules 
requiring them to restore the lands they ravage? 

The Osceola National Forest should not be mined at all. If Interior 
Secretary Watt insists on turning the forest over to the miners, Florida 
should not hesitate to sue the federal government and fight the case 
vigorously. 

We cannot sit idly by and permit the destructive exploitation of 
resources on public lands by those who would ravage the environment 

for a fast buck.

JiU was ten years old the first time ^ was raped. 
Her step-father took her by the hand and led her 
down to the basement of their apmtmoit building. 
He told her they were gomg to play, imd took her 
under a dark staircase. 

The next time Jill was raped, she was in high 
school, in her early teens. She was out walking, 
alone, on a quiet country road. There were three of 
them. Afterwards, she said, she was afraid she 
would never stop bleeding. 

The third time someone tried to rape Jill, she was 
ready. "I was zooming on crystal meth, and I had a 
straight razor in my back pocket," she told me. 
"He showed up at the emergency room carrying it 
in his hand." 

I thought that was a little harsh, and told her so. 
Jill disagreed. 

"I did to him exactly what he was trying to do to 
me," she said. "I just did it first.** 

I haven't seen Jill in a long time. She left 
Tallahassee about three years ago, working in one 
of the booths in a traveling carnival. When I knew 
her, she worked the graveyard shift in an all-night 
diner. Before that, she was a live-in groupie for an 
up-and-coming northeast rock band, and before 
that she was a hooker in Chicago. 

Jill was, underneath her hard exterior, a kind 
person with a desperate need to be loved. She had a 
painfully poor self-image, and could never view 
herself or her sexuality as anything more than a 
commodity she would trade away in return for a 
little comfort. 

I wonder now how much of that she owes to her 
step-father, and to those three faceless strangers on 
that dark night. I wonder if she did, in fact, "get 
him before he got me.*' I wonder, sometimes, what 
it would be like to bleed for three days, not 
knowing if I would ever be whole again. 

And 1 wonder, if maybe Jill was so harsh after 
aU.

State contemplates 
new education building

The Capitol Center Planning Commission has approved a 
proposed $3()-million, 17-story building to house the 
Department of Education, but a powerful legislator said 
yesterday funds for construction are not assured. 

'*No construction money is assured at this point," House 
Appropriations Chairman Herb Morgan, D-Tallahassee, 
said. "It depends upon the economic situation. 

"We'll have to see what the priorities are and how much 
money is available," he said. 

"The need for the building is there and it stands as high 
as any other building in this category," he said, "but we'd 
need to see it against the need for prisons and other 
institutions which cannot be put off.*' 

He said although there are indications funds will be 
tighter than anticipated this year, the Legislature has not 
concluded that state office buildings are in jeopardy as 
a category . 

He pointed out that the state actually would save money 
by constructing the education building because the 
department now rents private space for an overflow of 
employees at a cost of $577,000 a year. 

**It would be cheaper over the long haul to own our own 
building,** he said, *'but if money is tight and we must cut 
back, it is s(Hnetiii^ that could be put off because we can 
con I i n u e to rent space another year or two. ' * 

This is not possible with prisons which must be specially 
constructed. 

The 1980 Legislature appropriated planning money for 
this building and a six-story, $17 million addition to a 

building housing House and Senate employees. 
The Tallafiassce Democrat reported that the planning 

commission, which must approve all construction in the 
C apilol Center, turned down preliminary plans Friday for 
the addition to the Holland oiUcQ building which would be 
built on a corner of the parkway leading to the Capitol. 

It said the commission, which can't stop construction on 
the state-owned sue but must approve any building that 
goes there, asked architects to try to redesign the building 
to leave the visia of the approach to theCapitolas open as 
possible.

If something makes you feel uneasy, she 
said, do something about it. Cross the street 
if you're in an uncomfortable neighborhood, 
Masterson recommended. Don't worry about 
feeling silly. 

**It*s not going to be silly when you're 
pulled into the bushes," she said. "You want 
your safety to be your first, your second, and 
your third priority.** 

Rape is in part a reflection of society's 
attitude toward women, Masterson said. 



Men tend to view women as second class 
citizens, and treat them accordingly. 

"Part of what rape awareness means is the 

whistle on the street and the pinch in the 
elevator are forms of rape itself." .Masterson 
said "Women are fuil-fledged, thinking 

human beings." 

In our society, women arc taught to say no 
at any cost while men are taught to push for 
sex at any cost, Masterson said. She thinks 
that is why some rapes occur. 

"I think we shcnild stop worrying about 
being real women and men and just worrv 
about being real human beings," she said 
about this typical stereotyping.

"I didn't have my guard up, so 1 said sure. When we got 
inside his apartment, I didn't even notice the first signal. He 
locked the door and went back to his bedroom to change I 
sat on the couch with a magazine and waited for him. The 
couch faced away from the bedroom— another clue— so my 
hack was to his room. He came up behind me and caught me 
around the neck by surprise. 

**That got me really angry— I said 'no, stop, if you do this 
it's going to be rape.'

Afterward, the only mark 1 had was a 
bruise on my hand where his thumb was pressing into me. I 
struggled and fought with him, but he overpowered me, even 
though he wasn't a big guy. He pinned me down. 

"When it happened, it all went so fast. I wasn't thinking 
rationally. 1 just wem into a kind of shock. 1 didn't really 
think he would hurt me more because he hadn't threatened 
me, so 1 told him to take me home. He walked me to the 
door, kissed my cheek , and said Til call you. ' 

1 didn't really realize that I'd just been raped— I was just 
numb. I took a lv»ng shower and went to bed. The next 
morning, my roommates kept asking me if 1 was okay. 1 was 
depressed, but I couldn't remember why." 

Both women credit the ilape Crisis Program with their 
post-trauma recovery. 

'*Afler you're raped," said Mary, "you need to pick up 
the pieces. The Rape Crisis Program helps you pick up the 
pieces. No woman should ever go through it hersclt. She just 
doesn't have to. If a woman doesn't deal with the rape\vhen it 
happens, she'll end up dealing with it for the rest of her life." 

They also felt the Rape Crisis Program, staffed prnuanly 
by women counselors, understood the particular needs ol 
women rape victims better — such as the desire for a female 
doctor or nurse to perform the post-assault examination. 
That examination is often referred to as "the second rape" 
when performed by brusque or insensitive male physicians. 

Amy and Mary didn't press charges against their 
assailants. Both made the mistake of washing away the only 
physical evidence of the assault. 

Neither fdt they could withstand the scrutiny of the 
courtroom with a case that was just a matter of their word 
against their assailants'. But both women fed the knowledge 
they've gained will prevent rape from happening to them 
again. 

"I'm not saying my training makes me better able to deal 
with it," said Mary. "I know sources now, though, and I 
know what makes an arrest. 1 have reduced my chances of 
bdng assmihed — I'm a low candidate for rape now because 
I don't give the rapist an opportunity. If I were caught in a 
rape situation 1 couldn't ttik ray way out of — and I think 1 
could talk my way out of most situations — I'd be more 
aware of the details, moA I woukln't wash away the i^iysical 
evidence." 

Amy feels the biggest difference since the rape is her 
acquisition of assertiveness and self-knowledge. 

"When someone rapes you, they t^e away your control. 
Until you get control back, you'll never get better. I'm in 
control now, where before I never even thought of it. I came 
out of it all a stronger person — I figure if I can make it 
through this, I can do anything. 

"The best thing that happened to me is I got the fighting 
spirit — my boyfriend is teaching me karate now. 

'*l don't knovN how long it will take mc to get over it. I 
don't mean forget it, because I'll never forget — 1 never want 
to. 

"After the rape, I thought no one would ever be able to 
love me if they knew. Now I have no doubts of my prospects 
of being loved. 1 don't blame myself, but I don't knovv if I 
could have made it alone — I needed people to get me to 
fight back."

"If the SA & O will not fund full-time positions, 
we feel they should fund the answering machine so we can 
better serve the public. Their refusal left us very 
disappointed.'* 

Newman was also disappointed when the committee asked 
the Women's Center to chose between $1,000 to fund Black 
Women's Week or the $1,000 requested to fund a concert by 
singer Theresa Trull. The Center chose to present the Black

; coffeehouses from New York to Miami. Billed as 
\j,x Dobkin, International Folksinger** she sang

,nJ moved in the same circles as soon-to-be folk greats 
V Kia and Tom Paxton, As the years slipped by. she 
J !hc manager of Greenwich Village's famous Gaslight 
had a baby girl named Adrian and, as the old story 
h;cd happily ever after. 
Well almost. 

I hat v^as all before Dobkin herself "came out" in the up- 
ja!ed version of the phrase and made musical history with 
her album. Lavender Jane Loves Women, the first lesbian 
jihum produced entirely by women. Today "Miss Alix 
Dohkin IS one of the most unabashedly proud and joyful 
icsbian performers ever to set foot on stage to the delight and 
ama/ement of audiences everywhere. Tomorow she's 
bringing her celebration to Tallahassee for a return 
engagement that promises to equal the zest and appeal of last 
\ear's performance. 

Dobkin's transition from traditional folksinger to lesbian 
performer occurred in the early 70s when the women's 
movement was rising to power and busily changing the 
course of women's lives and history. Always sensitive to the 
.[ijni?es happening around her, Dobkin began exploring 
more fully her feelings for women and the role they played in 
her life During this time she separated from her husband 
and started w riting songs which reflected the changes she was 
goini' thrtnig'ti. 

!lcr tiiM "woman's" song, "The Woman In Your Life Is 
i.ii.' IMiriravs a growing awareness and recognition of the 
power and sircnt'ths women possess within themselves. She 
sa\v of ihe experience, "The most exciting thing about 
A'diiL' this song was the realization that an unexplored 
lUiivctse o\' rieh personal experience was available to me. I 
>uspeeied 1 would come out as lesbian and was thrilled with 
Ihe prospect. The universal restrictions against expressing the 
'love thai dares not speak (or sing) its name' were lifted and 
an iiniouehed, unlimited and fabulously exciting wealth of 
material uas mine to make into music." 

H\ !^r: Dobkin had taken the plunge and was pursuing a 
ii lifestyle. She found both an audience and further 
nvpiraiion for her songs in New York City, which was 
biirNiin- vMih lesbian activity at that time; At a Women's 
Skills F esiival held by the New York City Women's Center in 
ihe spring of 1973 she met flutist Kay Gardner and began 
r rforming with her shortly thereafter for small gatherings of 
women around the city. Composed largely of lesbians and 
*omen on the verge of coming out, their audiences were 
eager to hear positive musical affirmation of their existence 
and responded enthusiastically. 

Support for their music took a financial turn when women 
*ho believed in its message offered loans and contributions 
Jo finance the production of an album. Operating on a 
budget of $3,000, Dobkin and Gardner were joined by bass 
player Patches Attom and a host of other women dedicated 
10 creating an outlet for their women-loving- women voices 
ffii oiiiih the production of Lavender Jane Loves Women. 

The release of Lavende^ Jane at the end of 1973 marked 
'c realization of a dream for Dobkin. **Lavender Jane was 
done to affirm lesbianism," she says. "I wanted to 
'"^tiuitionalize it and give women a tangible validation that 
that we are here." Distributed through the feminist

It's three o*clock on the afternoon of the big game, and 
the roads and pathways leading to Doak C ampbell Stadium 
are clogged with fans. Harried-looking cops do their best to 
contain the garnet-and-gold-garbed masses on the 
sidewalks, but are powerless to prevent the hordes spilling 
onto the roadway separating them from the stadium. If 
they don't get across that road soon, the fans know they'll 
miss the kick-off, and God help any cop who tries to stand 
in they way. 

The fans also know they outnumber the cops. The cops 
know it too, and look worried. At the first sign of a break 
in traffic, they stand out of the way. 

After all, this is football. Football is a violent game, and 
no reasonable person seriously expects to contain that 
violence to the playing field. 

On this particular afternoon, Florida State is slated to 
play the Golden Eagles of Southern Mississippi. The 'Noles 
lost the week before, to Miami, and in the process shot to 
hell any chance of a major bowl for this year. 
Representatives of the Tangerine Bowl, and a few other 
dime store post-season fests, will be watching proceedings 
from the press box. A loss to Southern Miss could mean no 
bowl game at all. No multi-miUion dollar T.V. deals. Bad 
publicity. Bad news. 

And so they come, hopeful, but prepared for the worst. 
On the alumni side, the big contributors crowd a postage- 
stamp-sized area, walled off from the prying eyes of the 
rabble, to wait for the elevator to the president's box. A 
city police officer fends off intruders as they wait, sipping 
gin-and tonics, chatting. No handbag searches for 
forbidden flasks here. 

The decorum breaks down when the elevator arrives. 
Into the tiny elevator they clambar, pressing together for 
the ride to the top. Oi^ joins them hesitantly, imagining the 
next day's news: 

"Ten persons were killed and eleven others if^jured last 
night when an elevator over-crowded with Seminole 
Boosters and Journalists crashed into the ground from 
a height of 200 feet. 

" *It wtB horrible, horrible, ' an eyewitness stdd. 'The 
cable just snapped from the weight of the car. I heard 
screams and looked over just in time to see the car hit the 
ground and explode. We were standing 20 feet away, and 
were covered in blood and gore. My girifiwnd found bone 
fragments in her hair. It was horrible. ..." 

No, don't think about it. Just climb aboard and hope for 
the best. 

This time you're lucky: the elevator shudders to a stop at 
the top of the shaft. Press box level. Best seats in the house. 
A glassed-in booth, about 60 feet long and 20 feet deep, 
housing two tiers of formica-topped tables, chairs, and a 
narrow area to move around in to the rear. As you exit the 
elevator, you notice several tables to your right laden with 
Swedish meatballs and such. Across the room sits a bar of 
sorts, behind which sits a student-type dispensing free cokes 
for the media. Nearby stands a metal cabinet containing 
hot dogs and stale sandwiches. Gratuities for the press. 
Sidle on up to the bar, boys (yes, the football press corps is 
almost exclusively male). Be our guest. 

So you grab a hot dog (journalists generally don't get 
paid much, and every little bit helps) and take your seat.

"Rape. . . was the ultimate max. ' ' 

— a convicted rapist. 

CHATTAHOOCHEE — hy do men rape'' 
Seven men sat around the table, all of them sexual 
offenders under treatment at the Florida Stale 
Hospital in Chaiiahochee. They discussed the 
motives behind their particular crimes. Each cause, 
like each individual, is different. 

The only common, underlying factor, perhaps, is 
that each man is a human being in his own right, 
each with his own needs. But because they chose to 
thrust their needs upon an unwilling victim, and 
because their needs had hurt an innocent someone, 
they are now locked behind bars, where they can 
hun no one. 

Sam is one of them. A soft-qpokcn man, Sam 
grew up in a houaelMfld of wooko. By the tine he 
was founcen. Sam found his mother and three 
sisters unbearaMy dominating and manipulative. 



"1 rebelled against them," he said. I didit'i want 
anyone, mainly women, telling me what to do." 

Sam first raped a woman when he was sixteen, 
still in high school, a virgin. **I just wanted my 

sexual desires satisfied," he said. 

He walked up to a girl he had taken a few classes 
with and asked her if she wanted to have sex. 

"I was surprised at myself. She hesitated, then 
said yes.** 

By the time she changed her mincj, it was too laie

Sam. "Her feelings didn't matter.'*

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Count y appoints committee to study tree removal row

Most of the groups interested in the tree 
issue got a piece of the action yesterday when 
ihe Lev)n C ountv ( ommission appv)intcd a 
**divcrse" grv)up o\ seven county residents to 
a committee tv) advise the commission on 
revising' its tree ordinance. 

"I think the committee is outstanding," 
said commissioner Gayle Nelson. "It 
represents almost all segments of the 
community." 

**The committee is certainly well- 
balanced," said commission chairperson Jim 
Crews, who said he had been afraid that the 
committee might be dominated by building 
interests. 

The decision to form the committee came 
after members of Tree Watch, a local tree 
preservation group, complained the county's 
existing tree removal ordinance, was 
^inadequate** and **outdated.** 

Tree Watch leaders have devek>ped their 
own proposal for a new ordinance, which 
they feel wo^ld greatly strengthen the costing 
ordinance by enlarging the county's 
protective umbrella to include smaller trees 
and providing for stricter enforcement of tree 
regulations. 

Appointed to the committee by the 
individual commissioners were Richard 
Rubino, the Florida State University urban 



and regional planning professor who co- 
founded Tree Watch; J.T. Williams, a local 
builder and accountant who helped develop 
the Kiilearn Estates subdivision; Howard 
Pardue, vice-president of Tallahassee's 
C ouncil of Neighborhood Associations; 
Charles Salter, a local forester who helped 
de\ elop the 1973 county tree ordinance about 
which Tree Watch members have been 
complaining; Bob Rhodes, an environmental 
engineer who works for the Tallahassee-Leon 
County Planning Development. 

The commission as a whole also appointed 
two consensus members to the committee — 
Sylvia Jordan, executive administrator of the 
Tallahassee Builders* Association; and 
Broward Davis, a local developer often cast 
as the spokesperson for the building 
community in Tallahassee. 

The appointment of the consensus 
members prompted some contention within 
the commission. Two commissioners — 
Crews and Nelson — wanted to appoint 
Tallahassee Garden Club representative Jane 
Price in lieu of Jordan. 

"I am sure Broward Davis would serve as 
an adequate spokesman for the builders on 
the committee," said Crews. **And the 
garden club would offer a neutral element to 
the committee.'.' 

*'In setting up the committee, I think we 
slK>uld be looking to include as many sectors 



of the community as possible," added 
Nelson. 

But Commissioners Doug Nichols and Lee 
Vause, both developers, wanted more 
builders on the committee, and commissioner 
Bob Henderson turned the tide their way. 

"I'm concerned that if we don't ^ve the 
developers adequate representation on the 
committee we won't get their support," said 
Henderson. "And we need their 
cooperation." 

The commissioners appointed Salter acting 
chairperson of the committee, but instructed 
the gr<Hip to come up. with its own permanent 
chair. 

The commission has asked to the study 
group to examine the existing tree removal 
and landscape ordinances for any problems; 
look at the Tree Watch ordinance and any 
other alternative proposals; and check for 
ways to improve enforcement of any 
ordinances. 

The committee is to appear before the 
commission at next week's meeting and have 
its own findings ready by Jan 13. 

In other business, the commissioners 
further discussed current staff proposals for 
a new storm water management ordinance 
and approved minor changes to it. County 
staff should have the final draft, which will 
go to public hearing in January, ready by 
next week.

Anderson will deliver tonight at 8 in Ruby 
Diamond Auditorium. 

Anderson, you may or may not recall, 
was the media darling of the 1980 
presidential campaign. 

Claiming to present an alternative to the 
tired old drabness of the two party system, 
Anderson bolted from the Republican 
Party to run as an independent. Drawing 
support primarily from younger voters, 
Anderson finished a distant third behind 



Jimmy Carter and winner Ronald Reagan. 

Before gaining national attention with his 
bid for the presidency, Anderson was a 
little known congressman from Illinois. 

During his race, Anderson came under 
frequent fire for being a **born again 
liberal." His detractors charged Anderson 
was merely adopting a liberal pose because 
it seemed a politically expedient way of 
gaining entrance into the White House. 

To back their claims, they pointed out 
that while in Congress, Anderson spoke out 
againse the Consumer Protection Agency, 
introduced a bill that would recognize Jesus 



Christ as the leader of mankind, and 
seconded the nomination of Richard M. 
Nixon for the Nobel Peace Prize in 197 1 . 

Admitting to having been a conservative 
at one time, Anderson spoke of having had 
a change of heart and policies. 

Anderson was also ^t one time a member 
of the Tri-Lateral Commission, founded by 
the Rockefeller Foundation to bring foreign 
policy advisors from China, the Soviet 
Union, and the United States together for 
discussion. Other people who have served 
on the Conunission include George Bush, 
Jimmy Carter, and Henry Kissinger.

oppression has intensified until it has 
reached the point where It can no longer be 
tolerated. This picture of oppression is 
increased by the United State's military aid 
to the junta." 

That military aid — abcnit $1^1 milfion in 
the last two years — is the only thing that 
has prevented a military victory by the 
forces revolting in El Salvador. Those 
forces, Bracamontes and other experts have 
e^imated, include about 80 percent of the 
country's population. That wide popular 
support, Bracamontes said, will eventually 
insure a victory for the people. 

**It is a just and honest movement," 
Bracamontes said. "It has its roots in the 
people and that's why it is indestructable. 
The only thing the L'nited States can do is 
delay the victory of the people — they can 
never stop it." 

Bracamontes is a representative of the 
National .Association of Salvadoran 
Educators, a 19.eXX) member teachers' 
union. The association, which also claims 
the support ot about 24,000 students, was 
originally formed to impro\e conditions for 
the nation's educators. But as conditions in 
vador worsened, the union became more 
. in 1990, they joined the FDR, the 
trom leading the revoimion. 
Bracamontes was, understandably, 
Pwtkularly concerned with the problems of 



educators in his nation. Teachers at 
Catholica University, where he taught 
Humanities, operate under a constant 
threat — since the junta took power, five 
bon^ have exploded on the campus. 

Lower levd schools have not fared mudi 
better. Only 40 percent of the nation's 
primary schools are still operating. 
Teachers are increasingly the targets for 
right-wing assasination squads — 290 
teachers have been shot in the last two 
years, he said, most of them were in front 
of their classes at the time. Bracamontes 
himself was greeted at his teachers* college 
by an army tank the first day he came to 
work; the first of many death threats came 
that same afternoon. 

Teachers in El Salvador now have special 
roles, Bracamontes said. In refugee camps 

— there are an estimated 100,000 
Salvadoran refugees in Central America 
neighbors, another 80,000 in Salvador itself 

— refugee educators are teaching reading 
and writing to the illiterate poor. In the 
cities, where schools are open only to those 
who can afford them, the former teachers 
have learned new fields of instruction. 

"They teach the children how to take 
care of themselves against the bombings," 
Bracamontes said. 

"It is important for (the Ameircan 
public) to know that international support 
is fundamental to the struggle," 
Bracamontes said.

Kellum changes keys

A positive step towards better security has been taken in 

Kcllum Hall. 

After the theft of a Resident Assistant's keys there 
approximately tour weeks ago, the locks in Kelliim are 
beini: rekeyed. The rekeyine began on November 5, 
ik\(Mdring to the Division of Student Affairs, Resident 
'^!udem De\elopment. 

Slierrill Ragans, Director of University Housing, said the 
process will take several weeks and cost several thousand 
dollars. T he exact cost will depend on the amount of time 
•iiKl labor inv oKed. 

I lie money will come from housing fees. It will not, 
hin\e\er, lead to an increase in the residents' rent, 
aeeording to Ragans. 

"It will have an impact on our (the Housing 
Hcpartinent's) ability to do other things, such as paint the 
ivHMiis." she said. 

According to Ragans. the stolen keys were used only for 
tlic purpose of a prank. 

"We were hopeful that the keys would be returned," she 
^aid. **but since they haven't it has become an expensive 
prank." 

The students in Kelluin have been cooperative during the 
rekeying process, although it has been an inconvenience for 
them, said Ragans. The rekeying process requires the 
students to exchange their keys for new ones after the tocks 
have been rekeyed. 

"The university feels that this is a serious issue and 
should not be treated as a prank," said Ragans. 

Ragans also said dorm residents must assume more 
responsibility for their own security. That is espedally 
important in regards to admitting people that they do not 
know into residence halls, she said.

Columns of figures are seldom interesting. News stories filled with 
statistics are easily glossed over, or ignored completely. That's why 
we've compiled this short list of important points learned while 
researching this week's five part series on rape. 

•They are both interesting and terribly frightening. 

•One out of three women will be raped in her lifetime, according to 
Federal Bureau ot Investigation statistics. 

• I \cry hour and a half, a woman is raped in Florida, according to 
the Department ot Law Fnforcement. 

•Tallahassee has the third highest per capita rape rate in the nation, 
according to national crime study figures. 

•One out of every four men will commit a date association rape in 
his lifetime, according to an East Carolina University study. 

•The youngest reported rape victim was two-months-old; the 
oldest, 91 -years-old, according to the Tallahassee Pc^ice Department 
Stop Rape handbocHc. 

•More than 50 percent of the rapes committed are done by someone 
the victim knows, according to Rape Crisis Program data. 

•Fifty to 90 percent of the rapes committed never get reported, the 
same materials note. 

•One-third of all rapes are committed by two or more assailants. 
Rape Crisis Program booklets point out. 

• • • 

Short and simple, those are the facts. If they ended there, they would 
almost be easy to overlook. But they don't. They represent human 
beings. Shattered human lives. 

People like your sister. Your mother. Even your grandmother. 
Brutally dented control of their own bodies. Physically and mentally 
raped. 

It's not so easy to overlook when presented like that, is it? 



Rickover and Reagan 

After 59 years, it's finally over. 

Admiral Hyman G. Rickover, 81, has been forced into retirement 
from the U.S. Navy by Ronald Reagan. Since 1964, Rickover has 
received special two-year extensions allowing him to continue to serve 
his country. That will end, along with his career, on Jan. 31. 

Whether you lik or dislike Rickover, you have to give him credit. He 
is a feisty man, unafraid to speak his mind. Rickover was the one who 
called the Pentagon ''constipated." He also criticzed the PTA and 
the U.S. education system. 

A 1922 graduate of the Naval Academy (where his picture was 
placed on a special perforated page in the yearbook so it could be 
easily removed by those wishing to forget their Jewish classmate) 
Rickover engaged in a constant battle with the rest of tk» Navy. In 
fact, he would have been retired in long ago had it not been few 
congressional sui:4)ort . 

Now, at Reagan's insistence, a long, distinguished career comes to a 
close. We think the president should be careful, however. After all, 
Reagan, at 70, would himself be forced into retirement by many places 
of anployment.

Victims of rape never stop coping. 
Yesterday morning when I got into the office, I 
was met with the news that one of the rape victims 
I'd interviewed for yesterday's article had called 
because of some problems she had with the way I 
put the article together. 

It turned out she wasn't mad because of any 
untruths or mistakes. She was trying to cope with her 
feelings of misrepresentation. 

She was mad because she thought I'd made the 
actual assault too melodramatic. She felt by 
emphasizing the rape situation itself I was 
sensationalizing the event, and I wasn't giving a 
full account of the recovery process a rape victim 
goes through, or the myriad problems a victim 
encounters in the recovery process. 

She was right on that count. I did emphasize the 
rape itself. My aim, however, was not 
sensationalism. I wanted to show women that rape 
occurs in the most innocuous situations, when they 
are least on their guard. I wanted to dispel the myth 
that rapists are strangers — because in over 50 
percent of reported rape cases, they are people the 
victim knows. I wanted to dwell on the details so 
any woman who read them would never again be 
off guard — anywhere. 
That's not i>aranoia — that's reality. 
When I was almost assaulted this summer, 1 
thought I had survived the quintessential attack. I 
was hiring in the student ghettoes off Tennessee 
Street^ and Fd left my house after a fight in a rage. 
Fights atwBys leave me with an insatiable desire to 
walk ~ as far and as fast as possible. I took off 
down my street and soon heard footsteps behind 
me. 

I turned around and saw a man walking bdnnd 
me. He made nie vaguely uncomfortable, so I 
started to run toward the end of the street, where 
Tennessee Street's bright lights were. He started to 
run at the same time, and I turned around just in 
time to meet him face to face. 

He was shorter than I was and of slight build. He 
was wearing a yellow windbreaker and had one 
hand in his pocket, pointed at me like a gun. 

"Get over in those bushes or Til blow your 
fuckin' head off," he said nervously. 

I grabbed the pocket that looked hke a gun to see 
if it was. Amazingly enough, it was just his finger. 
It seemed like I was his first — he was pretty 
nervous. 

As soon as I realized he didn't have a weapon, I 
started to talk fast. "You don't want to mess with 
me. because my friend is waiting for me right on 
Tennessee Street and if I scream, he'll come 
runnmg and then you'll be rea/iy sorry." Panic is 
devoid of style. I must have read that line in an Old 
Hardy Boys adventure. It didn't phase him much 
either - he just kept repeating his threat and tried 
to drag me toward the bushes. 

1 was pulling out toward Tennessee Street with

I told him I was fine, didn't need tlic poL. i j 
just wanted to get to a friend's house.

After I steeped myself in the material on rape. I 
learned that my situation this past sunimcr wav 
anything but typical. I was e\trcinci\ liick\ \o have 
encountered a nervouse male o\ cgiial sircriiiih 
without a weapon. I was also cxiremcK ln^k. 
have known from the start thai I was iii an a^viul! 
situation. Most women who are raped never hau- 
those advantages. 

The statistic that shocked me the most v\as tha' 
over 50 percent of the rapes that occur take plau 
between acquaintances. I riends. Add to that the 
statistic that says anywhere bet\^een .^0 and 9(t 
percent of the rapes that occur go unreported and 
you have some idea of the magnitude ot the 
situation. 

I was misled, as are most I assume. ini<^ ihinkint: 
rape was simply a crime of emoiionall) unvijblc 
men against women as an act of power. 1 didn't 
know anything about acquaintance rape. 

When both of the victims I contacted turned out 
to be victims of acquaintance rape, 1 saw rape in a 
different light. One of the victims put me in touch 
with a woman who had done extensive research in 
the field of male sexual aggression. She told 
that sociologists were just beginning to realize that 
rape was not exclusively a crime of power - but 
that through their studies on college campuses, they 
were beginning to realize rape is often the use of 
power to get sex. 

That remarkable revelation goes against 
everything the handbooks on rape say They tell 
women it's a case of an emotionally unstable male 
trying to overpower them through violence - 
for sex, but for power and control. 

Although that may be true much of the fim*- 
over half of the time, its dead wrong. Over half ol 
the time, a man uses power to get sex from a 
woman he knows — slightly or intimately. 

My point is that women who arc assaulted by 
strangers or distant acquaintances may recognise 
their assault as rape — but the wofncn with feeling 
toward their assailant may not. And thev are the 
ones who will suffer the silent guilt and pam o 
thinking they deserve to have no cor :r a 
relinquishment of control and choice is just pan o 
the battle of the sexes. , 

These women are the ones 1 really hurt m 
They've been brainwashed too well. 
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It isn't always a stranger, sometimes it's a good friend

Karen vvoke up and began the usual ritual of preparing 
ht.Tself for school. This could be like any other depressing 
Monday, except for one horrifying fact. On this certain 
. lUnd Karen became one more statistic on the raismg 
percentage of social rape. 

"I v^oke up the next morning feeling disgusted with 
r',\Nclf," said Karen (not her real name). "I forced myself 
tn eci ready for school, knowing if I didn't I would lav in 
Kd and mope for the rest of my life. I felt terribiy empty, 
v^annng to tell somebodv, but knowing that even the closest 
of friends v\ouldn't understand." 

Karen's story is especially terrifying because her assailant 
\sa-> not a dark figure on a lonely street corner. Karen's 
assailant v\as a friend, someone she had grown up with. 

"I would have rather been raped and beaten brutally and 
lett alone with the assurance that I would never see my 
assailant again." she said. 

But Karen has to relive her rape every day. The man who 
raped her lives a few houses down the street from her, 
o>tnes from her home town and even belongs to the same 
fraternity as her boyfriend. 

Mark (as we will call him) asked Karen to go with him to 
get some drinks at a local bar. Karen had gone out with 
Mark before, and because he'd never made any sexual 
advances toward her, saw no reason not to do so again. 

"Mark was so trustworthy that even my possessive 
boyfriend didn't mind me going out with him on occasion. 
1 always had a good time with him. He was always easy to 
talk to and very polite. When we went out that night, 
perhaps we got a little drunk, but that was not unusual.'* 

According to Karen, once they left the bar they went to 
Mark's house to pick up an album Karen had asked to 
borrow.

continued our conversation. When Mark tried to kiss me I 
was so shocked that I didn't knou how to react. I asked 
him to stop and was horrfied when he wouldn't. He is over 
a foot taller than me and almost twice my weight. I never 
realized hou strong he was though He forced me down and 
I didn't know what to dcr It he was a Ntranger 1 would have 
kicked him in the balls or poked him in the eyes, but with 
Mark, although I felt no attraction to him at all. I couldn't 
bring myself to do that. Maybe it was the alcohol or mavbe ■ 
it was the shock, but one thing was for sure. I didn't want 
him to even touch me and 1 felt 1 could do nothing about 
it." 

After the rape, Karen grabbed her purse and ran home. 

"Mark called me moments later, wanting to know if 1 
was alright. 1 tried to explain to him what he had done, but 
he obviously was trying to change the scene. He said that 
what happened was natural, and he wished 1 had stayed the 
night. I was disgusted but 1 also felt sorry for him when I 
realized just how sick he was." 

The most frightening aspect of social rape is the 
aftermath Karen and others like her have to deal with 
feelings of sympathy for their assailants, mixed with the 
uncertainty that perhaps they, the victim, actually 
provoked the rape or in some way owed sex to their 
assailant. 

"It's a very stupid thought, but I couldn't help thinking 
what a friend once told me," said Karen. "She sud that if a 
man buys a woman a few drinks and is poKte to her there's 



should expect a few objecikms Imi e%Yry^ody kmom% %\m a 
woman wants to be forced into it anyway. 

"I realize now thai «ihai happened lo me folkmi rmf 
defmiton of rape. But I still haven*i told the polke. my 
boyfriend, parents cw e%en some of m\ vii>^eM friend* I 
knew what they might think, and ai the iime I couldn't 
handle any more mind games." 

According to Karen, she still sees Mark on almcxst a daily

I had a 
problem with that for a long time afterwards. It just means 
they should realize they don't have to fall into vulnerable 
stereotypes." 

Many women have been taught vulnerability makes 
women attractive to men. Sexual icons like Marilyn 
Monroe exemplify a lost invindbility. Maybe Monroe's 
sense of lost strength began when she was raped, at age 
nine, by her adoptive father. 

Women must reattze their bodies are not to be used as a 
means for sex, but rather as an act of love. And rape has

Providing support for 
rape victims, friends

Rape victims don't have to be alone. Several local agencies 
offer programs for rape victims, and representatives from 
some of those agencies formed a panel last night to discuss 
how the community can aid rape victims and their families 
after a sexual assault . 

Gail Dixon, trom the Rape Crisis Program of the refuge 
Hou.se discussed her organization's dealings with victims and 
their immediate needs. According to Dixon, most rape 
victims are first referred to the Refuge House by other 
organizations. 

"Our main concern is providing initial support and 
concentrating on what the individual victim needs," said 
Dixon. "Since we have no legal responsibilities, we can give 
all our energies to the victim and advocate their needs." 

Tricia Mann, of Apalachee Adult Services, said her 
program provides counseling after the victim had already 
dealt with the initial shock of the rape. One immediate 
service of fered by the Adult Service is a residence where rape 
victnnscan stay temporarily, and where counseling is always 
avaibMe if the victims feel they need help. 

Jackie Simpson, of Parents Anonymous, discussed the 
rdalioiisliip between child abuse and rape. Simpson said 
many child abusers come from an atmosphere of sexual 
abuse or have histories of misplaced violence or rape. 

Steve Zahn represented both the Florida State Mental 
Hcahh Center and his own private psychological practice. 
Zahn said the Mental Health Center has dealt with rape 
victims before, although they often refer the vktuns to more 
specialized organizations. 

Zahn also explained how he used hypnosis in his private 
practice to help women control feelings of intense panic and 
fear common to rape victims. Zahn said post-hypnotic 
suggestions can comfort rape victims against recurrent panic. 
The idea is to initiate some phvsical gesture, like crossing the 
Tmgcrs, to relax the victim mentally. Zahn stressed, however, 
the method is used not a> an excuse to delay dealing with 
psvchological trauma, but rather to help the victim put the 
problem in proper perspective. 

Tern Buhner, representing the Victim's Witness Assistance 
Unit, explained the methods the unit used to deal with legal 
aspects of sexual battery. The unit helps the victim better 
understand the judicial system, and representatives trom the 
out appear with the victim in court and through all court 
procedures. 

Cathy Durien discussed the Women's Growth program, 
which deals mainly with women whose life's were ruled by 
akoliol. Durien said many women use alcohol to deal with 
inccstiious relationships or rape.

As Rusiy's marital problems intensified, he turned to T.\ . 
and detect ive magazines, and began to fantaNi/e about rape. 

Driving down a South Florida freeway in his deliverv truck 
early one afternoon. Rusty picked up a hitchhiking woman 
wearing terry cloth shorts. "I started talking about drugs. I 
manipulated the conversation and built up her confidence in 
me. 

•*I went into a Howard Johnson's parking lot and told her 
I was making a delivery. 1 ran up behind her and grabbed her 
around the neck. 1 had read and fantasized about a particular 
detective story. It was the same thing. 1 raped her; she didn't 
fieht back. 

"Afterwards, when she started crying, she broke the 
fantasy. I started to feel guilty." 

About a month later. Rusty 's wife told him she was leaving 
him. Rusty went out driving. He saw a woman in shorts 
bending over her immobilized car. 

"At that moment my mind started clicking. I started 
fantasizing, wondering how I could rape her.** 

Rusty talked the woman into coming with him on the 
pretense of getting help. Like the first time, he manipulated 
the conversation to build the woman's confidence in him. 

"I talked to her, told her I owned a shop up the road and 
that we could call for help," he said. "I drove her to a vacant 
lot. She struggled, and I raped her. I just wanted to be in 
control. The purpose was to prove that I was a man." 

Why do men rape? For many of these men, rape was the 
ultimate act of power. Their feelings of inadequacy, rejection 
and frustration over their own lives had built up to the point 
that they believed rape was the only outlet for which they 
could assert themselves as men. Most felt mentally raped by 
the women they had known. Through humiliation, through 
feelings of sexual inadequacy, through loss of the control 
they had been taught men should enjoy. 

**I was looking for a way to punish all the other women 
in my life that had humiliated me,** said one. 

**She hadn't raped me but she had humiliated me 
sexually,'* said another. And in a society which values 
agressive men and passive women, where machismo is 
equated with sexual prowess, sexual humiliation can be the 
ultimate k>ss of power. For the men in the Chattalioochee 
program, rape was an attempt to restore that power. 

**I was trying to make somebody feel what I was feeling," 
one of the men said. **In a way, that's getting back. And in a 
way, it was satisfying." 
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When these men rape, they don't rape a person. They rape 
an object. **None of us were looking out for our victims," 
said Dan, a multiple offender. "You use them as objects." 

Dan broke into a house and raped a woman. He knew the 
woman's babysitter, and after the rape, he asked the 
babysitter about the woman. 



"She told me that the woman was s.ared of eve- 
Her husband had left her. He wanted a divorce. I wj; 
kill mvself." 

Although the men said thev didn't ihmk ot the 
while they were raping them, thev admitted to scriv 
which sometimes humanized thier object -v ictims f\- r 
it was tears. If his victim started crving. he N.i 
immediatelv broke his fantasy ann brought huv ■ .

All of the men adv ised women against struggling with 
attackers. Dan said a failed attempt to pick up a woma; 
bar so humiliated and angered him that he left and gra!

"The girl I grabbed made me feel not humiliaicJ !• 
had struggled, she could have had her ass killed. I u.i 
angry, 1 don't know w hat I could've done. "'

All the men said when they committed their crimes, the 
consequences of arrest never entered their minds. 

"When you rape," said Dan, "there's no respect tor 
anything, not even yourself." 

If a man is going to rape there is little anyone can do abv>ut 

it. 

"I was driving down the street in broad daylight and I 
dammed on the brakes, jumped out and grabbed a woman. " 
said Dan. Women, the men warned, should take care nv>i to 
leave thoBsdves open to attack. Vidnerability is the key 
word. 

Potential rapists seek out'women who are vulnerable to 
attack. They scrutinize the way a potential victim walks, or 
where she is walking; if she is alone or with a group ot 
people. But the best protection is awareness, awareness ot 
the circimistances surroimding you. It is an awareness thai 
does not have to stem from paranoia. 

"They should try to talk to the guy first, but don i irv to 
humiliate him," one of the men advised. "And if he s g»)ng 
to rape them, then they shouldn't struggle. Thev has >

There is more than one victim in a rape

"There are two victims in a rape — the vktim, and the 
person closest to her. ** 

—anonymom boyfriend of a rape victim 
That can easily be overlooked in the chaotic aftermath of a 
sexual assault. Law enforcement agencies, the media and 

"^ven some counselors tend to focus on the person most 
directly affected by the rape — the victim. 

But for every person who falls victim to rape, there is a 
relative, a lover, or a friend who also must learn to deal with 
the sudden and drastic changes that have been forced on a 
loved one. 

John (not his real name) is a student at Florida State 
University. In March of thi<; year, his girlfriend, also a 
student, was attacked and raped by two black males. 
Suddenly, a relationship he treasured was drastically changed 
by forces he could not control. 

"When 1 first heard about it I was outraged," John 
remembers. "I went out to search the area — thank God 1 
didn't find any black men — 1 don't know what 1 would have 
done.'* 

When his anger faded, John found himself faced with a far 
more delicate problem. He wanted only to be able to comfort 
his girlfriend, and she did not want to be touched. 

"Touching her on the shoulder just sent her into shock. 1 
dkln't know what to do. You could stop any comforting, any 



cuddling, but I didn't want her to think she had also lost 
someone she loved," he said. 

"She went through five or six bottles of Black Jack 
(I>aniers whiskey) in the next few days, trying to drov^n it 
away. And I couldn't bimne her," said John. 

They never reported the incident to the police, and the 
woman chose not to ten her parents. She has since dropped 
out of school and returned to their home town. John still sees 
her when he goes home, but, because of the rape, ihcir 
romantic relatiotiship has ended. 

The tragedy changed both of their lives, and John hopes 
some of the thing he learned can help other friends ol vuiiin^ 
deal with their situations. 

■"When it first occurs, you have to let her know you're 
there. And keep telling her. Try strongly, verbally, to lei her 
know she is still cared about, and that what happened has not 
changed her," John said. 

"If you do resume sexual acts, you have to kind of svMt^h 
roles.

above and beyond negative attitudes about becoming nuclear 
cannon fodder. With the notable exception of Fran Je ( w hich 
is not a member of NATO but is the strongest supporter of 
NATO's nuclear strategy), continental Europeans have no 
nuclear weapons of their own. The nuclear chess game i> not 
their game, even if it's being played on their turf. They see 
themselves as pawns of the nuclear superpowers, and 
increasingly they are demanding to be their own kings. 

After 37 years of postwar inferiority, they are beginning t o 
recognize — as the French did 15 years ago — that Europe 
can and should make its voice heard; that its own unique 
perspective on the battle of the nuclear titans may offer the 
only escape route from unwinnable nuclear war. The recent 
decision to establish a European military affairs conunittee 
within the European Economic Conununity — without U.S. 
or Soviet input — represenu a bold, perhaps historic, step in 
this direction. 

This movement toward an unfettered Europe that is 
neither neutral nor a mere American pawn inspires the amti- 
nuclear activists with a kind of positivism and idealism that 
characterized the mass youth movement and anti-war 
movement in the United States in the 1960s. It lends the 
protests a degree of legitimacy and the sense that something 
actually can be accomplished. There probably is no 
comparable spirit moving Americans today, and until there 
is, there is not apt to be an effective anti-nuclear weapons 
lobby. 

Finally, it appears that the European demonstrators 
represent a genuinely grass-roots movement, one that has 
grown to overwhelm the political elite — just as the U.S. 
anti-war movement eventually overtook and converted key 
political figures in Congress. This conversion of the elite no 
doubt has been easier in Europe, where politicians and 
businessmen have been more acutely aware of, and grateful 
for, the tangible fruits of detente than their U.S. 
counterparts. Those fruits have withered on the vine in recent 
years, and the movement toward a more European Europe 
represents, in part, an effort to restore a healthy climate for 
detente. 

The American peace movement, on the other hand, 
presently has too much of the character of an elite trying to 
stir up the masses, so far with relatively little effect. 

StiU, this is not to suggest the White House and the 
Pentagon are absolutely secure from the waves of the 
European tempest. Significantly, a number of |H-Qgressive 
U.S. foundations are beginuin^ to look at the peace issue as 
one in which they may exert some dear mfluence ~ ui^e 
the more murky waters of urban poverty or crime. Churches 
are increasingly active in protest organization. And 
universities all over the country are establishing new peace 
research centers in the way that ethnic studies programs arose 
in the '60s and '705 

With the churches* organizing talents, with the 
foundations' money and with academia's stamp of approval, 
the peace issue just might become both respectable and 
powerful on this side of the Atlantic. 

All that remains is to fmd a single, galvanizing objective — 
something that is practical and obtainable and that directly 
affects a broad spectrum of the American people. Something 
Uke the draft, perhaps, or direct military intervention in 
some Latin American or Mideast hot spot. Europeans have 
such a cause in the NATO plan to deploy new nuclear 
missiles in their back yards. So far, Americans don't. 

Until they do, it remains unlikely that the tumult in 
European cities will resound with anythmg more than a 
hollow c.ho in America.

The big national joke these days centers 
around Northwestern University, which 
holds the distinction ot losing more football 
games consecutively than any college team 
in history. In a wav, it is kind/^f amusing to 
watch f-SPN on a Saturday afternoon to 
find out w hich team gets a day off in what is 
considered a practice session with the 
hapless Wildcats. (Housecals would be 
more appropriate. ) 

But what is disturbing about 
Northwestern 's gridiron goofups is that it 
shows some people judge entire colleges on 
the performance of a team of oxen in 
football uniforms. 

FSU professor Leo Sandon directs an 
American Studies class examining the 
phenomenon of big-time sports in America 
and the attitudes of its spectators. In one of 
a series of lectures he presents a chilling 
argument that sports in America are treated 
as religious rites. Football, I think, mort 
than any other sport exemplifies Sandon's 
conclusions. 

Football as religion? Many people would 
agree. "Shoot, yeah," says one beery guy 
wearing a Georgia Dawg T-shirt that I 
encountered on the Tennessee Street Strip. 
"Look at how them Catholics get all fired 
up over Notre Dame. " 

A religious school would naturally stand 
out in the football/religion analogy, but 
most collejge teams, and probably all 
professional teams, also stand out as 
examples. 

Ha\c vou taken a good look at Campbell 
Stadium crowds? Windbreaker jackets 
and beehive hair-dos are evident as far as 
the eye can see, almost as if they were 
some sort of sacred garb. Then there is the 
ct>mmunal offering, by which I mean the 
bottles of Southern Comfort brought in to 
celebrate the spirit of joyous rapture 
induced bv watching chemically-numbed 
genetic mutants named Billy Joe slam into 
one another. 

Northwestern crowds don't partake of 
the football rites out of joy or celebration. 
They consider a game a form of penance 
imposed on them for their transgressions. 

But it is silly to judge a university by its 
football team. College football has long 
been a haven for oversized remedial 
learners who have no business anywhere 
near an institution of higher learning which 
(no kidding) b what collet is supposed to 
be. 

So Northwestern has a lousy team. Big 
deal. It ako has programs in journalism and 
theater that are nationally ranked with the 
best. What's more important, academic 
rankings or football rankings? 

The major argument for big-time college 
football IS the amount of money it raises fbr 
the school. Tm not sure how much it raises 
for the university, but it certainly raises a 
hell of a lot for the athletic department. 
And how much of that football money goes 
into athletic programs such as women's 
teams.' Compared to the amount reinvested 
in the football team to make it bigger and 
more appealing to the humble pilgrims in 
their \\ innebagcx-s and the dispensers of 
iwiwork TV contracts, not very much.

Another argument is that developing a 
winning gridiron tradition draws more 
prospective students. There is no denying 
that — just take a look in the jump in 
student population since His Revered 
Holiness St. Bobby came down from the 
right hand of the Lord to guide a spiritual 
reawakening in multitudes of born-again 
Seminole fans. However, if people would 
choose the venue of their education on the 
basis of a game played by well-taken-care- 
of semi-students, they are playing with a 
short a short deck themselves. 

I am proud to say that in my three falls 
here L have never once paid to see a football 
game. Tve been to plenty of games as a 
soft-drink vendor, though, allowing the 
trickle-down theory of football finance to 
put some bucks in my pocket. While I*m on 
this subject, Fd like to thank all you 
instigators of Coke fights who may be 
reading this. 

While other caustically chastize such 
immature behavior, I would like to inform 
you that I am grateful you bought those 
Cokes from me in your attempts to . 
. stockpile an arsenal as a futile attanpt to 
reach a deterrance of hostilities thorugh 
Coca-Cola superiority. The more Cokes 
that were launched to their strike zones 
(namely, some Greek's Izod shirt), the 
more 1 sold to those planning retaliatory 
Strikes. The Greeks went" home with' sticky, 
syrupy matted hair; I went home with a 
fatter wallet. 

Now, back to the point. Let's end the 
charade of "amateur" athletics. College 
football teams are the unofficial farm clubs 
of the pros. I et's make them official minor 
league franchises. The pro teams can bid 
for which of them gets the rights to nurtupe 
prospective talent at specific schools. 
College players will benefit by having a 
better shot at the NFL, which is the only 
reason they participate in this punishing 
regimen anyway. And those who can't 
make it in the pros won't find themselves 
untrained, uneducated and unemployed at 
22; they can keep on playing college, much 
in the same way that baseball players make 
carees out of the minor leagues. 

Universities themselves will benefit from 
such an arrangement. With NFL teams 
picking up some of the team's budget, 
university funds can be channelled to other 
areas -which help a greater number of 
students. Student Government budgets 
won't have to include a monetary tribute to 
the athletic department; they can fritter our 
tuition away on projects closer to us, the 
stu€ients. 

It is clearly ridiculous to judge a 
univefsity on its football team. The two 
institutions have practically nothing to do 
with one another. When I'm home during 
breaks and someone finds cmt I attend 
FSU, they will invariably remark, **So, 
you ' re a Seminole, huh?" 

* Hell no, I'm not a Seminole," I 
mvanably tell them. "Fm a Student at 
Florida State."

Education Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington doesn't concede any cut in the 
education budget is absolutely necessary, but 
public schools must absorb their share if 
reductions are forced by a slowdown in the 
aonomy, he said yesterday. 

Gov. Bob Graham has asked universities 
and community colleges to take a $22 million 
cut as part of his proposal to shave $56 
million off state spending this fiscal year. 

With a rainy day surplus of $420 million 
banked in a working capifal fund, Turlington 
and some others aren't convinced officials 
should start belt tightening at this time. But 
Graham fears the situation may worsen next 
vcar and wants to hold on to the cash reserve. 

In midnight and early morning staff 
meetings, sandwiched in between out-of- 
lown meetings in Portland, Ore., and 
DavivMia Beach, Turlington agreed 
' icnidiixciy" to go along. But he modified 
Cirahanrs propv^sai by splitting the reduction 
aiiuniL' all ihree segments of education. 

He tashioned a modified proposal to have 
kiikkruancn through 12th grade take a 2% 
cm. cv)mmunity colleges 1.9"7o and 
iinuersities 2.1<^o. In dollars, that would 
round out to S6.I million for K-12, $5.3 
million for community colleges and $11 
million to! universities.

Rape IS not a simple crime. 

Nowhere is that more e\ident than at (he 
legal end of rape. Not only are rape laws \eis 
complicated, but wo tvso lawsers will have the 
same things to sa> ab».)ut rape. 

In Florida statutes, the term is "sexua! 
battery," not rape. The lau Jctmes sexual 
battery as "oral, anal, or vaginal pcnetiahoii 
by, or union with, the sexual organs v>t 
another or the anal or vaginal penetration ot 
another by any other object." 

Until 1974, there was only one kind of 
sexual battery in Florida statutes, and that 
was a felony punishable by up to a life 

■ 

sentence. 

At present, there are four categories of 
sexual battery and four different sets of 
possible penalties. 

Sexual battery by an adult on a person 
under 12 years of age is a capital fekmy. 
punishable by life imprisonment or 
electrocution. A minor who commits the 
same crime is subject only to a life sentence, 
but neither an adult or a younger rapist 
imprisoned is eligible for parole for 25 years. 

Sexual battery on a person 12 years or 
older is either a life felony of a first degree or 
second-degree felony, depending on the 
amount of force used. 

"A person who commits sevual hatierv on 
a person over the age of 11 \cafs. vmiIuhu 
that person's consent, and in the process 
thereof uses or threatens tv) use a deadly 
weapon or uses actual ph>sical l\)rce likely \o 
cause serious personal injury shall be guiUy 
of a life felony... (794. 01 1 )" 

A life felony is punishable by a prisv)n term 
of 30 years to life and a fine not exceeding 
$15,000, according to Honda lav\ . 

Sexual battery is a first -degree leiony.

John Anderson: The sword of doom threatens

"We are living under a Damoclean nuclear sword 
that could destroy all civilizaiion." was the message 
of former presidential hopeful John Anderson in a 
addressat Florida State Unversity last night. 

In a speech billed as an -'Agenda for the '80s," 
Anderson characterized the threat of nuclear 
conflict between world super-powers as the major 
issue confronting national leaders in the coming 

decade. „ . 

"The ereat question we must ask ourselves, saia 
Anderson, -'is not how to h/// the arms race, but 
how to end the arms race.*' 

In a message prepared prior to Presiilcni 
Reagan's ''zero level option'' proposition 
concerning European theater nuclear warfare 



yesterday, Anderson blasted the Reagan policy of 
escalating tensions between the U.S. and Soviet 
governments over arms confrontations. 

"How was I to know," deadpanned .Anderson, 
"that 11 months after his election. President 
Reagan would suddenly issue a foreign policy 
statement?" 

Anderson declined to comment on Reagan's 
proposals other than to state that if the president 
was indeed seeking to "de-nuckarize" Western 
Europe he would be encouraged. 

He dki not hestitate, however, to slash repeuedly 
at the current admuiistratkMi*s defease budget and 
armspohcies. 

''Since tlie endof World War 11 our country has 
spent one trilUon daXian on arms,** Anderson said. 
*'And yet we ln« a pfcsKkm who seeks to spend 



nearly a trillion and a half dollars in a mere six years 

(on arms)." 

**My ten year-old daughter came home from 
school the other day and said she was assigned to 
find out what the next three numbers after one 
trillion were," Anderson said. "I have to say I 
didn't know— I told her to ask the Pentagon; 
they'd sure be able to answer that." 

Citing a recent tour of Third World countries 
from South Africa to India and Pakistan, 
Anderson suggested AoKfican leaders in the *80s 
"must completely re-evaluate priorities" in 
ccononnc aid to foreign go v ern m ents. 

Quoting former Secretary of State and former 
U.S. Represmaiive to the World Bank Robert 
McNamara, Anderson said. "Every dollar spent in

Reagan reluctantly offers to begin negotiations from scratch

WASHINGTON — President Reagan 
challenged the Soviet Union yesterday to join in 
unprecedented mutual reductions of conventional 
and nuclear arms — starting with the removal of 
all mtermediale range missiles from Europe as a 
first "giant step for man-kind.** 

In a speech broadcast by satellite to every 
continent but Australia, the president announced 
he has written to Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev proposing a four-point agenda to "help 
to achieve peace, security and freedom across the 
globe.** 

"it*s a simple, straight-forward, yet historic 
message: the United States proposes the mutual 
reduction of conventional, intermediate range 
nuclear and strategic forces,** Reagan said. 

Specifically, Reagan offered to cancel 
deployment of U.S. imermediate range missites in 
Europe or the Soviet dismantle their own and 
called for - negotiations on strategic arms 
reductions, the reduction of conventional forces 
in Europe, and a Conference on Disarmamem in 
Europe to reduce the risk of nuclear holocaust. 

Previous American presidents have proposed 
similar steps in state-of-the-worM messages to 
Congress, but one administration official said "I 
think it's the first time" a president has placed the 
entire arsenal of arms before Moscow at one time 
for negotiation. 

The first Soviet reaction was negative. 

Moscow Radio dismissed the plan as a 
"propaganda ruse** and the official Tass news 
agency said the proposal to withdraw all medium 
range missiles from Europe could lead only to "a 
breakdown of talks that could be used as an 
excuse for the continuation of the arms race.'* 

But Reagan won warm praise from Congress 
. and from fellow Western leaders, who said he had 
stolen the initiative on arms reduction from the 
Soviets and calmed fears in Europe that hardline 
U.S. policy would lead to nuclear war. 

**This si an opportunity for the Soviets to put 
up or shut up," Sj?n. Jake Garn, R-Utah, said. 

A beaming West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt said the speech gives him " a very firm 
basis" for his talks with Brezhnev next week in 
Bonn. Reagan expressed what Germans **have 
asked and have wished for," Schmidt said. 

Reagan delivered his 24-minute address to 
members of the National Press Club but it was 
aimed at a far larger audience, primarily in 
Europe, where plans to deploy new U.S. missiles 
have triggered massive anti-nuclear 
demonstrations. 

White House spokesperson Larry Speakes said

the International Communications Agency 
estimated 150 million to 200 million people will 
have seen the president speak by the end of the 
day. The address was broadcast in 50 countries, 
live on television in seven of them. 

Speakes said the president "is extremely 
pleased" with the overwhelmingly positive 
reaction he has received both at home and 
abroad." 

Reagan began by saying he wanted to speak to 
"the people of the world about America's 
program for peace and the coming negotiations 
which begin Nov. 30 in Geneva, Switzerland" on 
reduction of medium range nuclear weapons in 
Europe. 

"With Soviet agreement, we could together 
substantially reduce the dread threat of nuclear 
war which hangs over the people of Europe," he 
said, "this, like the first footstep on the moon, 
would be a giant step for mankind." 

In his across-the-board proposal, Reagan called 
for mutual disarmament covering conventinal, 
tactical and limited nuclear war m Europe and 
strategic nuclear warfare involving 
intercontinental baiystic missiles. 

But we cannot reduce arms unilaterally," 
Reagan said. "Success can only come if tht Soviet 
Union will share our comnutment." 

Under Reagan's four-point plan: 

•The Un^ States wffl tdl the Soviets at the 
Geneva talks on intermediate range land-based 



nuclear missiles that it prepared to take **the 
historic step" of cancellmg its deployment ot 
Pershing U and ground launch cruise missiles if 
the Soviets will dismantle their SS-20, SS-4 and 
SS-5 missiles. 

The Soviets ha\c a total ot" 1.1()() warhead 
trained on Western Europe and the United Slates 
plans to start deploying its own in Europe in 1983. 

•Secretary of Stale Alexander Haig will speak 
to open negotiations with the Soviets on "truly 
substantial reductions" in strategic arms "as soon 
as possible next year." Reagan said the U.S. 
approach to the key issue of verification "will be 
to emphasize openness and creativity — rather 
than the secrecy and suspicion which have 
undermined confidence in arms control in the 
past." 

The name of the negotiations will be changed 
from Strategic Arms Limitation Talks called 
SALT to Strategic Arms Reduction Talks or 
START "to symbolize this fundamental change 
in direction," Reagan said. 

•The Unted States will seek agreement from the 
Soviet Union to "act to achieve equality at lower 
levels of conventional forces in Europe. 

"The defense needs of the Soviet Union hardly 
call for maintaining more combat divisions in 
East Germany today than were in the whole Allied 
invasion force that landed in Normandy on D- 
Day." Reagan said. 

•The President renewed the Western proposal, 
made at the current Madrid meeting of the 
Conference on Security and Cooperation in 
Europe, for a Conference on Disarmament in 
Europe to "reduce the risks of suprise attack and 
the chance of war arising out of uncertainty or 
miscalculation." 

"All of these proposals are based on the same 
fair-minded principles: substantial, militarily 
significant reductions in forces; equal ceilings for 
similar types of forces; and adequate provisions 
for verification," Reagan said. 

But the president said he considered his first 
proposal on withdrawal of intermediate-range 
missiles frcmi ^^rope the "most mqxMtant." 

NATO decided in 1979 to deploy intermediate- 
range missiles in West Germany, Britain, Italy, 
Holland and Belgium starting in December 1983 
specifically to counter the SS-20s, whose 2,500 
mile range enable them to strike as fwr west as 
Britain. 

A senior American official, briefing reporters in 
advance of Reagan^ speech, said Haig will meet 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko in 
Geneva Jan- 26-27 to cUscos^ when to open the 
START negotkitioiB. 



Brezhnev rejected Reagan 's offer before it was made

LONDON — Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev recently predicted President Reagan's 
call for the elimination of nuclear missiles in 
Europe and rejected it in advance of disarmament 
talks scheduled to begin in Geneva Nov. 30. 

One reason is that while Reagan*s proposal 
encompasses Soviet missiles and American 
missiles scheduled to be deployed in Europe, it 
does not inchide the so-called independent nuclear 
forces maintaincd by Britaiii and Fhmce. 

Biczhnev, for his ptft, has offered to negotiate 
a "sabstaBtial rechiction" in the number of Soviet 
missies pointed at Western Europe in exchange 
for a U.S. pledge not to deploy the new Pershing 
II and Tomahawk cruise mtssUcs in Europe 
bcgiwitntin 1963. 

Reagan's proposal, annnounced in a speech 
yesterday would cancel the deployment if the 
Soviets agreed to dismantle their SS-20, Ss-4 and 
SS-5 medium-range missiles. 

The SS-20 is a modern, mobile, triplc- 
warhcaded rocket of which the Soviets have 
dgntnv^^^.* 210 — two thirds of thcm^aaaiasL. 



Europe and the remainder against China. The 
other missiles, of which 360 are deployed, are 
older liquid-fueled missiles dating from the 
1960s that are being withdrawn from service 
anyway. 

Brushing off Western allegations that the SS-20 
is destabilmng, the Soviet Union claims it needs 
the medium-range missOes in order to counter 
medium-range threats from ftitain, France and 
China and from U.S. forces in Ein-ope.

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f^ly life traumas help create rapists

V >ugh many people are aware of the traiimas and 
hat face the vktim of a rape, few realize those 
apist himself, both before and after the crime. A 
ef met last night to address this subject, 
sfuch of the reason people become rapists ties in traumas 
.x^ienced early in Kfe, according to Brad McFaden, a 
Jenrcsentaiivc of the Sexual Assault Research Association, 
1^ (SARA) Although there is no single cause, the 
probkm can devdop from events that began at age fcmr or 
voungcr. 

Children who haven't been taught they arc loved and 
cared for are good candidates for becoming sex offendars 
Ijter in life, he said. Another stimulus leading to this is 
when the child is sexually victimized or traumatized, 

himself. 

According to Dr. Robert Longo, a representative of the 
flUe department of Health and Rehabilitative Services, the 
typical sex offender had sexual intercourse between the ages 
of eight and nine, with the oldest being 13. That experience 
tas with a person eight years older, on the average. The 
average age when the average sex offender commits his first 
offense is 16. 

The adolescent usually begins his sexual offences with 
window peeping or exhibitionism, Longo said. These are 
usually termed nuisance offences. According to Longo, the 
peeper is more likely to become a rapist, while the 
exhibitionist is more likely to become a child molester. A 
peeper, like a rapist, is in control of the situation — hc*s 
*akhing you but you don't know it. 

"The peeper may be looking for a victim — you don't 
cow this, he does," said Longo. 

Even when an adolescent moves to rape, it is often 
blamed on childhood curiosity and experimentation. 

"This," added Longo, '*is because society is unwilling to 
.■W an adolescent a 'rapist'." 

\.cording to Longo, if the offense is some form of 
. pcrimentation, it is likely to occur only once and not be 

"oak'd Also, the typical sex offender has had some 
consenting sexual relation before conunitting his first 



offense. 

A persistence in nuisance offenses indicates that a 
l^sance offender may turn to more serious offenses In 
assessing the youthful offender, psvchologists must 
detennine whether their actions are normal or if they have 
been exposed to normative sexual or socio-sexual 
experiences for their age group, according to Longo. With 
rapists the answer is no. 

According to McFaden, many of the problems that lead 
to sex offenses, ib weU as the problems in treating the 
young offender, lie m adcriescence, itself. It is extremely 
difficult for an adult to understmd and council an 
adolescent offender. 

The offender doesn't estabhsh rctations wdl, for one 
thing. 

"They don't have the ainhty to assert themseh^es and pet 
things off their chests," he said. 

Due to this inabiUty to communicate, as well as a distrust 
of adults as authority figures, it is difficult for a 
rehabilitator to establish a rapport with the young 
offender. 

Establishment of an honest, truthful rapport, which may 
take six months to a year to develop, is crucial, McFaden 
said. He said he avoids intimidating the youths, because 
they would otherwise yiew him as a domineering authority 
figure — the type they are used to dealing with . 

"They back off temporarily from intimidation," he says, 
"but the seed planted is far more dangerous than whiU 
would have come with another approach." 

McFaden tries to teach the youths other means of dealing 
with their frustrations, tenaons and aggressions other than 
sexual assault. 

**I show them that you can be angry with a woman and 
tell her you're angry, even yell at her," he said, "But you 
just can't hurt, humiliate, or degrade her. ' '

Graham probably acted properly in forcing property tax 
appraisers to meet the constitutional requirement of 100 
percent assessment, but he should have worked harder to 
roll back taxing rates to prevent big increases in taxes as 
assessments went up, Davids said. 

"The taxpayers have their backs against the wall. 
Something has to be done about the fact that inflation has 
increased the value of property so rapidly, while people's 
wages have not increased as much . * ' 

The governor claims to be tough on crime, Davids said, 
but the crime rate continues to soar.

On Tuesday, November 17, a story was printed 
in the Flambeau in which two women shared their 

personal ''ugly'' experiences of being raped. 

One of those women was me. 

The graphic piece described only about eight hen 
of an experience that has dramatically and 
permanently changed my life m mnch the sane way 
that similar experiences hare changed the Hfes f«f 
literally countless numbers of other men and women. 

I wanted to write this piece to share the good and 
the bad that goes along with the ugly which has 
already been printed. With newspaper space so 
small and my rape's impact so vast, I am hard 
pressed to choose which experiences and issues to 
bring up here. 

The "fighting spirit" which enabled me to place 
that time in my life in its proper perspective 
stenuned from three very important sources — my 
family, my friends and the Rape Crisis Program. 
Combined, these three source^ielped me to come 
to a point of saying, "I was your victim, but I 
refuse to be...anymm." That, in essence is the 
attitude that thousands of women have devdoped 
to become what I call survivors. 

But it wasn't easy to get to Xhas pcnnt. I would 
like to say that I took it in stride and con^der being 
raped merdy an ugly thing that hseppeBoA to me 
once upon a thne. ^t that would hardly be the 
truth. 

Perhaps the most traumatic part of picking up 
the pieces was enduring my medical examination — 
which I didn't cope with very well. When calling a 
local gynecologist to. request an appointment, his 
operator proceeded to ask me irrelevant questions 
such as, "Do you know who did it? Have you 
reported this to the police? etc..." After the 
interrogation, I was told "I'm sorry, but we won^t 
be able to help you." Hanging up the phone, I feh 
as if I were the one who had done something 
wrong. 

When I did secure an appointment with someone 

else, I was unprepared for what was to come. 
Untrained to deal with rape victims, I was 
processed as a routine, new patient. I answered all 
of the usual questions well but my voice fell to a 
whisper and tears began to flow when I was asked if 
I ever experienced extreme pelvic pain. The nurse 
realized that I had hung on to calmness as long as I 
could. The doctor came in and asked me "What 
can I do for you today?" Although he knew why I 
was there, I had to tell him that I had been raped. 

Without any psychological preparation, the 
examination began. I felt and saw the entire scene 
being replayed. It was just like being raped all over 
again. Finding no serious injuries, it was soon over. 
I was handed a prescription for penicillin to take 
care of any venereal disease I might have 
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contracted. '*My God, I could have V.D." Bta 
i was using no birth control, I hid to in 
decision about the possibility of an mi 
pregnancy. Although I had mixed fediap r 
terminating a possible pregnancy, 1 took Prcwi 
a morning after pill. I'll never know for surci 
pregnant or not. 

Walking out of the office, I was faced wKbtl' 
office visit bill and a $15 charge for t 
prescriptions. 

Not all doctors are as insensitive ik 
examination is necessary. Perhaps ilf^4 
awareness efforts, someday fewer docton » 
subject a victim to such a trauma merely txam 
their ignorance.

Education Commissioner Ralph 
Turlington urged rejection when the rule 
came before the Cabinet twice earlier.

likdy to cause serious personal injury on the victim, and the 
victim reasonably believes that the offender has the present 
ability to execute these threats (7^.01 1)." 

Most of the so-called date-acquaintance rape falls into the 
last category. When an assailant uses ''physical force and 
violence not likely to cause serious personal injury," it's a 
second-degree penalty, punishable by probation to 13 years 
and a fine not exceeding $10,000. 

But laws don't end with the statute book Court decisions 
on interpretative issues make up the bulk of laws, and sexual 
battery has a long history of judicial contention in Florida. 

Florida courts have come up with a variety of interesting 
additions to rape law: 

•Men can be raped, as well as women. 

•Sexual battery is not just intercourse, but also "the 
gratification of animal appetites or lusts upon the body of 
another (Washington v. State)." 

•A man can be convicted of assault with intent to rape 
even if the woman assaulted eventually give her consent. 

•Ejaculation is not a legal requirement for the commission 
of sexual battery. 

• Resistance by the victim is by no means necessary for a 
sexual battery conviction, if the victim feared such resistance 
will endanger her. 

•A rape victim can sue her assailant for recovery of 
damages, even if the state is prosecuting him on criminal 
charges. 

All these rape categories can often confuse juries, 
according to State Attorney Don Modesitt. 

"My concern is that this categorization of rape causes 
problems for juries, who often have enough on their hands 
just trying to keep the facts of a case straight," said 
Modesitt, the chief prosecutor of criminal cases in Leon 
County. 

"We try to charge as high as we can, but it gets to be a very 
subjective question," said Modesitt. "Personally, 1 would 
prefer to see one degree of sexual battery, rather than makmg 
the jury determine not only whether a defendant is guilt but 
also the degree of the crime.*' 

Prosecutors sometimes charge the defendant with lesser 
sexual battery crime so they are more likely to get a 
conviction or to gel a guilty plea. 

In fact, the whole rationale for the categorization of sexual 
battery was to get more convictions, but Modesitt doesn't 
believe it has achieved that purpose. 

Whatever effect the change in laws has had on sexual 
battery cases, in Leon County, state prosecutors have been 
getting convictions in about half the cases they take up. 

Of the 21 sexual battery cases comideted in the last year in 

the state's second circuit court, (based in Tallahassee, half, 
resulted in convictions. In all but one of the rest, state 
attorneys dropped the charges at some point in the process. 
In the one exception the defendant was acquitted by the 

jury. 

On the surface, those look like pretty favorable stmistics 
for the prosecutors. But two important factors point to the 
inadequacy of rape convictions. First, the number of cases in 
which the pcriice actually find a suspect to charge is a smaU 
minority of the cases reported and a tiny fraction of the total 
number of rapes, reported and unreported. 

Second, many prosecirtors concede they frequently drop 
charges, not because they don't feel they have the right 
suspect, but because they don't think they can win a 
conviction. 

In fact, state law instructs state attorneys to only prosecute 
cases they think might result in a conviction. 

"Every state itttomey should seek not only probable cause 
(guilt) but also the possibility of proving a case beyond and 
to the exclusion of any reasonable doubt," the Florida 
Supreme Court has written in an official opinion. "If the 
letter cannot be reached, then no information (formal 
charge) should be filed." 

But some critics charge that prosecutors sometimes fail to 
work hard enough to successfully prosecute rai>e cases. 

"Some people say that, because the State Attorney's office 
is male-dominated, they aren't sensitive to the victims and 
don't prosecute enough of the cases," noted Mark Tapps, a 
local attorney and a member of the board of the Refuge 
House's Rape Crisis Program. "I don't know if that is really 
true, but an argument to that effect certainly could be 
made." 

Prosecutors, however, insist two basic problems they face 
with sexual battery cases cause them to drop charges so i 



frequently. 

"There are a lot of factor*; we have to consider when 
deciding whether to go ahead with a case," said Tom Kirwin, 
a lawyer with the State Attorney's office. "It all depends on 
the circumstances of the case, the strength of the wunesb, the 
overall strength of our case and especially the ability of the 
witness to testify. Usually the victim is just as afraid of 
testifying as she was of the actual assault." 

The reluctance of witnesses to testify is a phenomenon 
especially peculiar to rape cases, and especially problematic 
for prosecutors because of the nature of rape. 

"By their very nature, rape cases usually involve one 
person's word against another's," explained Modesitt. 
"Since the victim is usually the only witness and the rape 
often occurs in some secluded place, the amount of proot is 
of a very limited nature." 

Because of the lack of additional witnesses, the physical 
evidence available for the prosecution's use is all-important. 
The impact of that physical evidence has become even more 
crucial in rape cases of recent years because of great advances 
in the technical end of criminology. 

Advances in police science have now made it possible to 
identify suspects through hair samples and chemical analysis 
of semen, sahva and blood groupings. 

"They have gotten so advanced they can identify a suspect 
up to 95% of the time," said Ed Harvey, an attorney with 
the Public Defender's Office. "This is a gread aid to the 
prosecution in most cases, especially those in which the 
victim can't make a visual ID of the suspect." 

But when the physical evidence is lacking, the prosecution 
often must rely almost totally on the testimony of the victim. 

"Almost every rape victim we deal with is reluctant to 
testify," said Modesitt. "It's just not the kind of thing you 
want to relive in front of a jury." 

Technically, state attorneys can go ahead with 
prosecutions regardless of whether the victim wants to, since 
sexual battery cases, like all criminal cases, are considered 
crimes against the state as well as the injured party. If the 
defendant is unwilling to testify, prosecutors technically can 
subpoena her as a witness anyway and force her to testify. 

"Normally, we would talk to the victim and try to come up 
with some mutually agreeable solution," said Modesitt, **but 
the victim does not have total choice in the matter." 

When a victim is particularly reluctant to testify, said 
Modesitt, it may be a sign that she has been caught in a 
compromising situation where consent could have been a 
factor. 

The issue of consent is the second problem prosecutors 
face. "Rape is different than most other crimes in that if 
there was consent it is no longer a crime," said Modesitt. 
"For instance, in something like murder or robbery, consent 
is never an issue." 

In cases of date-acquaintance rape ^ere the victim knows 
the alleged assailant, the defense naturally brings in the issue 
of consent. According to Modesitt, the jury usually buys it. 

'*If the jury has a situation where the female has put 
herself in a questionable position, the jury tends to find the 
defendant not guilty," he said. ''Especially if there is 
anything like alcohol consumption, romance or late-night 
activity inv<^ved, it's very difficult to ever get a conviction." 

"People still hold this view that it's the woman's fault, 
that somehow she was asking for it," saki Tapps. "These are 
preconceptions the judge and jury usually bring to mpc 
cases. Even though judges are trained to be unbiased, they're 
still human. 

As long as that attitude persists, date-acquaintance rape 
will go practically unnoticed by the judicial system, 
according to Tapps. 

"I don't think we'll be able to eradicate that attitucte, 
which TV and the media help feed, until we raise better 
children." 

Not everyone, however, believes consent is still so potoit a 

defense. 

"Quite frankly, I think that defense is not as effective as it 
has been in years past, because of the growing awareness of 
the general public," said Circuit Judge J. Lewis Hall, one of 
two judges in the second judicial circuit who deals with 
criminal cases. "1 think a lot of men now realize that some of 
the archaic assumptions they used to hold are exactly that." 

The use of the consent defense often leads to one of 
the most controversial kinds of evidence in rape trials — the 
victim's history of sexual activity. State law only permits this 
kind of evidence in cases when, "it is first established to the 
court outside the presence of the jury that such activity shows 
such a relation to the conduct involved in the case that it 
tends to establish a pattern of conduct or behavior on the 
part of the victim which is relevant to the issue of consent 
(794.022)."

With all the difficulties prosecutors face in rape cases, one 
might think they would almost never get convictions. That ^ 
not the case, say local defense attorneys, because in light a* 
the alarming frequency of rapes in Tallahassee, the mood o! 
this community has shifted toward presumed guilt. 

"In general, what we're seeing here is a shift in iht 
tendency to not believe the victim to always beliesmg the 
victim," explained Doughterty. 

"Most people sitting on a jury tend to empathize with the 
victim when they her the charge is rape, especially wth the 
when it involves threats or weapons," said Harvy. Tho 
tend to want to come back guilty. 

"If the victmi is sympathetic to the jury, if she looks and 
sounds like she's tdiing the truth, the jury tends to ddive i 
guilty verdict, even if the physical evidence points toward the 
defendant's innocence." 

Most defense attorneys attribute this shift in attitude to 
public concern about the number of rapes in the area anJ 
massive media attention given to them .

Once the jury's verdict has been adjudicated, the judge can 
finally sentence the detcndant. Prosecutors insist that 
sentences in Florida are too light. 

"Tare's no question the categorization of sexual battery 
has significantly reduced the length of sentences for rape," 
said Modesitt. 

Modesitt also questioned the equity of laws equating date- 
acquainunce rape with dealing in stolen property Both are 
second-degree felonies punishable by no more than 1 5 years. 

On the other hand, defense attorneys say that sentences 
for sexual battery in the second judicial cirout are anything 

but light. 

"Here in Tallahassee they're giving out some very heavy 
sentences," said Randolph. "It's always been that way, but 
the strict pattern has been getting stricter." 

Judge Hall also insists the circuit court is giving out 
sentences that are by no means lenient. 

"I really don't think anyone could come to the ccHichision 
that sentencing in this court for sexual battery or any crime 
of violence has been in any way light," he said. •*On the 
contrary, it is extremely harsh and severe. It has been so in 
the past and will continue to be so in the future." 

Hall says this severity stems from the community's 
awareness of rape as a particularly damaging crime. 

*'This reflects our belief that what we see is a very serious 
offense," he added. "The impact on a rape victim, both 
physically and psychologically, is so severe, and the law 
treats it as a very severe offense. ' ' 

A look at last year's statistics bears that out. In all but 
three cases, the court sentenced the defendant to the maxium 
time allowable. One defendant, convicted of raping a 10- 
year-old girl, was sentenced to death. His case is currently 
under appeal b^ore t)^ Florida Supreme Court. 
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In addition, circuit judges in Tallahassee have consistently 
chosen to retain jurisdiction over the defendants convicted 
of awre violent rapes. By fanr, Florida judges have the right 
to retida ^nrndiction over one lh»d of the jc nt eti c e of 
defendants convicttd of oertM fnmnnrnifd crino ilidr 
court.

"I have been a Resident Assistant for' 
three years, and when I have needed police 
security concerning dorm fights or other 
disturbances, they have either come too late 
or said I cannot come because I am the only 
one at the desk," said Arthur Bectin,

**An incident occurred where a girl was 
taking a shower and a guy crawled under 
the shower while she was m ii." said 
Resident Assistant Lea Jefferson. "Police 
were alerted and the guy was escorted out. 
However, when I spoke to Dean Shirlev, 
Dean of Student Aftairs, he asked was she 
raped, and 1 answered no, and he said then 
why are you w orried . ' ' 

Jefferson said she and other RA\ spoke 
with dorm officials about increasing 
security and were told officials would do 
their pan to help. Officials promised more 
security within two weeks, yet none came, 
according to Jefferson. 

**There are 17 sworn policemen 
onployed by FAMU," said Police Chief 
Samuel Gillian. "However, there are only 
six security officers patroling the area 
outside (the dorms), and we can patrol 
i^de the dOrms <Hily ¥fhcn we receive a 
complaint. Also with the recent incident 
(the murder of Millicent Elaine Wilson) we 
have employed a private investigative 
firm." 

The verdict of the moot court trial stated 
that FAMU administration, by not acting 
promptly on student concerns about security 
matters, were guilty. 



Study shows crime increase

Meridians arc snorting more cocaine and 
onimiting more violent crimes in 1981 than 
did in 1980, according to a just- 
rclciiNcJ summary report by the Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement. 

In the Department's rqx>rt on Crime in 
Florida (J an. -Sept. 1981) the indexed 
offenses (murder, rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, breaking and entering- 
burglary, larceny and moter vehicle theft) 
increased 1.6 percent in 1981 over 1980. 

Murder, rape, robbery and aggravated 
assault made up 12.1 percent of all 
indexed offenses reported in 1981. This 
reflects a 5.3 percent increase over the same 
|>eriod in 1980. 



Four thousand three hundred and 
seventy four forcible rapes were reported in 
1 98 1 , a 5 . 8 percent increase over 1 980. 

Three thousand, four hundred and 
twenty-eight rapes by force were reported, 
up 7 percent over 1980, and 946 assault-to- 
rape-attempts (an assault that turns into 
rape) were reported up 1.7 percent over 
1980. 

In the recreational-chemical department, 
the report suggests cocaine is still the 
American drug of choice. 

"Although seizures of all types of iflegal 
drugs increased in 1981, the dramatic 
increase in cocaine seizures (suggests) the 
use of this drug is on the increase.*' 

Southeast Dade, Broward and Palm 
Beach counties were pinpointed as the 
highest drug seizure areas in the state. 
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John Waters 
comes clean

tivery college education should include at least one 
complete screening of John Waters' Pink Flamingos. 

As a gut-wrenching exercise in bad taste, Waters 
independent cult film is a litmus test that turns the tables on 
the viewer. In 90 minutes, Waters parades across the screen 
just about every perverse act known to man: corpophilia, 
bestiality, black-market baby swaps, murder, artificial 
insemination — you name it. 

Shot on the cheap with 16 mm handheld camera and 
washy color stock Flamingos has all the directorial finesse 
of home-made porno, its mise-en-scene lifted straight off 
the lurid pages of the old National Enquirer. You know 
"Mom pops twin infants in broiler; gobbles hearts whole." 
Real sicko stuff. 

Except, with all its tacky shock treatment and nonchalant 
absurdity. Flamingos managed to be funny (even if most 
laughs were nervous titters) and revolting at the same time. 
At some point, maybe after the sex scene with the chicken, 
maybe after the Egg Lady smears boiled egg all over her 
amorphous glob of flesh, the viewer discovers he is 
disgusted and wonders why the hell he's watching this filth. 
Answering that question, you learn a lot about yourself. 

In plumbing the depths of degradation, digging up low 
class scum and smearing it on the screen, so to speak. 
Waters not only created trashy entertainment, but gave 
moviegoers a moral imperative as well. "How much can 
you take?" is the question each of his film's ask. 

Polyester, Waters latest film and his first major maket 
release, doesn't ask much. In fact, it offers nothing more 
offensive than a skit from Saturday Night Live would. 
Compared to Fhmingos, it's (shudder) good clean fun. Its 
plot isn't much more skewed than an episocte of Mary 
Hart man, MaryHaiman. 

Divine, the outrageous transvestite hercHne of Waters 
films, plays Francine Fishpaw, a beleaguered and abused 
housewife from the American isubivbs. Still weighing in at 
close to 300 poimds, still carryii^ out a grand parody of 
overacting, she remains the perfect linchpin of Waters hate- 
fiUed Theatre of the Absurd. 

It's not a pretty life for Francine. Her husband, nranager 
of a downtown porno theatre, leaves her for the i^entions 
of his Neo-Nazi secretary; her daughter is a promiscuous 
air-head who gets pregnaot by her pimk boyfrknd (Stiv 
Bators) and then turns to macrame as the answer to life; her 
son is a glue-sniffing foot fetishist, sought as the 
"Baltimore Foot Stomper"; her mother hates her guts and 
plots to take her money. 

Francine's only friend is the retarded and obscenely 
obese Cuddles (Waters vet Edith Massey), who, luckily, 
has just come into a fortune. 

That's small consolation to Francine though, as her 
family falls apart, her husband begins harassing her and she 
slides into the morass of alcoholism. 

She's also possessed of a hyperactive sense of smell, like 
a bloodhound cranked up to 10, she sniffs and snarfs at the 
slightest hint of odor. To illustrate for the audience, Waters 
has designed a nifty variant on "Smell-O-Vision": 
Odorama. When a number flashes on the screen, viewers 
scratch the corresponding number on a sniff card. 
(Warning: No. 4 is vicious.) 

Along the way she links up with the glorious Tab Hunter, 
dream lover and. owner of a drive-in that shows only art 
films (A Maugerite Duras triple-feature?) and serves oysters 
and champagne at intermission. A match made in Heaven? 
Hardly. But there's no need to spoil the story, except to say 
that it ends like most Waters films — that is, in screams and 
carnage. Happily ever after. 

Nope, no doggie doo this time (although Chris Stein does 
the score.) But if you're not in the mood for serious art 
(Duval and DeNiro dripping sweat from fevered brows in 
Thm Co^famms; Meryl Stieep awash in the green of The 
P^tmek U mummm rs Woman, Treat waKams banging 
Ms iB Mm Otr. ad iafiutMi...)

Sludio Theatre continues what appears to 
a developing tradition of politically 
oriented productions tonight with the 
performance of Brecht on Brecht at 8:15 in 

Conradi. 

Earlier this semester brought the 
production from Studio called By a Woman 
Writ, two plays especially produced and 
performed by women, by all counts a 
wonderful effort, and a long overdue essay 
into socio/politically relevant theatre. 
Tonight brings another production in the 
political vein, this one featuring the political 
theatre of the German playwright Bertold 
Rrccht. 

Brecht (1898-1956) is in fact an appropriate 
springboard into the realm of political 
ihcatre; in his work he created a new form of 
dram in which the play was the vehicle for his 
own brand of political statement. In Brecht's 
case the politics were Communist, a fact that 
lead to his exile from Germany from 1933- 
1947. During his years of exile Brecht's 
travels lead him to Scandinavia and America

where he met another Cicrman expat not. (he 
composer Kurt Weill. Thus it came about 
that much of Brecht s work 
acting and song. 

Brech! on Brecht is actually a collection of 

a number of songs and poems from nine of 
Brecht's plays. The pieces were assembled in 
a stage production by Brecht's sometime 
collaborator George Tabori. Tonight's 
production is an adaptation of Tabon's 
translation, by MFA candidate Martin 
Guttenplan, his thesis production. 
Gutienplan, some may recall, appeared in 
this past summer's production of the Sam 
Sheppard play Suicide in B-Flat. 

Guttenplan draws on an experienced cast 
for Brecht; A. Jackson Pinkney (of Jesus 
Christ Superstar), Larry Solowitz 
{Company), P m Taylor {Arms and the 
Man) and Karin Ray (Bus Stop). Jana Shrum 
and Ira Shorr, although new to Studio 
Theatre productions, are both experienced 
players. 

'*In addition to performance skills 
everyone was tried for vocal skills too" says 
director Guttenplan, referring to the musical 
aspect of Brecht's work. "We've got a *small 
orchestra' composed of members of the 
School of Music, performing on electric 
piano, bassoon, flute, and percussion. The

different talents. It helps the group be a bit more 
cohesive." He points out that two mmbers are familiar 
with sign language used by the deaf aikl are able to 
communicate the lyrics of the music while the group is 
performing. 

In addition to having musical talent, members must be 
excellent performers. It's not enough to just sing the music, 
says Sommer. "We have to be a part of that music 
physically." He emphasizes the aspect of performance and 
expressing the music in a visual manner. For the auditions, 
which are held at the beginning of each semester, students 
are expected to dress the part and perform their selections 
dramatically. 

For its members, the experioice is invaluable. Sommer 
ribes his group as "an all-around learning situation for 
someone who wants to perform." In addition to gaining 
valuable musical experience, mmbefs have an 0|nx>rtunity 
10 learn about the technical aspects of production, from 
^ludio music to stage make-up. 

Mu^h of the group's impetus is provided by its energetic 
director Brett Sommer loves music. He writes it, sings it, 
plavs it, and performs it, with an enthusiasm that endures 
endless hours of effort. For a 23-year-old student, his 
sredentials are phenomenal. He has performed extensively 
in Neu York and Las Vegas, toured Europe with choral 
groups, directed Broadway musicals at Bowling Green 
l^nivcrsity. and produced several television commercials. 
<His most recent is "Looking Good" for Channel 6, for 
^hieh he wrote and prepared the music and sang the solo.) 
He is currently a graduate assistant in music composition at 
f^^L. and one of his goals is to be a songwriter in New 
Vork. 

As any professional will admit, howver, the glamour of 
show business is only a thin surface which must be 
supported by strong foundations. For Sommer, the group's 
preparation goes far beyond rehearsals: "It's a 24-hour 
i^- ' He arranges all the music, contributes some of his 
o*n compositions, plans the programs, gives stage 
*reaions, and books concerts. And he is thankful for his 
Poup's responsiveness. "The students have more energy 
willingness than any group I have ever worked with."

Judo club overcomes hassles

Judo is a great form of self-defense as well 
excellent alternative excercise, 
, u) Michael Wombacher, head of 
thcFSL Judo C lub. 

Wombacher, along with David Carlson 
and Thorton WiUiams, also instruct CPE*s 
Judo class. 

The class practices involve throws, arm 
locks and chokes that look quite horrifying 
although Wombacher insists the practices 
arc not really of a violent nature. 

"It does look quite dangerous," said 
Wombacher "but we rarely suffer from 
serious injuries. We might gel a few bruises 
nov^ and then, though. The whole idea of 
jijdo is to use your opponent's 
aggressiveness against him." 

After watching the practice of 
manipulating energy and gracefully 
breaking falls, it becomes easier to 
understand why judo literally means "the 
gentle way." 

The CPE judo class consists of 
approximately ten to fifteen people who 
meet from 4 p.m. to- 5:30 p.m. every 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday. The 
participants are trained on various levels 
and often try to attend both local mid 
national tournaments to get competitive 
practice. Members who wish to go to 
tournaments have a problem, however, for 
the school does not fiind any of the judo 
dub's activities and cadi participant must 
cover his own expenses. 

"Whoever has the money and the 
inclination can go to the tournaments,** 
said Wombacher "but the school doesn't 
give us a nickel, which is upsetting because

"We tried to get warrnup suits to make 
us look more professional,'* said 
Wombacher. "Judo clubs like Gainesville's 
are supplied warm-up suits, travel expenses 
and even a van to use to tournaments. We 
couldn't even borrow warm-up suits 
from the athletic department.'* 

According to Wombacher and Carlson, 
the instructors of the judo dub asked the 
Athletic Department to lend them the 
warm-up suits to use only for the 
tournament. However, they were told they 
could not borrow the suits and that there 
was not way they could acquire the suits 
through the school. 

The lack of support from the school 
leaves the judo instructors feeling that 
perhaps the unversity doesn't realize the 
quahty of the judo club. 

Despite a lade of funding, the judo dub 
will continue to participate in as many 
tournaments as possible. Wombacher 
encourages anyone interested in learning 
judo to attmd classes at Tully Gym. 

**We'd like as many people as possible to 
show up for dasses, regardless of their 
experience or knowledge of judo,'* said 
Wombacher.

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Treating the offenders

To his friends, Jack seemed totally 
rehabilitated. He had served a jail term 
for robbery and had gone on to establish a 
successful printing business. In fact, he 
said, he was wearing a business suit when 
police arrested him for rape. 

The traditional prison system, 
apparently, was unable to help Jack 
control a life-long predeliction for 
violence, especially violence against 
women. 

Jack's not the only one. The Florida 
judicial system sentences over 500 persons 
annually for sexually related offenses, 
including rape, exhibitionism, child 
molestation and voyeurism. Of the rapists 
who serve their time in prison with no 
outside psychological counseling, over 70 
percent will rape again after release. 
Jack still faces a long prison sentence. 



but he's also under treatment in a 
Mentally-disordered Sexual Offender 
Rehabilitation program at the Florida 
State Hospital in Chattahoochee. The 
Chattahoochee program is one of three in 
Florida (five nation wide). Less than ten 
percent of its patients who complete the 
program rape again after their release. 

"I'm screwed up, but so is prison," 
Jack said. "In prison you're given no 
chance. You're put in a place where 
people rape and rob and (yet you're) 
expected to learn how not to rape and rob 
yourself. 

"I'm logical enough to see that you 
need the law," Jack said. "But if I had 
stayed in the penal system and not come 
here I would have been more bitter. I 
might have been even more violent when I 
got out.*'

HoriJa*s legal solutions for the problem of rape 
are among the best in the nation. 

Morida has comprehensive rape statutes, which 
allow prosecutors great leeway in seeking a 
^ ^ iMction and judges a certain amount of freedom 

adiuq the sentence to the crime. Florida has one 

- v.- nation's premier sex offender rehabilitation 
P'^'granis. L,ocal law enforcement agencies have 
^>fen. if not entirely perfect, well above average in 
iheir ^caud of criminal apprehension. Officials at 
'he Tallahassee Police Department, Leon County 
Shcriff\ Department, and FSU and FAMU police 
forces also deserve high praise for their community 
awareness and education programs. 

But as good as it may be, there are holes in the 
picuire that, if filled, could go a long way 
lo^ards jasing Tallahassee's rape crisis. 

^^such loophole becomes apparent only after a 
convicted rapist leaves the courtroom. Leave the 
cownroom is, all to often, exactly what a 
convicted rapUt does. Florida law says that a 
^Pcc! free on bond after his arrest— including 
suspects— must be given bail until a guilty 
*ntoice is adjudicated by a judge. That may mean 

much as a six-week wait while the judge 



with defense motions and awaits the results of pre 
sentencing investigations. The rapist, even after a 
jury has found him guilty, may be out on bail and 
back on the street. 

Judges are, of course, aware of the potential 
problem in releasing a convicted rapist, and have 
several ways to get around it. A judge can deny bail 
if the defendant was involved in a life-threatening 
rape, or if the judge believes the rapist is a threat to 
the community. But judges make misUkes. 
Sometimes, even if they suspect a rapist may strike 
again, they are bound by the law to grant him bail. 

That does not necessarily mean disaster. Most 
convicted men will lie low while their case goes 
through its final stages, hoping their lawyers can 
win a reprieve. But not all. A man who is fnotrated 
enough to rape in the first place may wdl place the 
blame for an impending jail term on women, and 
rape again. In a few cases— less than 2%— his new 
victim may be his earlier victhn, whooi he Wanw f or 
his predicament. More often it is tlw fkst woman 
who is unfortunate enough to appear as an easy 
target. 

The victim of a rapist free on bond does not 
necessarily suffer pt^sfcaBy— but she suffers. 

"It is a terrifyii* expcnoice for the victim to 
know she lias testified against a mui the jury has 
found to be guihy of attacking her. and know ing he 
is out oo the street for several weeks, " said Gail 
Dixon, director of Refufe House's Rape Crisis 
counseliiv program. "As a result, it scares of f a lot 



of folks that are trying to use the judicial system to 
punish their offenders.'* 

Many women are so afraid l>f possible 
retaliation, rape experts suspect, that they do not 
report the assault at all. The rapist goes 
unpunished and, unsuspected, is free to strike 
again. 

The solution — learn to see rape as the vile 
destructive and oime it is. Make rape a non- 
bondaMe crime though legislative action. Then no 
women would be attacked lyy an infuriated rapist 
with nothii^ to lose, and just as important, victims 
would fed safer imd the number of rapes reported 
would r»e. More rqKxts means more convictioRs 
and fcwei rapes. 

Reporting a rapis to lawcnforceroentagencies may 
be the most difficult thing a rape victim can do. It 
may also ht the most important. 

**A rapist is a repeat offender,'* FSU police Lt. 
Jack Handky pointed out. '*He*s going to rape 
until he's stopped. That's why we urge people to 
turn to the police. If wc know he's out there, maybe 
we can stop him and he won't attack again. "

Academic discusses rapist types

There are three different kinds of rapists according 

to Ann Burgess. 

In a lecture last night night at F lorida State 
University. Burgess , a Boston I niNcrsity professor, 
spoke of three types of rapists— the anger rapisi. the 
power rapist, and the sadistic rapist. 

According to Burgess, the anger rapisi does not 
want consenting sex. Rather, he seeks to vent his 
anger and frustration through "stealing" sexual 
gratification. 

"What we do verbally (by yelling or cursing) the 
fapist acts out in physical ways." Burgess said. 

The anger rapisi tends to use more force than 
needed to overpower the victim, she said. He usually 
approaches his victim by striking, beating, or 
cursing. 

The assault of the anger rapist is more impulsive 
and spontaneous than that of the other two types. 
His mood during the attack is one of anger rather 
than sexual desire. The stress causing the attack may 
involve a significant female or male individual. The 
offender usually chooses a female victim, however 
due to their vulnerability. 

"For the anger rapist, sex is a way to release this 
anger and rape is the weapon," said Burgess. 

The power rapist, on the other hand, seeks power 
and control, not a release for aggressions. This rapist 
uses only enough force to subdue the victim, usually 
through verbal threats and intimidation with a 
weapon. 

His assault is premeditated through sexual 
fantasies. At times during the attack, the power 
rapist may seek reassurance of his prowess and 
power. He may ask questions like, *'Is it good?" 

According to Burgess, the power rapist is spurred 
on by the myth that although the woman may 
initially resist, they will eventually gladly submit due 
to his sexual skill and prowess. This is a recurrent 
theme in society, reflected even in such films as Gone 
With The Wind, said Burgess. 

"We didn't have any victims that fell in love with 
the rapist, however," she said. 

If the rapist's fantasy is not fulfilled, said 
Burgess, he may feel he had the wrong victim and

next time will get the right one. l or

The third type of rapist, the sadistic rjp 
his assualt much more carefully than cithc 
other two types, said Burgess. His attack in\ 
bondage and torture that usually ccnier'> o- 
sexual areas of the body. 

"With the sadistic rapist, sexual desire^ 
aggression become intertwined," said BurgtNv 

The sadistic rapist derives a great 
excitement from the suffering of (he \\ - 
According to Burgess, this rapist ma> nuikc . : 
variety of instruments. 

**This type of attack may or may not invoKc ■\ 
use of the offender's genitals," she said. 

In this form of attack, sexual penetration irj 
occur before, during, or after the victim's dea:h 
Some will have sex with their victims only after dcail- 
due to some fear of lack of control and 
ineffectiveness, according to Burgess. 

She said David Berkowitz, the "Son of Sara" 
killer, was a sadistic rapist. Berkowitz targeted 
women in cars, often with their boyfriends, and shot 
them from fairly close range. Although he had no 
contact with the bodies, Berkowitz would Uicr 
collect pictures of his victims and fantasize o>er 
them. 



Specter of merger hangs over Brickler resignation

Dr. Alex Brickler, heaith director of Florida A ft M 
UiHve "iity health CIiihc, resigned mwe than two weeks ago, 
but the circumstances involved cpptinae to stir reactimis 
among university alumni, students and the community. 

"My initial reaction was shock," said Robert Jackson, 
former student government president. **The most 
provocative point to me was the title of the article and the 
assumption Brickler made that we do away with this quasi- 
segregated institution and fully integrate with Florida State 
Uiiiversity, then our problems w ill be solved. 

"Personally I felt betrayed, because this school means a 
lot to me, and it was like a personal attack," Jackson said. 

Brickler, a 25-year FANtfcJ employee and a community 
columnist for the Tallahassee Democrat, resigned Oct. 30 
after being criticized by FAMU supporters about a Sept. 21 
column headlined, "FAMU Perpetuates Inequality." The 
column questioned FAMU's future as a predominately black 
institution and suggested the university consider the 
advantages of merging with Florida State University. 

"The only pressure 1 felt was the negative reaction from 
the FAMU community and the Alumni Association. There 
was no direct pressure," said Brickler. 

"There are some who support my ideology but they do not 
feel free to speak out because of the emotionalism that is 
involved," said Brickler. "This does not represent the 
majority, but it does represent the minority,** he added. 

According to a senior Political Sden^ major at FAMU, 
wbo asked not to be identified, "I feh the same way Brickler 
does, but I am afraid to speak out because I will be betraying 
my race and the school I attend. If it weren't for the 
competition between FSU and FAMU, it may be easier to 
speak oyt about our probiems. Because of the competition, 

we as FAMU students are proud of our school because this is 
aKwehave.'* 



Fears of merger between Tallahassee's two public 
universities ami the anticipated extinction of FAMU*s 
identity are not new in the FAMU community. In fact, the 
idea of a merger often has been a nightmare in the minds of 
many FAMU supporters, but many are afraid to openly 
express their feelings on the issue. That fear surfaced four 
years ago when several FAMU departments were transferred 
to FSU. It arose again after Brickler's resignation. 

For some, the merger qustion was put to rest in 1978 when 
Rep. Joe Lang Kershaw, D-Miami, a fourth-generation 
FAMU graduate, sponsored a bill making any university 
merger dependent upon the legislature's approval. 

In February 1980, however, the question re-surfaced 
among members of a special higher education* commission. 
Rep. Dennis Jones, R-St. Petersburg, suggested a FSU- 
FAMU merger because, he said, it was too expensive to 
support two universities in one city. 

But Jones found little support for his plan, and talk of 
merger was again shattered. 

Now, due to tuition increases, tighter admission 
requirements, cuts in financial aid and a decreased amount 
of funds allocated to universities, the Department of 
Education has proposed cutting FAMU funding by 
$193,000. FSU would lose $688,000. 

"I think we will go on as a strong university in spite of the 
cuts," said Dean Leedell Neyland of FAMU's College of 
Humanities and Social Sciences. "FAMU is one of the nine 
universities in the state system— not one will be more 
affected than an other by the cuts. It won't have a dispiriting 
effect.'* 

"The future is quite typical of most universities. We have 
to react to the economic restriction," said FAMU vice 
president, Harry S. Blanton. "We all suffer from economic 
repression." 

FAMU was established as a state normal school on 
October 3, 1887. Since then, the institution has evolved 
through several stages. Once a teacher's college, then a 
il«lllt»r-icollege, and then, in 1953, a full-fledged state

Florida is one of a handful of states 
which support rehatHtitation programs at all In 
fact, only 16 reh^aitation programs existed worW- 
wide m 1978, and in aU but five of those, offenders 
remamcd among the general prison pofwlation 
while undergoing treatment, Alcorn said. 

Florida began experimenting with sexual 
offender rehabilitation in the 1950$. Miami was in 
the grip of child molestations, and the pobtic began 
to look for new ways to deal with sexual offenders, 
Alcorn said. A limited program, established at a 
state hospital in Miami, was expanded during the 
1970s. 

One of the main reasons for scparatii^ sexual 

offenders from the general prison population is that 
prison reinforces the behavior which got the men 
into trouble in the first place, according to Linda 
Presnell, a Florida State University police officer 

who counsels rape victims. Men rape because they 
feel dominated by women. Presnell said. Rape is a 
violent reaction against that perceived domination. 

But sexual offenders are considered pariahs by 
other prison inmates, Presnell said, so the men are 
otien forced to rely on their violent tendencies just 
to survive. 

Alcorn concurred. "(At Chattahoochee) we try 
to help them resolve their problems without 
infringing on other people's rights," he said. "They 
remain here either until they're no longer a menace 
to society or until it's clear to us the program hasn't 
worked with them." 

Treatment consists of counseling and group 
sessions in which the offenders reinforce each 
others' progress. There is no standard treatment, 
according to Alcorn. 

**They get the opportunity to find out there are 
other people with the same problem," Alcorn said. 
According to the men themselves, each offender is 
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*We try to help them resolve 

thdr problems nithout inlriiiging 
on other peck's rights. They 
remain here until they're no 
kNiger a memoe to society or mrtil 
it's clear the program haMi't 
worked with them.'

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responsible for his own progress. **You learn 
what's good about you and what's with 

you," said one offender. 

**We have a sympathy for each other," said 

another. '*Not many people have that." 

"These guys can pretty much see what kind of 
trip 1 was on,' Jack said. "I accept a lot (of what 
they say). 1 disregard a lot of it. I think tlie 
feedback 1 give them does not pertain to them, it 
pertains to me." 

Although most offenders treated at 
Chattahoochee who complete the program do not 
rape again, many others wash out and return to 
prison, Alcorn said. 

**We have an awful lot of failures," he said. 
"Sometimes we just have to say, 'You're going to 
leave. We're not doing anything for you and you're 
not either.' "

A message is being sent from Florida A&M University, and frankly, 
that message disturbs us. 

First it was the veil of silence lowered on the university in the wake 
of Millicent Elaine Wilson's violent rape and murder on October 23. 
immediately following the murder in a FAMU dormitory room, 
residents and staff members alike were incensed and spoke freely of 
the anger they felt about what they claimed was ''less than adequate'* 
lighting and security. 

Two days later, residents of Cropper Hall, where Wilson was a 
Resident Assitant, refused to speak on the record to reporters about 
possible security problems in the dorms. Other Resident Assistants 
and staff members wouldn't even speak off the record. A message had 
been sent out, and the meaning was clear: don't criticize the 
university. 

And if the message wasn't emphatic enough, an exclamation point 
has been added. Dr. Alex Brickler, FAMU's health director, has been 
purged as surely as if he were a member of the Reagan Administration 
or the Russian Politburo who had fallen from favor. His crime: daring 
to suggest that FAMU consider merging with Florida State University. 

Brickler offered his resignation to FAMU President Walter Smith 
last Friday; Smith accepted, and despite an offo* by Brickler to remain 
in his post until a new university health director was hired, suggested 
the doctor leave immediately. FAMU is now without a doctor to Hll 
the full-time staff position, though a tentative agreement with another 
physician is in the works. 

Even though he made the first move by tendering his resignation, 
Brickler almost surely would have been removed anyway. Ever since 
his merger comments appeared in a column in the Tallahassee 
Democrat on Sept. 21, he has been the center of controversy. Cries 
demanding his removal were as loud and heart-felt as those decrying 
the possible lack of security at FAMU. Only they weren't quashed. - 

And that's what really troubles us. How can any FAMU student, 
staff member or professor really speak his or her mind knowing public 
outcry, outcry blithely controlled by the university they might wish to 
criticize, may make them the next scapegoat?

in an effort to maintain increased awareness about rape in our 
community, the Flambeau will begin to publish a weekly account of 
the number of rapes that have occurred in Leon County. We will 
publish both the weekly and yearly totals, using only the figures 
compiled by Tallahassee's law enforcement agencies. Later, we may 
add the "unofficial" rapes that are reported to the Refuge House's 
Rape Crisis Program.

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If your lover is raped...

Few men are prepared to cope with the 
aftermath of the rape of the women in our lives, 
including those of us who presume to write about 
it. While circumstances vary and exceptions 
abound, some general guidelines apply often 
enough to keep in mind if your lover or wife is 
raped. 

Your efforts to help her through the trauma can 
make matters worse if you lose sight of a central 
principle: recovery from the rape experience 
involves regaining control of herself and her 
actions, overcoming the sense of powerlessness 
imposed by the assault. By letting your own needs 
interfere with this process, you imperil her well- 
being and your relationship. 

Above all, listen to her and let her make her own 
decisions. It doesn't help, for example to greet the 
news by arming yourself and heading for the street 
cursing and vowing vengeance. She's just finished 
dealing with one violent, agitated male and doesn't 
need another one. 

Refrain from asking what she was doing 
hitchhiking, walking alone, riding with strangers, 
etc. Rape is never the victim's fault, and, however 
delicately phrased, such questions have an 
accusatory ring. 

Attend to her needs; worry about yours later. 
Resist the impulse to castigate yourself for not 
being there to protect her, as well as the impulse to 
boast of what you would have done if you had been 
there. She is in no shape to dispel your misguided 
self-blame; it only makes her feel worse. 

Of course you are angry at her rapist. You don't 
need to prove it. Displays of rage and oaths of 
revenge tend to make you sound like the injured 
party. The assailant is not there with you, she is. 
The wrath you ventilate at him can seem to be 
directed at her. 

For much of Iniman history, rape was considered 
an offense against the males of the victim's family. 
Frequently, rape victims were ostracized as 
"damaged goods, "property used and defiled by 
another man. Vestiges of this outlook remain 
strong enough to warrant special effort on your 
part to acknowledge this assualt as a violation of 
her personhood, not your possession. 

Again, listen. There is a natural tendency to urge 
a victim to put it |>ehind tier, to say it's all over 
now, don't wallow in it, and so forth.

Cops nab assault suspect

Harold Lee Williams, a 27-ycar-old 

transient, has been chargted in connection 
with a series of crimes in Leon County, 
including the brutal kidnapping and 
at tempted murder of a 70-year-old Leon 

County man. 

On November 4, Williams allegedly went 
to the home of the 70-year-old man in 
response to an ad for a car for sale. 

\Viiliams and the man were out for a test 
drive when Williams allegedly forced the 
to drive into the woods near the 
H>sc lodge on Capital Circle. Williams 
^^11 allegedly beat him badly, breaking his 
Then Williams bound him with wire, 
abandoned him for dead, and then returned 
to the man's home and robbed his wife. 

illiams next appeared on November 10, 
\vhc!i he allegedly robbed a 44-year-old 
lallahassee man at gunpoint at the South 
Street Post Office. Williams took 
the man's car and disappeared. 



Later that day Williams was stopped in 
Pasco County for speeding. The patrolman 
called in the car's tag numbers and took 
Williams into custody when the car was 
found to be stolen. 

Agents of the Leon County Robbery 
Task Force — comprised of both Leon 
County Sheriff's Deparment and 
Tallahasee Police Department officers — 
went to Tampa thcfollowing day to begin 
an intense investigation of Williams. They 
arrested Williams, Simpson said, only after 
the\ felt they had sufficient evidence he had 
been involved in the first case. 

Officials suspect a second man may have 
been involved in the case, but do not yet 
have any suspects. 

Williams has been charged with 
kidnapping, attempted murder, three 
counts of armed robbery, and auio iheti. 
He also faces charges in south Florida for 
forgery, and in Chiefland for armed 
robbery.

Rape IS a vioiently traumatic experience, as Tallahassee's 
law enforcement agencies are well aware of. TPD, the 
Sheriffs Department and FSU police all have female 
officers assigned specifically to vvork with rape victims. .All 
are highly tramed and experienced. They do their best to 
uncover the facts behind an assault and protect the feelings 
of a victim at the same time. 

Police urge all victims to go to law enforcement, even if 
thev later decide not to lake the rapist to court. The woman 
needs to get police to document evidence of an assault as soon 
after the assault as possible. Police then leave the decision of 
whether to go to court up to her. 

If a victim chooses ^ot to go to the police, he or she can 
still act to stop the r^ist from striking again. Rape Crisis 
and The State Attorney's Office Victim Assistance Program 
both offer 'third party reporting,' Under third party 
reporting, a victim will tell her story — including any 
information about the rapist— to a counselor. The counselor 
then passes the report on to law enforcement. The reports 
cannot be used in court, but law enforcement agencies can 
often use the information reported to establish a rapist's 
pattern, and be there when he strikes again. 

Last year, the Leon County Sheriff's Department cleared 
more than 80 percent of the rapes reported to their office. 
(Cleared means either that an arrest was made, the victim 
decided not to press charges, or evidence that a crime had 
occurred was insufficient.) The City of Tallahassee's police 
Department's record was not quite that good, but still 
respectable at 55 to 60 percent. 

Rape presents special problems to law enforcement 
agencies. Local agencies can make countless arrests once a 
crime is committed, but preventing rape is far more difficult. 

''It*s not a crime where we can be aggressive/* said Sgt. 
George Bishop, head of TPD's Crime Prevention Unit. "It's 
not a proactive crime. It would be impossible for us to stop 
the crime unless we happened to be driving by at the time.** 

That in itself is unfikeiy. The vast majority of rapes do 
not occur out on the streets, but rather in the rapist's or 
victim's home or vehicle. Police could theoretically triple the 
size of their force — or put an officer on every comer — and 
still miss most rapes. 

**I do not believe the answer to fluting assault is to have 
more officers, raise taxes, and increase the burden on the 
taxpayers, " Bishop said. "The way to fight crime is to 
educate thepublk." 

Local law enforcement agencies have put actions behind 
those words. TPD, the Sheriffs Departmoit and FSU and 
FAMU pc^ce all provide rape awareness programs to dvic 
groups, classes, sororities, or any other group on request. 
The Rape Crisis Program provides a similar service, as does 
FSU's Women's Center. But they could use some help. 
Counselors trained to present rape education sessions in 
Tallahassee, including representatives of Rape Crisis and all 
the law enforcement groups, total only about 15. 

How to get more people involved in educating others? One 
solution is the Rape Awareness Week at FSU. Another is 
what Dixon called an "each one teach one" program: form a 
group of people who are well-educated and have each one 
commit to passing on that knowledge to at least one more 
person. Tallahassee already has many core groups which 
could easily begin such a program: the Women's Center, 
sororities and fraternities at both universities, sociology and 
criminology classes, and civic and social groups. 

Another solution— expand existing teaching programs. 
That, in the case of Rape Crisis, would require money. Rape 
Crisis currently operates on an annual budget of $10,000, all 
of it supplied by a federal grant. Additional money from the 
community — from tax dollars through the city or countyr 
governments, or from civic and social groups — could not 
only expand Rape Crisis' teaching programs, but allow them 
to expand their counseling facilities. 

On campus, educators face a different problem. University 
police are anxious to present their education programs at any 
time, but response has been limited. Often, the people who 
attend education programs are already security-minded, and 
thus the least likely to be raped. Far too many people choose 
to remain ignorant, content to believe that it could never 
happen to them. Because of that ignorance, it often does. 

One possible solution— make rape awareness part of the 
university curriculum. The dance and theater departments at 
FSU aheady invited FSU's pofice in to teach one day a 
quarter, simply because many students in those departments 
are on can^pus late at night, and are potential targets. It is 
time for the universities— as well as Tallahassee Community 
CoUege and Lively Vocational Technical School— to realize 
that every student is a potential target. Few teachers would 
^Kgnidte sacrificiat one dass period to a rape awareness 
Pragiun if it meant saving one student firom being taped. 



Rape awareness programs should be added to class schedules 
by the administration of each school. The obvious place to 
start would be large freshman classes, hke English or math. 

There are other steps that can be taken by the communit) 
to reduce rape. Better lighting and an in-the-works cross 
campus call box system at FSU are both good steps. Similar 
steps could, with funding from the legislature, student 
government or civic groups, improve the security of FAMU, 
TCC and Lively. Private businesses, particularly businesses 
—such as bars and laundramats, frequented by young people 
after dark— could better light their parking lots and have 
telephones readily available. 

Rapes frequently occur after a rapist has broken into a 
victim's home — of the 67 rapes reported to Rape Crisis in a 
four month period this year, 19 followed an illegal entry into 
a woman's dwelling. Often, that is a result of carelessness by 
the victim — she left a door unlocked, or a window open. 
Again, awareness is the responsibility of each person. But 
again, local government could help make security a bit 
better. 

Many cities and counties have ordinances requiring 
minimum security standards on newly constructed homes 
and apartments. Tallahassee requires only that a developer 
use doors at least one and Va inch thick. There is no 
requirement that the door have a lock on it. No requirements 
for size of locks, no requirements for window locks. The city 
or county commissions could— and should— rectify that 
situation with a single vote. Soon. 

FSU students have in one instance created their own 
defense against rape — the student government escort service. 
That service deserves the support it has received from SG, 
and deserves far more support from the university's 
administration. FSU is^, as always, short of funds for 
student projects, but the Escort Service is too vital to ignore. 

SG dug into its pockets to keq? the service going: the 
administration should dig into its own to improve the service. 

Finances currently restrict the escort service to 
on-campus escort. Funding from the university— backed by a 
state or federal crime-prevention grant— would allow the 
service to supply safe escorts to nearby night spots. 

WFENSE 
There is no single defense against rape. 
Experts agree every woman's most effective d^ense is an 
individual iq>proach she howlf chooses. 

The first step a woman must take in arming horsdf against 
rape is gaining self-knowledge. She must realize she holds the 
ultimate right to her own body and decisions affecting it — 
and she must know when and with whom she diooses to 
share it. 

A woman needs to respond firmly to those with wfamn she 
does not wish to share her body. Every woman must realize 
she is a potoitial rape victim because she is a woman. She will 
not escape a rape unless she retains control of the situation. 
Women are targets of rape because of their presumed 
vuln^ability to attack. If they cultivate a sense of purpose 
and strength, they reduce their chances of attack. 

"You need to know all the things that might be available 
to you beforehand, and which would be morally 
acceptable," said Dixon. 

**You need to know what you'd be wilfing to use — then 
make yourself good at it. Your best weapon," she stressed, 
"is still your head." 

A woman needs to base her response to a rape threat on 
her own assessment of her abilities and beliefs. Women who 
believe in non-violence might find a knife useless (or more 
dange ous to themselves than helpful), just as women who 
are b ghly trained in the martial arts wouldn't need to say 
much to their attacker — they'd act quicker than speak. 

••You can't talk about rape without talking about 
prevention," said Presnell. "Once you're in the rape 
situation, you're not talking about rape but survival. 
Whatever you need to do to survive is okay." 

"Most importantly," said Jack Handley, ••keep your wits 
about you. If you decide to resist your attacker, you must be 
willing to use every ounce of your strength. You must also 
accept the fact that you may get severely hurt." 

Every rapist is different, and responds differently to tactics 
of resistance. Tears may evoke sympathy from one man, and 
ire from another. Since rapists' responses are so variable, 
women need to reduce the gamble of greater injury or 
possible death by accepting the fact they are possible rape 
victims and thoughtfully decidmg how they will respond. 

Experts agree the best way to avoid rape is to avoid 
dangerous situations — don't walk in dark places alone, for 
example, but if you find yourself in them, act assertively and 
with purpose. Don't hesitate to confront a potential attacker 
and tell him to stay away. Don't assume the rape is inevitable 
— trust your instincts and, however you best can, get out 
of the situation.

EDUCATION 

Rape, like most things, begins at home 
Because of this, rape prevention should a 
home.

If all men learn is that women are objects for ' 
pleasure, or outlets for their aggression, they will ne\cr :r • 
of women as people and it will be easier to rape After ali. 
is much easier to hurt or rape an object ih an a tlesh anc 
blood human being with thoughts and feelings. 

If we could only do this ~ turn women in the medii 
human beings rather than objects — we could dr ; 
decrease the incidence of rape, and women could waik :;.c 
streets alone at night unafraid. Of course, changes in the wa> 
the media portray women is a slow and painful process, and 
many strides in that area have been made. Still, more are 
neected. 

In this sense, men need even more education than ^^omen 
about Tvpt and the way they view women can so easily tum 
kito violenoe against their sisters, mothers, grandmothers, 
daughters, wives and lovers. 

Acculturation and social attitudes are not the sole reason 
men turn to rape, however. There is the more grisly side of 
sodalization that frequently causes violence against women 
— vicrience in the home. The man who has been abused and 
beatm as a child finds it much easier to turn that violence 
against others, especially women. After all, he has been 
taught they are objects for his pleasure. 

There is a myth that the woman who gets raped is the one 
in the hot pants or the sexy dress, but this is simply not true 
Men rape women who seem vulnerable; women who the) 
think they can control. 

That is why there is no age barrier in victims of rape - 
reported victims of rape in Florida range from two months to 
91 years, according to the Attorney General's office. Men 
don't rape women primarily for sex but to regain the control 
they have been told was theirs by society but have been 
(tenied m thenr evoyday relationships. 

Of course, most men are not rapists, but they too need o 
revise their attitudes towards the women they love, especiai 
if one of those women has been the victim of a sexual au 

Women must also be taught not only how to deal with r ar^ 
situations once they occur, but also to respect themstlves anJ 
their bodies so they will not put themselves into situation, 
where they m^t be raped. 

Women must not only learn to respect themseKes and ?hc 
bodies, they must also form attitudes of control abou: 
themselves — they must be able to maintain control in an) 
situation so they vriil not allow a rape to happen. 

Women must learn that if they arc raped it not she 
fault, and they must turn their fear of rape into anger 
must get angry enough to change social attitude^ 
women so a climate of sexual denegration will n > ! nger lea 
to violence against women. They must get angr> enough i-^ 
make men understand they are supporting violence aeam^ 
women every time they tell a joke where the v^omar - _ 
off on the short end; every time they read misogynistsc tales 
or look at misogynistic pictures in magazines, books of 
movies. 

The people of FSU and the Tallahasee communitv need to 
work together to educate one another so that when a woman 
screams in the night it will not fall on deaf ears.

\^ ARSAW, Poland — Although alienation from the 
prrcnt VA\s\\ regime and system has prompted millions of 
)oung people 10 join Solidarity, it also has launched many of 
[Poland's youth in a different direction: A wave of 
|d>ai lection is rising here, carrying some out of the country 
|fniircK — and others into drug addiction. 

\ rumored government estimate of hundreds of thousands 
I'olish drug addicts was dismissed by a Solidarity leader 
'-aid the figure could be an exaggeration for propaganda 
po-es. !o make u appear that chaos is spreading because 
he mtluence of the revolution and the embrace of 
l^esiern mores. But even he agreed the drug problem is 
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serious. 

Marek Kotanski, a psychologist who has been worki ig 
with addicts here for eight years, also confirmed the problem 
has grown serious. This year alone, he said, 40 addicts died 
of overdoses in Warsaw. He estimated there may be 300 
living addicts for each reported death. 

The rise in drug addiction parallels increases in other 
indices of social discontent, including the rate of divorce and 
youth suicide, which are occurring in several Eastern 
European nations today. Some experts blame housing 
shortages, lack of meaningful jobs and intense pressures on 
the traditional family structure for the problems. But in 
Poland, another factor may be prominent, said Edmund Jan 
Osmanczyk, a respected elder member of parliament. "There 
is an instinctive fear, I think, of a new catastrophe," he 
explained. 

Observers point out that the drug problem here is 
significantly different from the drug craze that swept many 
Western societies in the '60s and '70s, creating an alternative 
culture. In Poland there is little or no distinction between 
grass, LSD and heroin. Psychedelics are rare- or* 
unobtainable. Wharis plentiful is the native rtd poppy. It 
has long been a favored garden plant. It grows wild among 
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vsheat, and iis seeds are common mgrcdicnis in iraJitional 

pastries. 

Kotanski claims that Pi>lish \vnuhs ha\c learned to privcss 
the fresh poppy plant into a hrew containing inv)rphinc 
(called "makivsara"), and then into 70 percent pureherv>in. 

The addicts come from every social and educalional 
background. Most are at some point ejected from home and 
survive in the streets and crash pads, going to hospitals tor 
malnutrition and useless psychiatric care, then oui into ihc 
street again.

HOLLYWOOD— In the aftermaUi of Wilham Holden's 
death, friends of the actor Thursday awaited word on plans 
for his hnrial at sea and dismissed stones that Hoiden^63, 
had planned to be married on New Year's Eve. 

Holdcn, whose body was found in his Santa Monica, 
Calit. apartment last Monday, bled to death after he struck 
his head on a bedside table in a drunken fall, according to 
the I. OS Angeles coroner.

Pat Stauffer, a friend of 
Holden's claimed that she and the actor had planned to be 
I married at the Mount Kenya Safari Club in Africa, Jan. 1 
adding that they had been in love for many years. 

Stauffer said she had known Holden for 16 years but had 
not seen him for five weeks prior to his death. 

Associates of Holden, including attorney Johnson, who 
had also been his friend and business partner for 35 years, 
Isaid Holden had never mentioned any plans to marry 
[Stauffer. 

Actor Glenn Ford, one of Hern's closest friends, said 
I actress Stefanie Powers was the woman in Holden's life 
[when he died. 

"Bill was deeply in love with Stefanie Powers," Ford

I went to the theater and got fleas — but all I saw was 

mediocrity. 

The Studio Theater's performance of Brecht on Brecht, 
by George Tabari, stands. On what I don't know, but it 
could sit on the actors' performances and nobody would 
care. 

George Tabori, who compiled the script from pieces of 
Brecht's works, attempts to parallel the German 
playwright's ideas of order in society in Nazi Germany with 
present political systems. 

Through his poems and songs, Brecht introduced a new 
form of socio-political drama. Brecht attempted to break 
down the barriers between the audience and the actors. The 
Studio Theater's performers constructed new barriers 
through over -projection and overacting. 

The perforoiances were best typified by the actress who 
intoned in a patrician voice, "The trees seemed to be 
covered with human shit." 

Director Martin Guttenplan, an MFA candidate, 
manipulates the stage with slides, "The Scream" by 
Edvard Munch and a taped recording of Brecht testifying 
before the Senate subcommittee on Un-American 
Activities. 

Although the material is rich in potential, both Studio's 
actors and the indulgent audience should heed Brecht's 
plea, "Check your wrath and scorn, man needs help from 
every creature born. * *

'The course we ran on for Regionals was 
fairly hilly and we looked real strong on the 
hills," said Winckler. *'So we're not so 
much worried about the hills and the cold 
as we are about the altitude." 

Most of the top teams will be more 
adjusted to colder weather than FSU, but 
only one team, Brigham Young, will have 
any acclimitization to the altitude. 

"We beat BYU pretty handily at the 
California meet, so we hope that won't be a 
problem," said Winckler. 

While the squad fights for a place among 
the top five teams. Lady 'Nole Darien 
Andreu will also be racing toward a similar 
individual finish. Andreu, a senior, has not 
placed worse than second at any meet this 
year. 

"Darien has been running real well, and 
I'm sure she'll be going out to win the 
thing, " said Winckler. "She'll certainly 
have some good people to beat, but she has 
a good chance of being in the top five or the 
top ten." 

Winckler mentioned Florida's Shelly 
Steely as one of the individual runners to 
beat. Andreu has placed second behind 
Steely in three meets this season. 

Also challenging for a top individual 
place for FSU will be soiAomore Margaret 
Coomber, who has run close behind 
Andreu all year. 

"Margaret should be pretty close to 
Darien," predicted Winckler. "She ought 
to be right behind her, or maybe even ahead 
of her. She has that capability " 

Andreu and Coomber traded the top spot 
back and forth last season, but Coomber 
has yet to run ahead of Andreu this year 

Winckler and head coach Roger Smith 
will be entering the same seven runners 
tomorrow that won the Regional meet - 
Andreu. Coomber, Cox, Banks, junior 
Susie Thrapp and sophomores Janet

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FPIRG opponents apply 
for board positions

Several individuals running for 
election in tomorrow's Florida Public 
Interest Research Group elections have 
previously fought against the 
or^'ani/ation. 

F PIRCi is an organization designed 
to investigate and research consumer 
oriented issues — consumer, political, 
economic, and environmental. Its 
board of directors is elected by the 
F lorida State University students and 
remains answerable to them 
throughout their term. The students 
may, through a petition process, call a 
new election at any time. 

John Boudet, a College Republican, 
lobbied the State Board of Regents 
against the formation of FPIRG. 
During this lobbying, Boudet held that 
students had no right to work on 
environmental and political issues and 
the organization should confine itself 
to investigating smaller, less systematic 
consumer complaints than FPIRG is 
designed to address. 

Boudet could not be reached for 
comment last night. 

Pete Sylvestri, Inter-fraternity 
Council President, also fought against 
FPIRG's formation. He, too, is 
currently making a bid for a seat on its 
board of directors. 



*M feel i can represent a different 
side of the student bodv," said 
Sylvestri. As IFC President, Sylvestri 
will be able to represent the thoughts 
of the Greek C ommunity. he said. 

According to Sylvestri, he objected 
to the S2.50 fee each student may pay 
in order to support the operation. He 
said that at the time he opposed 
FPIRG the fee was not refundable. 

This fee, which will be paid for the 
first time next semester, is both 
voluntary and refundable. FPIRG 
repeatedly stressed that fact during its 
petition drive last year. Over 10,000 
students signed the FPIRG petition. 

Also running for a seat on the board 
are Cardy Good and Judy Jericho, 
both of whom were convicted of 
campaign violations in the September 
Student Senate elections. 

Good was disqualified as a 
candidate for the Arts and Sciences 
seat in the Senate for switching his 
major one day before filing his 
candidacy. His appeal of the charge to 
the Florida State University Student 
Supreme Court was denied. His party 
was convicted and fined for other 
election code violations at that time. 

Good could not be reached for 
comment last night. 

Another candidate is Leon Morris, 
President of FSU's Black Student 



Cardy Good 

Union. The BSU was also found guilty 
of campaign violations during the 
September Senate elections, but was 
not fined. 

Several of the candidates for the 
board have had previous involvement 
with FPIRG — Bob Barrus, Laila 
Goodman, Richard Labelle, and Marc 
Prestera. Also running are Paul 
Kamolnick, a member of the 
FPRIG's temporary board, and Alicia 
Perez, a member of both the current 
board and the Hispanic Student 
Union. 

Interested students will have the 
opportunity to hear all the candidates 
speak tomorrow from twelve until two 
in front of Moore Auditorium, and 
again between seven and nine in room 
246 of the Union. The election will be 
held from twelve until two with voting 
at Moore Auditorium. Students must 
have a validated ID to vote.

Anti-semitism. 

The word usually conjures up images of goose-stepping soldiers and 
names like Dachau and Auschwitz, not the U. S. Senate and names 
like Hollings and Helms. Until recently. Last week, during a debate 
over school prayer, the ghosts of Nazi Germany were all too evident in 
our nation's capital. 

It seems Sen. Ernest Hollings, D-S. C, became angry during the 
prececdings and referred to a Jewish colleague as ''the senator from 
B'nai B'rith," a Jewish service organizaiton whose affiliate, the Anti- 
Defamation League, opposes prayer in public schools. His lapse, 
which made him sound like a bigot even though his public record does 
not bear that out, is a stunning reminder of the tenadty of religious 
intolerance. 

It is also one of the matin reasons we oppose re-introducing prayer, 
even ** voluntary" prayer, into public schools. 

If a U. S. senator, in the heat of debate, can give in to the urge to 
mock a colleague because of his religious beliefs, how can proponents 
of the bill allowing ** voluntary" prayer hope to keep children from 
persecuting other children when religious differences are brought out 
in the classroom? 

And they will be brought out. Students whose religious beliefs 
differ from the majority will be forced to either bend those beliefs, 
and risk the possible ire of their parents, or abstain from the prayer 
and expose themselves to harassment from their peers. For a ten- 
year-old, it won*t be an easy choice. 

Beyond that, no government should have the power to enforce 
religion on its people. That holds particularly true in this country, 
where our constitution guarantees religious freedom. Even watered- 
down versions of school prayer— in which students are forced to 
endure moments of silent meditation— are abhorrent to that concept 
of religious freedom because they enforce the idea that children 
should be religious. Whether that's true or not, it is not the concern of 
the U. S. government, or any of the state governments. 

Freedom /a-oa^7 religion is just as important as freedom o/ religion. 
We wish our elected leaders would rjealize that and begin to address 
some of our real problems. ^ 



In memorium 



Eighteen years ago ycsta-day, President John F. Kennedy was shot 
and kilkd in Dallas, Tex., and the world was stunned. Today, 
attempts to iBsassinate world leaders are nearly taken for granted. 

When President Ronald Reagan was wounded on a Washington, 
D.C., street earlier this year, no one was really all that surprised. 
When Pope John Paul II was shot in the Vatican City, it seemed just 
another in a series of senseless attacks. We've become innuredto 
political violence. 

However, those recent political assassination attempts have beai the 
work of lone, often emotionally troubled gunmen. A much more 
serious wave of violence has been swelling in recent years. 

In Ireland, in Africa, and in other spots around the globe 
revolutionary moments have for ycais been embradng political 
violence — terrorism, if you must — in support of political ends. In 
the process, hundreds of persons have been killed. 

All too often, those revolutionary movements have embraced 
vioknce because every other mouis of political expression has been 
denied them. It is not enough simply to denounce them as Marxist 
rev(dutioiiaries, as the Reagan administration would have it. They are 
revolutionaries because they have no choice. Try telling the black 
students in South Africa's Soweto ghetto they can affect change 
through the ballot box. 

We can do something about that. Boycott goods from nations 
which deny the basic human rights you take for granted. Pressure 
your government to do the same. 

We may not have the power to st<^ every lunatic with a gun. We 
can, and must, work towards a more equal world order. Unless we do 
jusi that, we call ex06ct an even more violent worlcL

Editor: 

After reading Mr. Kiss' letter in the October 
29th Flambeau, I felt it was high time for someone 
to end the popular misconceptions he presented in 

his letter. 

Let us begin with the affirmative action program 
and thoroughly examine how its quota systems are 
intended to work for the good of society as a whole. 
Consider if you will the case of the shoe industry in 
post-revolution America. American shoemakers 
had difficulty competing for business with cheaper 
and better quality shoes from England. These 
businessmen lobbied for Congress to impose a 
tariff on English shoe imports. The tariff was to 
be high enough so that Americans would be forced 
to buy American shoes and protect the industry. 

At this point, wasn't it unfair that society had to 
pay much higher prices for lower quality products? 
Wasn't this discrimination against the majority for 
the good of one minority — the shoe industry? Of 
course it was! Yet the benefits to society justified 
the tariff in three basic ways. As more shoes were 
being sold at home, the shoe industry was able to 
accumulate capital with which it developed 
cheaper ways to produce quality shoes. There were 
more jobs available as the industry flourished 
and competition heightened. The national 
production possibilities curve expanded outward as 
more money began flowing through young 
America. Oh happy day! 

Mr. Kiss, the affirmative action program was 
meant to increase benefits in the same ways! 

As America clamours for more efficient use of 
her resources, she sometimes fails to recognize 
minorities as the greatest virtually untapped 
resource of them all. Due to past discrimination in 
employment and educational opportunities, society 
has been deprived of the brampower of many 
minority men and women. More workers would 
have been available to society, the production 
possibliiies curve would have been much fatter, and 
a heahhier economy would exist right now if 
discrimination had never been institutionalized. 

The affirmative action program was meant to be 
a tool with which to accrue these benefits to society. 
A minority construction firm cannot learn to build 
a bridge unless it is actually given a chance to build 
one. You can believe it will be more expensive and 
take longer to finish than if done by an experienced 
firm yet, as in the shoe industry case, the benefits 
outweigh the costs. This same mmoriiy firm will 
soon be able to effectively compete. Other firms 
will be forced to react competitively lowering prices 
and increasing quality across the board. As the 
minority expands, it will create more job

opportunities and generate more revenues within 
the community at large. In short, as mmoniir 
become proficient in this and other protessivmi 
areas, they will accomplish themscKcs uhat wo'^ 
of others have tried to help the minorities do - 
lower unemployment rates, reduce welfare 
and contribute brain-power towards the advar. 
ment of society. I'm sure Mr. Kiss will aiicst loix 
fact that there are too many minorit\ member^ 
the welfare rolls and I agree, but uhat beticr 
alleviate this problem than through the Affirniaiivf 
Action self-help process?

I want the message 
to go oitt that tKat kind of conduct (sexual 
battery) will not be tolerated in this 



Judge Miwr said he retains >urisdiction 
over a ccMivict in about 50 percent of the 
sexual battery cases he sentences. Retaining 
jurisdiction means the judge must, for the 
firvt third of the sentence, be consulted 
before a convict is granted parole. 

Miner look exception to the "myth" that 
rapists do not rape for sexual gratification. 
"Although rape is a crime that defies 
gencrali/ation, the myth being perpetrated 
that rapists are not out for sexual 
gratification is a crock of hooey. " 

Miner also took issue with women who 
wear what he considers inappropriate 
clothing and engage in activities that may 
prove threatening. "If a woman is 
hitchhiking, and unsuitably dressed, 
although that's not the point, she's putting 
herself in a bad situation. She is making the 
rapist's job easier. She doesn't deserve what 
she gets if she's assaulted, but she is making 
the rapisi 's job easier." 

Miner, Meggs and Bajoczky all pointed 
out that recent criticism directed toward 
Judges Miner and J. Lewis Hall for allowing 
defendants out on bond before sentencing 
was unjustified. All three insisted judges 
have very little to say about it, since the law 



specifies who may be allowed out on bond 
and when. 

Sandy Langsion. of the Tallahassee Police 
Department, said the police role in a rape 
case is *Tirst and foremost to see to the uell 
being of the victim. And secondly, to 
preserve the crime scene. 

"The actions and conduct of the first 
officer on the scene can determine the 
attitude of the victim from then on,'* 
Langston said. 

Langston also demonstrated the use of 
TPD's recently purchased "Medina Dolls.' 
anatomically correct dolls that aid in getting 
information about a sexual assualt from 
children loo young or without the necessary 
vocabulary to describe a sexual assault. 

Edward Carney, an obstetrical and 
gynecological physician, showed how 
evidence is gathered in a rape case through 
use of a forensic "rape kit." Carney said 
inroads have been made in educating 
emergency room staffs in how to care for the 
sexual battery victim and preserve evidence, 
but much more can be done. 

"Out of four years of medical school, one 
year of internship and four more years of 
gynecological and obstetrical study, not one 
word was mentioned about how to treat a 
rape victim," Carney said. 

"We are working as well as we can within 
the system," said Meggs, "it is up to you, the 
public, though, to change the system." 



Anderson 
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the presidency in 1984? 

Anderson: That's a very valid question. 
The truth is, I haven't yet decided. Three 
years in advance is just too early. I have a lot 
more bases that I have to touch. I probably 
wiH decide that question sometime next year. 
Certainly, I'll decide a lot earlier than I did 
this last time. 

MM: Would you run as an independent, or 
try and form your own party? 

Anderson: I think I would actually try to 
form a third party. It would be a more 
instituticmalized effort, and people would see 
it as more than one candidate, one man. 
People would see it as something more 
p e r man e n t they could work for. 

MM: Where would you get the 
constiiuemy for a new party? 

Anderson: You start with about a third of 
the electorate— that is, the blacks and 
minorities who are going to suffer at best 
benign neglect from the Reagan 
administration. They, and the millions of 
people who are going to suffer at the hands 
of the administration, would be more than 
happy to support a policy that would not 
pour so much into a military budget. 

^f^f: How would a John Anderson 
economic policy differ from Reagan's? 

Anderson: 1 would have a much more 
selective policy in tax cuts. We need a tax- 
based income policy that would hold down 
both taxes and wages. And 1 would reduce 
defense spending. 

MM: Many people — including Reagan — 
feel that wc need those increases to meet a 
rising threat from the Russians. True? 

Anderson: No. Their economy is in 
obvious straits. They have to import millions 
of tons of wheat. Their satellites — like 
Poland— are in serious trouble. 1 think we're 
exaggerating that threat . Thai's what worries 
me about Reagan . A doginaiic approach lo 
the issues, particularl> to Russia, is just 
dmeerous. 

I was very happy with his speech yesterday 
(Wednesday, when Reagan proposed a 
mutual disarmament of medium range 
midear weapons in Europe.) It's the first 
encouraging sign we've seen that the 
president has some understanding of foreign 
policy. 

MM: You seem particuiaHy critical of 



Reagan *s economic policies. 

Anderson: It's just a very oversimplified, 
nostalgic approach. It seems he's trying to 
believe in yesteryear rather than facing the 
problems we have in today's world. There are 
no clear signs that it (Reagan's approach) is 
working. 

MM: Can supply-side economics ever 
work? 

Anderson: I don't think so, I really don't. 

MM: Would we be better off if Carter had 
been re-elected? 

Anderson: Actually, I would rather have 
Mr. Carter writing his memoirs than running 
the country. 

MM: There were a lot of people who felt, 
especially during the campaign, that you 
could have turned the tide toward Carter 
simply by dropping out. Do you feel that you 
played a spoiler's role in the election? 

Anderson: No, I did not, clearly. If all of 
my votes had been given to Carter, Carter 
could have gotten about 216 electoral votes. 
That would still have been far short of 
Reagan's total. 

MM: Did you ever feel that you had a real 
chance to win? 

Anderson: Yes, early in the spring. There 
was one Harris Poll that show ed up ahead in 
the north, but we kind of died as time went 
on. Too many people couldn't see any 
alternative to the two party system. 

MM: Obviously, you do think it may be 
possible to break away from the two party 
system. 

Anderson: Certainly. I think there are 
signs the two party system is deteriorating. 1 
don't see any reason to believe that a world 
as full of change as ours is inexorably linked 
to a party mechanism, particularly if it 
doesn't seem lo be working. 

MM: There were a lot of people who 
claimed you embraced liberalism, or at least 
modernism, as a political expediency during 
the campaign. In particular, there were many 
people who pointed out that your liberal 
stance disagreed with your record as as 
conservative congressman. 

Anderson: That uas early in my career. 
Who could go through two very dizzying 
decades and say, 'No, I will not change'? I 
think maturation and change is a sign of 
growth in a man's career and life. I don't 
think you have to abstain from changing in a 
rational manner.

Rattlers cruise 
to 41-6 victory

^gle-scas.)n mark of 30 with a total of 33 aerial • ' 
(fictis on the year. FAMU also smashed the 
Rhode Island Rams 41-6. 

I think we have a heck of a football team 
jnd plaved a heck of a football game 
tonight, ' said FAMU coach Rudy Hubbard. 

from the opening kickoff, the 3,825 
Rattler tans who braved freezing 
temperatures could sense FAMU would play a 
\^hale of a game. Tailback Greg Fashaw 
brought back the opening Ram kickoff 36 
vards to set up the Rattlers in great field 
position on their own 44 yard line. Five plays 
later quarterback Nathaniel Koonce hit wide 
out James Simpkins with a 35-yard 
touchdown strike before three nunutes had 
ticked off the clock. 

With a successful extra pcMnt kick by Vincent Coleman, 
the game took on an ironic tone. Earlier, Simpkins and 
Coleman were placed on a two-wedc suspension by 
Hubbard in connection with a burglary incident in July. 
Not only was the Rhode Island game their first contest back 
in the Orange and Green, they had put the first two scores 
on the scoreboard. 

"It was ironic for them to come in and put the first 
points up there, but I was more than ^kI to see them come 
back and play such a great game; That whole experfence in 
their lives is over, and I know it has helped them become 
better men,*' said Hubbard. Simpkins finished the game 
with two catches fol* f5 ywrds while Colataan added fotir 
extra point kicks and booted three kickoffs for no return. 

After getting the ball and scoring on their first 
possession, the third phase of the game's story 
materialized. Safety Robert Linton intercepted Ram 
quarterback Dave Grimish's pass on the 32 yard line. After 
a ^crie^ of runs by running back Emory Collier, who 
rambled for 93 yards on 13 carries, Koonce called his own 
number in the FAMU hiKkUe and sn«al^ed i«to the endzone 
from the one yard line. 

The Rams failed to get a first down in their next 
possession on a fourth and five situation at the Rattler 34 
\ard line. This led to yet a third FAMU touchdown on as 
mam possessions, thanks to a 39-yard touchdown spurt by 
CoOier. which put the Rams behind 21-0 in the first quarter of 
Plav Then another interception by FAMU's Kenny Parker, 
returned to the Ram 17 yard line, contributed to a 28-0 
Rattler lead just before the half. The touchdown came on a 
' >ard run by Fashaw. From that point on the R ams never 
made a serious threat of avoiding the blowout, though they 
^eored late in the game. 
"I don't want to take anything away from Rhode Island, 
have been gaining momentum every game and tonight 
' • ^erything together," said Hubbard whose

Rattlers have assured themselves their first winning record 
since 1979, with archrival Bethune Cookman CoU^ the 
only hurdle left for a respectable 7-4 record. Hubbard 
downplays but accepts such a flimh for a squad earlier 
predicted to do much better. 

"If we beat Bethune, we will finish the year real good. If 
you look around the league, you'll see a lot of 1-A teams. 
We didn't shoot for a 7-4 record, but we have to take it 
like some things in life,*' said Hubbard. 

The Rirttlers* conference record leaves them ineUgible 
for an automatic playoff spot but Hubbard hopes the 
Rattlers' performance on the year, coupled with a victory in 
Tampa next week, would give FAMU a shot at an at-large 
playoff bid. Making playoff chances better for FAMU, 
conference playoff contenders Lehigh and Grambling both 
lost Saturday. 

"We deserve to be in the playoffs. Rhode Island is in 
there and we beat them," said Hubbard. "And if we beat 
Bethune, I think we deserve to have a shot at the title," said 
Hubbard. 

But such a feat is easier said than done. The Rattlers 
haven't beaten the Wildcats since FAMU's national title 
season in 1978. Plus Bethune sports a 7-3 record on the year 
and is also vying for a playoff spot. Rattler-Wildcat 
contests of the past two years have been determined by a 
mere 7-point margin spread over two games. Two years 
ago, the W ildcats squeaked by with a 25-20 victory aiid then 
won by the hairs on their hetoets in a 16-14 thriller last 
year. 

But if the Rattlers are prepared mentaHy, according to 
quarterback Koonce, who threw for 152 yards and 
completed 10 of 17 passes, betting Bethune » a deflnrte 

possibility. 

"I hope thtt we can take the same mental attitude to the 

Bethune game as we did tonight," said Koonce.

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Seminole runners hope for reasonable finish in Nationals

Florida State's menH cross-country coach John Brogk 
doesn't expect his team to tear the roof down when it 
makes its first-ever appearance in the NCAA Division I 
National Cross-Country Championships today in Wichita, 
Kansas, but he docs hope for a respectable showing. 

**Our goal is to just go out there and do our best,*' 
explained Brogle. '*And if that happened, we might finish 
in the lop 15. With only 22 teams qualifying, that would 
be excellent." 

The team qualified last weekend by placing fourth in the 
NCAA District III championships in Greenville, S. C. Since 
only the top four teams from each NCAA district qualified, 
the 'Noles might expect to run near the back. 

But Harrier magazine, a national cross-country monthly, 
picked FSU to finish 13th in the nation in a pre-season 
poll, and Brogle isn't giving anything away. 

Finishing in the top 10 would be outstanding," he said. 
** Anything can happen." 

Tcxa.s-EI Paso is the runaway favorite to win the meet. 
Made up mainly of Kenyan Olympians, the UTEP team has 
won the title for the last three years, last year with a record- 
low point total of 58. 

Challenging UTEP for the title this year will be Oregon, 
Penn Slate, Providence and UCLA, according to Brogle. 

The 180 or so runners competing at the meet will be 
racing over a rolling, 10,000-meter (6.2-mile) course. "It's a 
fair course," said Brogle. "But the weather might be a little 
chilly for the southern teams, like us." 

Only one FSU runner, senior Larry Greene, has run the 
course before. Greene qualified for Nationals as an 
individual last year and went on to place 151st. 

While the team fights for a decent finish, both Greene 
and fellow senior Herb Wills will be going for Ail-American 
honors. To be All-American, they must be among the first 
25 Americans to cross the line. 

•'Generally, this means they'll have to be in the top 
50," said Brogle. 

Wills appears to have a good shot at that honor. He was 
undefeated in the team's first five meets in five starts until 
the District meet. There he placed third overall and was the 




first American to cross the line. 

"Since I was the first American in our district, getting 
All-American is certainly a reasonable goal," commented 
Wills. 

"Herb has been All-American twice before in outdoor 
track, and he really gets up for big meets, so 1 would expect 
him to rise to the occasion," added Brogle. 

Wills, in fact, may have a shot at placing very highly 
today. The 21 -year-old senior has been fourth and 11th in 
the NCAA outdoor 10,000-meter championship in the last 
two years. In cross-country, however, injuries and illness 
have slowed him ever since his freshman year. 

"He's very healthy now and he's having an outstanding 
year,'said Brogle. "There's nothing to stop him this time."

reduce new programs, Sliger wrote. FSU 
might also be forced to close several buildings 
over the summer to save utility costs, 

according to Sliger. 

"These reductions will apply to all parts of 
the University, academic and non-academic, 
and will cripple our programs," Sliger 
wrote. "The Florida State University has 
taken the action described above with the 
greatest reluctance and with grave 
apprehensions abouts its detrimental effea on 
thousands of lives and careers.** 

Graham requested a $56 million budget 
allocation reduction last week when he 
discovered Florida's income could fall far 
short of expectations. The bulk of that cut 
would come from education and social 
services. 

FSU was asked by the Florida Board of 
Regents to determine how it could reduce its 
budget by $1.25 million should the Cabinet 
approve Graham's proposed cuts. The 
contingency plan was completed late last 
night. 

If the Cabinet approves the cuts, they will 
come from FSU's proposed 1981-82 $92 
million operating budget. Last year, FSU 
received slightly over $80 million from the 
Regents. 

Graham proposed the allocation cuts ki 
spite of a $420 million working caintal fund 
the state holds in reserve. Graham contends 
the reserve fund will be badly needed next 
year. 

Sliger, who holds a doctorate in 
economics, disagreed. 

**To this day I have not seen any 
convincing evidence that the current fiscal 
situation in Florida warrants this major a 
reduction in state appropriations," Sliger 
wrote. "If such evidence appears and 
additional resources are necessary to allow an 
orderly consideration of program changes, 
the more appropriate response would be to 
transfer funds from the reserve which was

Reagan wins 'budget-buster' brawl, inks stopgap measure

WASHINGTON — President Reagan, wielding the veto 
for the first time, yesterday blocked what he called a 
"budget-buster** emergency money bill and won 
congressional approval of a stopgap measure delayii^ the 
spending battle for nearly a month. 

Reagan signed the revised $400 bilfion stopgap spending 
program into law less than 12 hours after using his first 
presidential veto to derail a $427.9 biikm coogresaoiial 
compromise worked out over the weekend.

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Blacks have no economic or 
political power, speakers say

■ akcrs at the Nigerian Studoit 
Asvociaiion's symposium Friday at Florida 
A&M University's* Jones Hall. 

"Blacks, no matter where they come from, 
share some form of unity from social and 
political repression, to ancestors and the land 
Itself (Africa)," said business instructor 
Vance Gregg. "This unity of experience has 
pr oduced a unity of problems. This common 
problem is a social breakdown; husbands 
Jon't respect wives, children don't respect 
parents and brothers don't respect their 
>isters." 

Blacks arc politically impotent, according 

0 Gregg. "We have not gotten to the point 
of being persuasive in our ideas on how we 
Aani to sec our society. Politically, on a 
Kxal, national, and world level, we are in the 
wind," said Gregg. *'lt is a rigid game. We 
arc also economically impotent. 

"Our next common step is a unity of 
solution. Blacks in Africa and America 
should all want to try the same medicine to 
cure the wound." 

(jrcgg said blacks should respond to the 
•Tioral. social and economic problems they 
encounter by selecting black leadership 
larctully. 

"V\e must come to our understanding as a 
people, ' said Gregg. "Our skin color isn't 
[he thing we should be concerned with, it 
goes deeper than that.*' 

The symposium was organized to bring 



unity and understanding among Afncan 
students and students at FAMU. said NSA 
President Issac O. Ogunson. a senior from 
Nigeria majoring in Agri-business. 

"This project was three-fold," said 
Ogunson. **One, bringing students together; 
two, bringing instructors together so they can 
set to kmm each other and share ideas; and 
three, to educate everyone present. Before 
the symposium, there were instructors on the 
panel who did not know each other.'* 

Friday's symposium was the first in a series 
planned throughout the current academic 
scho(riyear. 

The exposure and the exchange of people s 
ideas enhances the development of your own 
ideas, said Marketing instructor N. Buatsi. 

**The American system has failed us — 
Africans and black Americans," said Buatsi. 
**Africa has been experiencing problems for 
decades; problems with food, shelter, 
transportation and health. We are now 
entangled in the imports and exports of 
international systems." 

Buatsi said the dis-imity amoiig Africans 
was seen by missionaries and propagandists. 
*'This has made us lose our responsibility to 
our society; we have mis-placed it," said 
Buatsi. 

''In Africa, our biggest problem is in 
financing projects — you need the capital. 
Our problem exists in economics. 

"For Africans to develop economic growth, 
we must change our values; we owe it to our 
people. We should not feel that we are more 
privileged or better than other blacks. Your 
primary goal is to use your potential to help 
those who can benefit from it."

'Inhumane conditions no excuse for escape'

Saying "total anarchy" could otherwise result, an 
appeal court yesterday reversed a judge's ruling that 1 1 
Florida State Prison inmates had a legal right to attempt 
escape because prison conditions amounted to "cruel and 

unusual punishment." 

In a 3-0 decision, the 1st District Court of Appeal 
ordered Bradford country Circuit Judge R. A. "Buzzy" 
Green Jr. to allow escape charges against the inmates to 

proceed to trial. 

In four separate cases which the appeal court 
consolidated. Green threw out escape charges on the 
i^rounds that common law and prior decisions justify 
^' cape attempts when an inmate's well-being is threatened. 

The appeal court acknowledged that under certain 
circumstances, the motivation behind an escape can serve 
as a defense but said each inmate must establish 
individuallv the threat to his well-being and it cannot be 
done on a blanket basis, as Green allowed. 

"Such a ruling could result in total anarchy in the penal 
^^tem by encouraging prisoners to escape with the hope of 
_aMng general prison conditions as a defense." Judge E. R. 



Mills Jr. wrote. 

In separate proceedings. Green had ruled prison 
conditions at FSP unconstituional and ordered a cap be 
placed on its population. The 1st DCA upheld his action in 
that case. 

In the escape cases, Gieen ruled that the inmates were 
not in "lawful confinement" because of the conditioDs and 
therefore, could not be charged with escape. 

But the 1st DCA concluded: "A finding that prison 
conditions violate the U. S. and Florida constitutions does 
not negate the state's right to legal custody of the inmates." 

The appeal court noted that in cases where escape has 
been legally justified, "the defendant's conduct was 
necessitated by a specific and imminent threat of injury to 
his person under circumstances which left him no 
reasonable alternative other than to escape." 



'Every trial for escape is not to be temed uito a hearing 
on the current state of the Florida Penal System." Mills 
wrote. 

Chief Judge Rolwrt Simtli and Jud^ Guyte McCord

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FPIRG 



After years of struggle, the students of Florida State University 
today go to the polls to elect members to the board of the Florida 

Public Interest Research Group, an organization established to 
represent students in the investigation of consumer issues. 

FPIRG organizers are to be congratulated. At first their labors 
seemed devoted to a lost cause: in these days of rampant 
conservatism, who would have thought an organization devoted to the 
investigation of political, economic and environmental concerns 
would stand a chance? 

Indeed, FPIRG faced obstructions every step of the way. 
Apologists for a system which habitually rips^off students and the 
poor met the FPIRG effort with innuendo, half-truths, and outright 
lies at times. 

But FPIRG succeeded because FSU students supported it. Over 
10.000 FSU students signed a petition to ask the Florida Board of 
Regents to allow FPIRG to contract with the university to collect fees 
under a refundable, refuseable system. No one need contribute to 
FPIRG's work unless they wish to do so, and the FSU student body, 
may kick the group off campus at any time by refusing to pay 
FPIRG's $2.50 fee two semesters in a row. 

Despite the breath of student support for FPIRG, however, the 
obstructions continue. The Student Senate, apparently not realizing 
FPIRG is totally indepoid^t of Student Government-;-and 
answerable only to the students of this university — has challmged the 
log^tics of today's Sections. They suggested last week the New 
England-style town meeting system devised by FPIRG organizers is 
un(temocratic, and offered to help the group out by supplying 
senators to staff enough polling stations to facilitate a campus-wide 
election modeled after S. G. elections. 

FPIRG declined the offer with good reason. In order to remain 
effective, FPIRG must remain autonomous. Senate involvement — no 
matter how well-intentioned — could seriously jepardize that 
autonomy. Furthermore, FSU students who supported FPIRG 
throughout its organization stage, are the only persons qualified or 
entitled to monitor FPIRG in any way. If the elections system is 
unfair— and we remain convinced it is the model of fairness, since 
students have several opportunities to attend voter meetings — it is up 
to the students to say it is imfair. Not the seni^. 

Also of concern are the qualifications of several of the candidates 
for the FPIRG board of directors. Several candidates have worked 
long and hard to make FPIRG work, while several others have only 
recently expressed an interest in the group. We urge voters to listen 
carefully to today's speeches. It is vital that board menibers work in 
the interests of FSU students, and not their own selfish interests. 

To work the way FSU students have indicated they want it to work, 
FPIRG's board must be intelligent, able, and willing to listen to the 
students they represent. 

You supported FPIRG by signing its petition. Support it now. 
Similar groups in other states have made real contributions to the well- 
being of the people they represent. With a qualified board, FPIRG 
can do the same.

You can talk about your nasty 4-letter words, but 
there's a 14-letter word that's just as threatening to 
most of us. 

It's gerrymandering. 

Ask ten people on the street for a precise 
definition and nine chances out of ten you'll draw a 
blank. 

But politicians are as well aware of 
gerrymandering as voters are vague about it. Now is 
the time to acquaint yourself with gerrymandering 
because it can affect the state's political life for the 
next century. 

When the state legislature swings into session in 
January, reapportionment will be the No. 1 issue — 
and going along with it hand-in-glove will be that 
bugaboo, gerrymandering. 

Reapportionment, or redistricting, of the state 
takes place every ten years and the legislature has 
the power to change the boundaries of 
congressional and state voting districts. The process 
frequently is used to protect the interests of those 
already in office, splitting counties and 
neighborhoods to give the incumbents special 
advantages in elections. 

That's where gerrymandering comes in — 
manipulating the shape of voting districts for 
political purposes. Consequently persons running 
against m incurabeitt legislator have had less than 
one chance in ten of winning. Also, the fact i$ only 
one U. S. Representative from Florida has been 
unseated in the last ten years. 

Bad redistricting may be good for some 
poUticians but it also can confuse voters as weU as 
negate some votes. ' « 

When the reapportionment took place a decade 
ago our legislators — instead of providing all neat 
compact districts — came up with some shaped like 

an upside down camel, a fish, a dragon and even a 

llama. 

For a decade now we've had to live with this zoo! 
Fonunately, in the last few months strong 
sentiment has weU«l up for fair and equitable

Without a doubt, his 
mancc is one of the finest to appear on screen in years. 
I h j rest of the cast consists of virtual -unknowns as far as 
•heater goers are concerned. Jerry Orbach, a Broadway star, 
ddds all the right nuances to the character Gus Levy, one of 
fiello's partners. Bob Balaban, who appeared in Altered 
Sidles, pertorms well as a self- righteous, federal prosecutor. 
Others in the cast also give credible performances. 



CINEMA 



The film is excellently crafted but mav still fail at the box 

office. It isn't the standard pablum that has been spoon-fed 
movie goers dunne the past few months. Instead of cheap 
and easy entertammeni, the audience gets gloom and 
dreariness. The style of the film reminded me vaguely of the 
Italian neo realists with its almost documentary-like 
progression and starkness. 

Lumet doesn't give you pat answers to trendy moral 
dilemmas. He just lets you view the situation and leaves it 
up to you to make a decision. 

The film is also longer than the average persiin is used to. 
Lasting two hours and 47 minutes, some people may find 
their attention spans wandering, especially if the most serious 
movie they've seen in the past year is Biliy Bob and Earl 
Chase Sexy Women in Fast Cars. 

The message of the film may not sit well with uewers. 
either. People generally do not like to be told they are as 
guilty as any junkie on the street. It is preferable to keep a 
certain distance from the people who are up front about their 
corruption. As Williams screams at a member of the Chase 
Commission investigating corruption, "We're (cops) the 
only thing between you and the jungle." 

True, but it obviously isn't that different on either side. As 
Saint Paul said, we're all sinners in some way or another. 



Almost a three-hour Tohce Story'

It all we saw were the previews of Prince of the City, 
Sidney Lumet 's new cop film would have to be ranked as a 
tight, energetic, blitzkrieg of action and confession: Treat 
VVilhams sprinting down those mean New York Streets, 
smashing heads of mobsters and junkies alike, clenching his 
fist and railing about not implicating his partners, cursing 
and shouting until his voice cracks and tears stream down his 
face. 

Man, I was moved. 

Unfortunately, in its full, three-hour version, those head- 
bashings and cries of moral indignation drone on and on, the 
cofistant chatter of William's investigation, of lawyers and 
special assistants stretching indeterminably until the viewer 
other yawns to sleep or stans tapping his feet, chewing his 
cud until his nerves fray and fracture juist like Williams' 



Danny Ciello. 

The New Republic's Stanley Kauffman, often brusque, 
cantankerous and wrongheaded in his reviews, was right on 
the money when he wrote that Prince reminded him of a 
three-hour episode of Police Story. 

Originally set for direction by Brian DePahna, Prince 
migte have been somediiiig worthwhile. DePahna has veered 

dangerously close to being a typecast director, and a film 
about the double-edge of justice, about hypocrisy and flaws 
in the legal system might have been a resuscitating change of 
pace for him. Lumet, though, treats the story in the straight - 
ahead style that made Serpico and Dog Day Afternoon such 
bores. 

As for WiUiams, he's a good act(n-,lnit all he's cafled on to 
do here is sweat, scream and be intense, with scarely a btnk. 
And the audience badly needs one.

Sue Galkantas, a Street and Smith honorable mention 
All-American and FSU's leading scorer and rebounder last 
season, led the way last night for the Lady Seroinoles with 
22 points. She had 16 of those from the field and added a 
perfect 6- for -6 from the free throw line. 

Another standout for FSU was junior guard Lynn 
Mamie. Mamie only contributed five points for the game 
but was outstanding as the Lady Seminoles* floor leader.

Instead of Si 1.1 million, F lorida universities must reduce 
current spending by only $6.6 million, a Board of Regents 
budget official said yesterday. 

The $4.*^ million difference was worked out in meetings 
Monday between education officials and the governor's 
budget people. 

It will have significant impact on the major universities. 

For example, instead of shaving $2 million off its budget 
for the rest of this fiscal year, the University of F lorida gets 
bv with a $1.2 million cut. Florida State University, told last 
week to cut $1.6 million, today got a new figure of $988,000 
and University of South Florida's cut was reduced from $1.3 
million to $810,000. 

FSU President Bernie Sliger could not be reached for 
comment on the budget cut reduction yesterday, but Director 
of Budget and Analysis Ilona Turrisi said she was pleased 
with the reaction from the state.

Purdue suggested to the county commissioners that there 
should be more public input into the process of updating 
the Leon County's tree onfinance. 

The committee has until January 19 to formulate a 
proposal for a new tree ordinance. 

The decision to form the committee came after members 
of Tree Watch, a local tree preservation group, complained 
the county's existing tree removal ordinance was 
"inadequate" and "outdated." 

County CommisMoners yesterday agreed once again the 
committee is weU-balanced. Crews said he had been afraid 
that the committee might be dominated by building 
interests. 

The city oommis»<m also met yesterday. After a heated 
debate, city conamissioners agreed to install up to $75,000 
in water and sewage facilities to serve the new research and 
devdopment park ki Tallahassee. The park will be located 
west of the city. 

The park is getting re^y to build its first building, whcih 
wiU house $2.4 mfllion computer center operated by the 
Board of Regents. The Research and Development 
authority had planned to pay for the utilities service at the 
computer center with a Federal Economic Development 
authority grant. With the advent of the Reagan 
administration, however, cut-backs left the authority 
accepting bids on the computer building, but with no plans 
for utilities. 



Health Center: students, heal yourselves

As Jack Frost and Old Man Winter replace the muses of 
summer. Alpha Epsilon Delta, the Premedical Honor 
Society is sponsoring and staffing a cold clinic in the lobby 
of the Health Center. 

Dr. Liborio Gagliano, director of the Health Center, says 
they will be belter enabled to treat those individuals with 
more serious diseases if those with minor cold symptoms 
are filtered out through the cold clinic. 

"Besides, this is an excellent lesson in common sense and 
it acts as a learning experience for students wishing to know 
the facts about the common cold." says Dr. Gagliano. 

The clinic works as follows: Cold suffers should check 
with the Health Center's information desk on the first floor 
with a student l.D. Then they should proceed to booth 
number one of the cold clinic and fill out a questionaire to 
determine their symptoms, such as a temperature above 
101 degrees, vomiting , swollen glands, chest pains and 
cou^s. 

In booth number two of the cold clinic the student would 
take his or her own temperature. If the temperature is 
higher than 101 degrees they would then need tte help of a 
physician in the walk-in clinic on the second floor. 

In booth number three of the cold clinic, the student can 
examme his tonsils in the mirror and compare them with a 
picture of the infected tonsib on the waU. 

In booth numbo^ four of the clinic, the student briefed 
on facts, symptoms, and remedies for the common cold, 
and how to avoid getting one. 



In booth number five, the student can get infcmnation 
about over-the-counter dru^ to relieve common cold 
symptoms. 

Booth number six tdls the student the hmirs the 
pharmacy is open (Monday through Friday from 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m. and Saturday and Sunday, from 9 a.m. to 12 noon).

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Tenants' association 
wins $68,000 grant

The Tallahassee Housing Authority allotted $68»000 to 
the Orange Avenue United Tenants Association (OAUTA) 
to organize a Citizen Dispute Council (CDC). The Council 
vkiii provide crime prevention information and sponsor 
symposiums to teach housing organizational techniques 
and administration procedures. The Council will also 
sponsor a Summer Youth Employment Program. 

The association represents Macomb Street, Orange 
Avenue and Springfield Apartment tenants and provides 
educational, vocational, recreational, cultural, social and 
counseling services to residents affiliated with the 
organization. 

"Our motto is *Poor people helping themselves,' " said 
Oliver Hill. President of the association. "Our goal is to 
provide adequate, safe and sanitary housing for low- 
income people. I don't even like the word projects, because 
It sounds like the government is doing an experiment on 
us. 

The association also employs its own tenants and 
piihlisiies its own material concerning programs. It also 
provides tood stamp information to its tenants. 

"I think its a viable organization," said Aquilina 
Hov\cll. a Housing Authority member. "When people are 
in\()lvcd in their own affairs they have more pride and 
interest." 

" I he commissioners have been adorable," said Hill. 
"They have helped us become more responsible and 

business like." 

I he tenant association received $34,000 in 1973 through 
the Human Resources Clearinghouse program, and 
mcorporaied with the state as a non-profit organization. 
Ht'uever, Housing and Urban Development (HUD) did 
not recogni/c the association until it received a grant from 
I he I aw hnforcment Assistance Administration (LEAA) in 
1974.

much abused holiday.

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It could happen here 

When 16-year>old Anthony Broussard bragged to some high school 
friends that he had raped and killed his girlfriend, they laughed. 

When Broussard took them up into the foothills near San Jose, 
Calif., and showed them the body of 14-year-old Marcy Conrad, who 

was lying face down in the underbrush clothed only in a tank top and 
socks, they quit laughing; they covered the body with leaves and went 
back Milpitas Ffigh School. 

None of them contacted the police. 

Two days later, after rumors of the body in the hills had circulated 
through the school, 18-year-old Mike Irvin went up into the hills to see 
if the rumors were based on truth. They were. He found the body and 
reported it to the police. 

And by doing so, he became a pariah at Milpitas. Many of the 
students claimed Irvin had no right to tell the police, that it was none 
of his business. Irvin, they said, broke a '*code of honor" when he 
went to the police — a code over a dozen other stuctents would not 
violate. 

A code that bound them to forget about Conrad's murder and 
protect their buddy. 

It is a chilling tale, especially to residents of Tallahassee who are still 
mourning the rape and murder of Millicent Elaine Wilson in her dorm 
room and the brutal rape and beating of a New Zealand woman on the 
outskirts of town. And it is a tale that proves far better than any 
statistic presented during Rape Awareness Week programs just how 
deep our socialization goes. 

Until we start with our children, children like Anthony Broussard, 
and raise a whole new generation who understand the human rights 
that belong equally to women and men, we shall never be able to 
combat sexism, inequality and rape. 

Those California children, much like their Leon County 
counterparts, did not just adopt that "code of honor*' ovonight. It 
was spoon-fed them since birth — through examples set by books, 
television programs and movies. 

Many of their parents live that code — mom as an object who cleans, 
cooks, sews, and cries; and dad, who works and makes money and 
runs things. Along with his buddies. 

No one can blame those kids for their cold-heartedness. 

We raised them that way. Or we stood by and let it happen.

BSU's talented tenth

In the article covering the election of the new 
BSU Vice-President the reporter briefly touched 
upon a Project called Talented Ten. First, I'd like 
to expound upon this issue and then to correct an 
error in regards to the article.

Ten blacks would be taken, 
educated and then nine sent out into the community 
leaving one behind to educate ten more blacks, then 
nine of them go out leaving one 
bdiind. . .establishing a cycle.

**I*ve never lost to Florida and I don't want to start," 
said Mike Whiting, FSU's starting fullback. "A win this 
time would be the fifth str»ght for FSU and I want to keep 
the tradition going," 

**We won't need an incentive (Bowl bid) to get ready for 
this game," said FSU quarterback Rick Stockstill. "I've 
been involved in games where we've beaten Nebraska, Pitt, 
Ohio State, and Notre Dame, but it will be the last one I 
played in I'll always remember the most. 1 don't want that 
last game to be a loss." 

On the Florida side of the field, there will be a few people 
who would like nothing better than ending the tradition 
Whiting spoke of, not to mention making Stockstill' s last 
game a bad memory. One of those will be linebacker Wilber 
Marshall. The 6-foot-l, 233 pound Marshall leads the 
Gators in tackles this season with 1 17. Of those, 16 were for 
a loss, plus he has recovered four fumbles. He's also sacked 
the opposing quarterback 1 1 times and runs a 4.6 forty yard 
dash. The sophomore is sure to give the Seminples a 
problem. 

Another Gator who could give FSU problems is Wayne 
Peace. The sophomore quarterback has run hot and cold 
this year but when he's good, he's very good. Peace has a 
57 percent compleiion rate this season, having connected 
on 139 tosses for a total of 1,528 yards.

MIAMI — Police said yesterday they 
doubt they ever will find the killers of four 
men and two women who were found bound 
and slain gangland-style at an exclusive 
Southwest Dade County townhouse. 

An anonymous telephone call late 
Saturday afternoon led police to the bodies. 
At least two of the victims had been shot — 
possibly with silencer-equipped weapons — 
and several others strangled, police said. 

"Not all six were killed in the same way. It 
was a gruesome sight/* said Metro 
spokesman Dave Graveline. 

*Mt has been determined that the two 
females were shot and the four males were 
suffocated,*' Graveline said. *'A11 were 
bound and the males were gagged. We are 
still tr>'ing to positively identify them." 

He said the nature of the gags would not be 
disclosed because it was the kind of physical 
evidence that would be known only- by the 
slayers and the knowledge could be used 
during interrogation. He said there was no 
evidence automatic weapons were used. 

No drugs or large amounts of money were 
found in the three-bedroom, two-bath, 
double-garage duplex, which had been 
ransacked, police said. 

Police were looking for a child about 2 
years old whom neighbors said lived in the 
home at the Kings Court complex, where 
duplexes sell for about $ 1 50,000 each. 

The identities of the victims were withheld 
pending notification of relatives. 

The deaths pushed the number of Dade 
<^oun[\ homicides this year to 565 — three 
short of last year's record 568. 

"This is just another of the county's 
gangland style killings — the only difference 
is that we found six in one place rather than 
one here and one there and another over 
there, said an investigator who asked not be 
identified. 

"It is doubtful that the killer will be found 
because so many of these types of killings are 
hiis,' and those types of cases are often the 

toughest to crack," the investigator said. 

A young couple from Medelin, Colombia 
and their small child lived in the highly 
■secured townhouse three blocks north of one 
^'M)ade's busiest thoroughfares, a neighbor 
^^id. but did not know their names.

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Arson-for-profit: Neighborhood groups begin fighting back 

erass-roots fire prevention organizations all over the United (STOP), which launched an unprecedented grass-roots

grass-roots fire preveation organizations all over the United 
States. 

BOSTON — Five years ago, the Fenway district was an 
urban inferno. More than a third of the 74 buildings thai 
Hned two streets here were seriously damaged or destroyed by 
fire in just one three-year period. Fenway had turned "hot," 
fire officials and some property owners said, because of 
random torchings by local vandals or irrespoosibie tenants 

who smoked in bed. 

But residents of this predominantly low-income 
community on Boston's north side simply were not buying 
the idea that they were burning down their own 
neighborhood. In 1976, as Fenway conttniMd to bora, they 
established the Symphony Tenaots Organiziog Project 



(STOP), which launched an unprecedented grass-roots 
investigation into the fire wave. 

Today Fenway isn't burning anymore, and what its 
residents learned in putting out the fires mav help to put a 
major illegal enterprise — arson-for-profii — out of business 
all over the country. ^ 

Using the pubUc record, STOP bCfBR by researching the 
histories of bufldings that had burned, and turned up a dear 
pattern: None was owner-oocupied; all were nm-domm aod 
had munerous code vioiatioas; May had changed ownership 
frequently m the few yean prior to the Urn; and naHiy 
owners were la arrears on nM>rtgage paya w ts aod property 
taxes.

To test the pattern, the group then meisured the condition 
of existinj? building, against those which had burned, and 
publicly predicted v\hich structures would bum next. After 
several such predictions proved accurate, a massive 
investigation by the Massachusetts tttomey general's <rfrice, 
prompted by STOP'S research, led to the arresu of 33 
people. Among them were the former head of the Boston 
arson squad, retired police and fire offlciab, landk>rds, 
insurance adjusters and attorneys. Eventually. 31 were 
convicted, in what siM Attorney General Francis BdloCti 
called "a huge conspiracy to burn Suffolk Cotmty for 
profit." 

Since the 1977 indictments, there has been only one major 
fire in Fenway, and arson fires m the Boston area hap/€ been 
reduced by 30%. Elsewliere. however, arson — which kifls 
approximately 1.000 peoi^ per year— continues to flourish. 
Experts believe that up to half of the 600,000 arson fires 
reported in the United Stales in 1979 were set for profit. 

"Everybody btemes arson fire on kids out for a kick," 
said Ernie Gameau of Urban Education Systems, a Boston- 
based arson research center. "That's absurd. Are these kids 
checking the public record to find out which areas are 
earmarked for redevelopment, or which landlords are in tax 
arrears, before they decide where to set fires? Arson-for- 
profit is a big business and is far more common than most 
people want to believe. ** 

STOP'S success at ending its neighborhood's arson wave 
has inspired some 30 community organizations nationwide to 
form the National Arson Prevention and Action Coalition 
(NAPAC). Because most municipal fire departments 
concentrate thdr money and time on fire suppression, 
neighborhood groups from New York to San Francisco are 
instead working toward preventing fires by organizing grass- 
roots arson early warning systems, based on the strategies 
developed by STOP. 

**Arson-for-profit is predictable because it has a pattern,*^ 
explained Garneau, whose Urban Education System 
sponsors NAPAC. "The duty of the community is not to 
become involved in criminal investigation. The idea of a 
community-based arson early warning system is to stop fures, 
not to put people in jail.*' 

Garneau and representatives from NAPAC conduct 
training seminars in ten cities a year to help communities 
start such early warning systems, which identify arson-prone 
buildings and then work to deter the possibility of fire. 

"Take, for example," he said, "a building worth $200,000 
which is insured for $500,000 — a likely target for insurance 
fraud. A building profile would reveal that it's rundown, has 
a high vacancy rate and turnover of building managers, and 
is not owner-occupied. The owner might be in tax arrears. 
The building might have a lot of small fires in a short period 
of time. These are what we call early warning fires, set to 
scare tenants into moving out to clear the way for the big 
fire." 

The building typically would be sold several times in a few 
years, though little money would change hands, and the 
paper value of the properly would be inflated with each 
transaction, explained Garneau. Thus, after a major fire the 
owner collects insurance on the inflated value of the 
property, and is exempt from paying taxes on the buikKng. 

Although insurance fraud arson is just one of many arson- 
for-profit schemes, it generally is considered the most 
prevalent and destructive. Of the estimated SI .2 billion in 
property loss caused by arson in 1979, experts say ttmt 
insurance fraud fires accounted for 30 to 50 ^ of the total 
loss. 

Another common arson-for-profit ploy is the 
"condominhim conversion fire." The tar^ is a masonry 
structure which will withstand a major blaze, in a 
neighborhood undergoing gentrification. In the typical 



pattern, a long-wa owner of such a building sells to a 
devdoper who has a hi«ory of buying buildings which 
experience f»e$ a few months later, and then are convened to 
condonMimis. In the meantime, often there is a noticeable 
declme in die buikimf 's maintenance, since the real priorii> 
is not Tr«"^g property, but burning, converting and 
seUing the mte is cpickly as possible. 

'^Converters hate publicity/' said Garneau. "They often 
con^der OMmtelves respectable developers, and rely on 
investors who don't wwit to be associated with slumlords, so 
tenmts who publicize the deteriorating condition

of their building can make the converter back off." 

"When you've done your research and have the facts to 
validate suspicious," advised Felice Jergens, an organizer for 
the People's Firehouse in Brooklyn, "the worst thing you 
can do is accuse the owner of being an arsonist. If you do, 
you've not only lost your credibility, but you've lost your 
fight against arson. Simply call the owner 'fire-prone.' 

"Set up 24-hour security programs, with tenants and 
community groups taking shifts to watch that no one is in the 
building who doesn't belong there. Do what you can to make 
that building visible, and to let the owner and the public 
know that the local arson prevention organization is 
watching very closely, and will continue to do so until the 
conditions in the building are such that it no longer is fire- 
prone." 

In San Francisco, where fire officials say they cannot 
remember an arrest in recent years for economically 
motivated arson, a community group in the fire-prone 
Mission district now is developing an arson prevention 
program. One of its first targets is the Carmelita Apartments, 
a 42-unit masonry structure which has had a series of small 
fires over the last year. The organization's research disclosed 
the the holder of the building's lease had a history of leasing 
buildings which had frequent fires. The building had 15 
outstanding code violations at the time of its most recent fire. 

Down the street from the Carmelita is a large cavity, a half 
block in size and 25 feet deep, that serves as a painful 
reminder of arson's consequences for Mission residents. The 
Gartland Apartments once stood there until a December 
night in 1976 when an arsonist poured gasoline down the 
staircase. Twelve people perished in the fire. The Gartland, 
too, had numerous code violations and had experienced five 
small blazes in a short period prior to the tragedy. 

**The Carmdita has alarming similarities to the Gartland 
right before it burned," said Ruth Lopez of the North 
Mission Association, which picketed the Gartland two weeks 
before the fatal fire. *'But the difference be tw een the two is 
the difference in community involvenient." 

Since the last blaze at the Carmelita, the North Mission 
Association has met with tenants of that building who 
subseqimtly launched a rent strike. Substandard conditions 
were publicized, as was the name of the absentee owner. 

As a resi^, life at the Carmelita is beginning to change. 
The owner has taken an active role in OMeting with the 
tenants. Repairs are begifuiing to be made, and the lease of 
the man who had a history of foes in his buildings has been 
rievoked.

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Smoke screens 



Presidents do some strange, sometimes foolish things when they're 
(Ml the run, but Ronald Reagan's veto of Congress' stopgap spending 
bill last week was nothing if not a spectiM:ularly cheap shot at 
Congress and the federal bureacracy. 

Reagan, youMI recall, had just been badly burned by bud^t chief 
David Stockman's indescretions to journalist David Greider. 
Stockman, in the course of a series of candid discussions with Greider, 
an old friend, called the president's fiscal policy a "Trojan Horse" 
designed to aid the rich at the expence of the poor, among other 
things. Coming from the man who served as the presidents chief fiscal 
spokesperson, the Stockman interviews and resultant article in the 
Atianlic Monthly stung Reagan hard. 

Reagan saw the budget battle as a chance to divert public attention 
from the axe-blow the Stockman interview dealt the president's 
economic program and personal prestige. Congress had been sluggish 
in passing the presictent's budget prc^^osals, so it passed instead a stop- 
gap spending measure intended to finance government operations 
until the full budget could be approved. Congressional leaders even 
thought they had the president's approval of the spending levels they 
set in the stopgap bill, they said at the time. 

Imagine their surprise, then, when the president, the model of self- 
righteousness, decried Congress' irresponsibility in not acting on the 
full budget before the beginning of the fiscal year on Oct. 1; 
complained the stopgap measure set spending levels too high; and 
vetoed the measure, effectively closing down most government 
services. 

The president insisted his veto was the only possible responsible 
course of action he could have taken. *'This is not theatrics," he said. 
•This is for real." 

Indeed. Public image is very important to presidents. Reagan wants 
to revolutionize the balance of American politics, and if the public 
ever begins to doubt his proposals as they did in the wake of the 
Stockman episode, the revolution could be set back by years. Reagan 
accurately figured his revolution was endangered, so he orchestrated a 
smokescreen: close down the government to show Americans just how 
serious he is about fiscal restraint. 

Everybody hates Congress, not tc mention the federal bureaucracy, 
the charismatic president must have reasoned. In effect, those two 
institutions became the whipping boys for Stockman's indiscretions. 

The problem is that you really can't blame Congress for taking its 
time in going about the budget cuts. We are not convinced most 
Americans realize the radical nature of some of Reagan's pr<^osals, 
which would effectively nullify the past 50 years of American political 
experience. That's not something we want Congress to take lightly, 
escpecialiy in light of Stockman's comments that not even he, the 
architect of the president's budget, understood which programs were 
being cut or by how much. 

But despite the president's initial propaganda victory— and that is 
precisely what his veto became— the cost to the Oval Office was high. 
Even Reagan's friends in Congress must have blanched at the 
doublespeak rubbish the president mouthed concerning the spending 
bill. F\en Florida's Republican senator Paula Hawkins supported the 
stopgap measure. Reagan's veto was frighieningly irresponsible, and 
e\en congressional Republicans know that.

, ual efectivcness as a deteriant. the quandry of publicly 
financed executions, etc. My feelings are that the felons 
J id be executed, but this decision is based on a well 
..ht out decision process which I feel needs to be 
>cnted to the readers as a rebuttal. 

First, Gov. Graham's responsibilities to the populace of 
Florida also includes reduced or more efficent uses of tax 
dollars. Does the $25,000 to $30,000 spent per inmate per 
vear for lifers represent tax monies well spent? Assigning a 
(iollar value to human life is a philosophical ta$k beyond my 
capabilities, but these people on Death Row are ii6t just 
"Mr /Mrs. Victim of Circumstances." 

To get this infamous honor requires performing a series of 
destructive, horrendous crimes, usuaUy culminating in the 
premeditated mutilation of another human being. To me, 
these people are not worth anything to society, they are non- 
rehabilitatable and dangerous individuals and should be 
eliminated from society's main sti^am s& well as from the 
vuppori of the public coffers. 

Second, it the Death Row inmates do survive, what benefit 
do ihcy provide society? Their presence does provide 
attorneys of Florida's 160 Death Row inmates many years of 
income due to uncountable appeals and requests for stays. 
B i! who pays for this? Most of the convicts have public- 

nanced attorneys — yes, it's us again footing the bill. 

W hile providing work for these lawyers (a dubious benefit 
at best), this succeeds in tying up court time, thus reducing 
the court's ability to serve the judicial needs of the rest of 
society.

Have we become 
unaware that the slightest injury— a blow to tlie head; sand in 
the eyes; a sudden splash of some chemical while deaning, 
spraying, or painting; splinters dropping a glass; 
sawitost wl^ cutting wood; a high fever; evoi poorly fitted 
contact lenses can leave us bereft of the sight wNch we take 
so for granted?* 

Or have we taken on atavistic characteristics of troglodytes 
and decided the bliad and yisuaOy handicapped should be 
punished for reminding us of our vulnerabttities? 

Blind Services on this campus is being rendered practically 
ineffective. Its clients have been told that cutbacks have 
taken place and others are imminent for such direly needed 
services as transportation, medical care, and eventually even 
reading and tutorial services. To date, no attempt has been 
made to apprise the faculty of the fact that their blind 
Students may no longer have access to assigned materials. 

The fact that the bhnd and visually handicapped students 
on this campus are able, intelligent, and willing to vsork 
should not even be questioned. 1 have seen the 
determination in their abilirv to suffer so much ignorance 
and insulting circumstances and still go on. However, no 
situation should be allowed to reach such a point that a half 
blind student should have to resort to driving a motorcvcle 
up College Avenue and onto the campus with a totally blind 
student seated behind him. 

I understand that Blind Services must make an appeal to 
the State and the State make an appeal to the Ciovernriient. If 
the appeals fall on deaf ears, we should no longer call 
ourselves civilized human bemgs!

Texas and Mr. Southern States, among 
others, has helped train one of the nation's 
top femak body-builders— Laura C ombes. 

Combes b 28 and has lived in Florida for 
almost half of her life. She's a graduate of 
the University of South Florida and a former 
members of USF*s women's rugby team as 
well as a former competition water skier. 

"I started we^t training about two-and- 
a-half years ago to rehabilitate my leg after a 
skiing accident,*' said Combes. "Then I just 
started applying the leg workouts to the rest 
of my body." 

"Yeah, she came to Tallahassee (a couple 
years ago) and asked if I'd help her get in 
shape for the Ms. Florida and Ms. America 
Competitions," recalled Baldwin. **She said 
she'd been working out quite a lot so the first 
session we had I put her through a pretty 
tough workout, thinking she'd be able to 
handle it without any problem. 

She did great. About a year later, though 
she confessed she'd never been through such 
a tough drill before in her life." 

Baldwin also instructed Combes on posing 
techniques — one of the key dements judges 
look for in competitions. 

"You can have a great body from head to 
toe but if you don't know how to show it, 
you're not gonna have a very good chance of 
winning," said Baldwin. "Laura's femininity 
comes out in her presentations." 

When Baldwin first met Coml>es, he 
"sensed in her a drive to succeed." His 
coaching and her drive culminated in her 
waHcing away with both the 1980 Ms. Florida 
and Ms. America titles. 

Combes said she'll continue her three-hour 
per day, six-day per week weight training and 
four-mile per day running programs for 
about another five years. 

"I haven't reached my ideal yet, " she said. 
Combes' "ideal" is to win the Ms. Olympia 
title, the Super Bowl of women's body- 
building. 

Laura Aaron, a senior Physical Education 
major at Florida State, is another Baldwin 
disciple. Whereas Combes was a pioneer to 
the sport, Aaron represents the up-and- 
coming generation of competitive female 
body-builders. Combes is something of an 
idol to Aaron. 

'*When she speaks to me," said 22-year- 
old Aaron, "it's like oh, wow. I'm talking to 
Laura Combes." 

"She (Aaron) has potential," said 
Baldwin," but she needs to train harder and 
diet a little more." 

Aaron, a second degree black belt in 
karate, began lifting weights about 14 
months ago to improve on her karate 
performance. She grevv enthusiastic about 
body-building after that and has participated 
in two competitions to date. She typifies the 
*'new woman" of physical fitness in her 
views about getting into shaple. 

"1 like the concept of allowing men and 
women to use the same facilities at the same 
time to build their muscles. It's a lot better 
than the old figure salon concept where the 
idea is for women to firm themselves up (and 
not concentrate on developing musdes).

The Cniversiis of F lorida overwhelmed 
Honda Stale Universii\ 

"They whipped us in e\er\ thing but 
•punting." said FSU head coach Bobby 
Bf>AJen. "We lost because Honda piayed 
belter." 

A Mmple explanation for the carnage, but 
accurate nonetheless. 

The f lorida defense never really allowed 
the FSU offense to generate any momentum, 
and the (lator offense directed by sophomore 
quarterback V\ ayne Peace kept the Seminole 
detense oft balance. 

"You might say we got taken by the 
quarterbacks this year," Kaid Bowden in 
reference to the likes of Southern Mississippi's 
Reggie Collier, Pittsburgh's Dan Marino, 
and novA l^cace. The Seminole secondary was 
unable to contain Peace, who frustrated the 
defense by rolling out and then hitting a 
variety of receivers with sh<Mrt passes bsMrk 
over the middle of the field. FSU was unable 
to mount any kind of pass rush. At times it 
looked as if Peace were quarterbacking a 
sandlot game, waiting patiently for the Hrst 
man to get open, and then gently guiding the 
bail to him. 

The *Noles had their chances, thou^, like 
when Jarvis Courscy recovered a Gator 
fumble on Florida's first possession, but they 
lacked the offensive firepower to take 
advantage. 

Florida opened the scoring on their next 
possession. A 63-yard touchdown drive was 
climaxed by a three yard toss from Peace to 
tight end Chris Faulkner. 



The Seminoles were finally able to mount a 

scoring drive of their own on their first 
possession of the second quarter. Larg^on 
the strength of a Greg Allen run of 21 yards 
and Rick Stockstill passes of 20 and 17 yards 
to Phil Williams and Mike Whiting, 
respectively. FSU reached the Gator five yard 
line. But on a play indicative of the Seminoles* 
misfortune. Stockstill stumbled and fell 
down on third-and-four after a Gator 
defender had gotten him by the ankle. 
Placekicker Mike Rendina came in and put 
the Seminoles on the scoreboard with a 27- 
yard field goal. That was the extent of the 
FSL scoring for the day. 

Florida s superb kicker Brian Clark erased 
any momentum the Seminoles might hate 
had with a 50-yard against-the-wind boot 
that just cleared the goalposts. Clark set a 
new SEC recwd of 17 field ^Mh in a season 
with that kick. He added a 41 yarder before 
the intermission to make the halftime score 

13-3. 

At halftime, Seminole fans dreamed of a 
repeat of last year's contest when the 'Noles 
were behind by the same score at the half but 
came back to win 17-13. So Bowden. 

"At the half I thougiit we might could 
come back." he said. "But we're not a good 
catch-up team once we get down. We are 
strictly a ball control team that must stay in 
there to win." 

Any hopes of deja vu were crushed by the 
Gators in the third quarter. On a play that 
broke the Seminoles' backs. Peace faked to 
fullback James Jones and then calmly floated 
a 27-yard TD pass to tight end Mike 
Mularkey — a brave fourth-and-inches call by 
the Florida coaching staff. Adding insult to 
injury, Peace, with all day to throw, hit 
Johnell Brown with a 34-yard strike to make 
the score Gators 28, Seminoles 3, with almost

seven minutes remaining in the third period. 

Backup FSU quarterback Kelly Lowrey 
was summoned from the bench late in the 
quarter, but was unable to crack the Gator 
defense. After Mularkey caught another TD 
pass, this one an dght-yarder on fourth-and- 
one, the 'Noles fate was sealed. 

For Florida State players and coaches it 
will be a long winter, while Florida head 
coach Charlie Pell will be taking his troops to 
Atlanta for the holidays to play West 
Virginia in the Peach Bowl New Year's Eve. 

The contrast in mood was evident after the 
game. For the Seminoles it has been a long 
season of ups (back to back wins over Ohio 
State and Notre Dame) and downs (a 58-14 
debacle against Southern Miss and a loss to 
Gators). The players and coaches seemed 
upset at the loss. 

"They executed very well. They didn't do 
anvthine that we haven't seen before. The 
only thing that surprised me was the final
